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THE SKAG BOYS, JEAN-CLAUDE VAN DAMME AND MOTHER SUPERIOR 


The sweat wis lashing oafay Sick Boy; he wis trembling. Ah wis jist sitting thair, focusing 
oan the telly, tryin no tae notice the cunt. He wis bringing me doon. Ah tried tae keep ma attention 
oan the Jean—Claude Van Damme video. 

As happens in such movies, they started oaf wi an obligatory dramatic opening. Then the 
next phase ay the picture involved building up the tension through introducing the dastardly villain 
and sticking the weak plot thegither.

If we 
went now, ah wouldnae git tae watch it. Ah'd be too fucked by the time we goat back, and in any case 
it wid probably be a few days later. That meant ah'd git hit fir fuckin back charges fi the shoap oan a 
video ah hudnae even goat a deck at. 

— Ah've goat tae fuckin move man! he shouts, standing up. He moves ower tae the windae 
and rests against it, breathing heavily, looking like a hunted animal. There's nothing in his eyes but 
need. 

Ah switched the box oaf at the handset. — Fuckin waste. That's aw it is, a fuckin waste, ah 
snarled at the cunt, the fuckin irritating bastard. 

He flings back his heid n raises his eyes tae the ceiling. Ah'll gie ye the money tae git it 
back oot. Is that aw yir sae fuckin moosey—faced aboot? Fifty measley fuckin pence ootay Ritz! 

This cunt has a wey ay makin ye feel a real petty, trivial bastard. 

— That's no the fuckin point, ah sais, but withoot conviction. — Aye. The point is ah'm 
really fuckin sufferin here, n ma socalled mate's draggin his feet deliberately, lovin every fuckin 


minute ay it! His eyes seem the size ay fitba's n look hostile, yet pleadin at the same time; poignant 
testimonies tae ma supposed betrayal. If ah ever live long enough tae huv a bairn, ah hope it never 
looks at us like Sick Boy does.

Nivir fuckin git one in the 
summer. Up cruising fat, rich festival cunts too fuckin lazy tae walk a hundred fuckin yards fae one 
poxy church hall tae another fir thir fuckin show. Taxi drivers. Money—grabbin bastards ... Sick Boy 
muttered deliriously and breathlessly tae hissel, eyes bulging and sinews in his neck straining as his 
heid craned up Leith Walk. 

At last one came. There were a group ay young guys in shellsuits n bomber jaykits whae'd 
been standin thair longer than us. Ah doubt if Sick Boy even saw them. He charged straight oot intae 
the middle ay the Walk screaming: — TAXI! 

Hi! Whit's the fuckin score? One guy in a black, purple and aqua shell—suit wi a flat—top 
asks. 

Git tae fuck. We wir here first, Sick Boy sais, opening the taxi door. — Thir's another yin 
comin. He gestured up the Walk at an advancing black cab. 

— Lucky fir youse. Smart cunts, 

— Fuck off, ya plukev—faced wee hing oot. Git a fuckin ride! Sick Boy snarled as we piled 
intae the taxi. 

— Tollcross mate, ah sais tae the driver as gob splattered against the side windae. 

— Square go then smart cunt! C'moan ya crappin bastards! the shell—suit shouted. The taxi 
driver wisnae amused. He looked a right cunt. Maist ay them do. The stamp—peyin self-employed ur 
truly the lowest form ay vermin oan god's earth. 

The taxi did a u-turn and sped up the Walk. 

— See whit yuv done now, ya big—moothed cunt. Next time one ay us ur walkin hame oan 
oor jack jones, wi git hassle fi these wee radges. Ah wisnae chuffed at Sick Boy. 

— Yir no feart ay they wee fuckin saps ur ye? 

This cunt's really gittin ma fuckin goat. — Aye! Aye ah fuckin am, if ah'm oan ma tod n ah 
git set oan by a fuckin squad ay shellsuits! Ye think ah'rn Jean—Claude Van Fuckin Damme? Fuckin 
doss cunt, so ye are Simon. Ah called him 'Simon' rather than 'Si' or ‘Sick Boy' tae emphasise the 
seriousness ay what ah wis sayin. 

— Ah want tae see Mother Superior n ah dinnae gie a fuck aboot any cunt or anything else. 
Goat that? He pokes his lips wi his forefinger, his eyes bulging oot at us. — Simone wants tae see 
Mother Superior. Watch ma fuckin lips. He then turns and stares intae the back ay the taxi driver, 
willing the cunt tae go faster while nervously beating oot a rhythm oan his thighs. 

One ay they cunts wis a McLean. Dandy n Chancey's wee brar,ah sais. 

Wis it fuck, he sais, but he couldnae keep the anxiety oot ay his voice. — Ah ken the 
McLeans.

Ah soon started tae feel fucking shan n aw. Bad cramps wir beginning tae hit us as we 


mounted the stairs tae johnny's gaff. Ah wis dripping like a saturated sponge, every step bringing 
another gush fae ma pores. Sick Boy wis probably even worse, but the cunt was beginning no tae exist 
fir us. Ah wis only aware ay him slouching tae a halt oan the banister in front ay us,

feel like he did, ye dinnae want tae talk or be talked at. Ye dinnae want any fuckin fuss at aw. Ah 
didnae either. Sometimes ah think that people become junkies just because they subconsciously crave 
a wee bit ay silence. 

Johnny wis bombed ootay his box whin we finally made it up the stairs. A shootin gallery 
wis set up. 

Ah've goat one Sick Boy, and a Rent Boy that's sick n aw! he laughed, as high as a fuckin 
kite. johnny often snorted some coke wi his fix or mixed up a speedball concoction ay smack and 
cocaine. He reckoned that it kept uM high, stoaped um fae sittin aroond starin at waws aw day. High 
cunts are a big fuckin drag when yir feeling like this, because thir too busy enjoying their high tae 
notice or gie a fuck aboot your suffering. Whereas the piss—heid in the pub wants every cunt tae git as 
ootay it as he is, the real junky (as opposed tae the casual user who wants a partner-in—crime) doesnae 
gie a fuck aboot anybody else.

johnny waltzed over tae Alison and serenaded her. — Hey—ey good lookin, whaaat—cha got 
cookin ... He turned tae Raymie, whae wis steadfastly keepin shoatie at the windae. Raymie could 
detect a labdick in a crowded street the wey that sharks can sense a few drops of blood in an ocean. — 
Pit some sounds on Raymie. Ah'm seek ay that new Elvis Costello, bit ah cannae stoap playin the 
cunt. Fuckin magic man, ah'm telling ye.

Her lips are quivering as she gazes pleadingly at him 
for a second or two. Sick Boy's face looks ugly, leering and reptilian, before he slams the cocktail

Now that's no very social. Rents? Raymie? Ali? Whit d'ye think ay that? Ur you tryin tae 
insinuate that the White Swan, the Mother Superior, has blood infected by the human 
immunodeficiency virus? Ma finer feelins ur hurt. Aw ah kin say is, nae sharin, nae shootin. He gies 
an exaggerated smile, exposing a row ay bad teeth. 

tae me that wisnae johnny Swan talkin. No Swanney. No fuckin way. Some malicious 
demon had invaded his body and poisoned his mind. This character was a million miles away fae the 
gentle joker ah once knew as Johnny Swan. A nice laddie, everybody sais; including ma ain Ma. 
johnny Swan, so intae fitba, so easy going, that he eywis goat lumbered washin the strips eftir the 
fives at Meadowbank, and nivir, ivir complained. 

Ah wis shitein it that ah widnae git a shot here. — Fuck sakes Johnny, listen tae yirsel. Git a 
fuckin grip. Wuv goat the fuckin hirays here. Ah pulled some notes ootay ma poakit. 

Whether it wis through guilt, or the prospect ay cash, the auld Johnny Swan briefly 
reappeared. 

Dinnae git aw serious oan us. Ah'm only fuckin jokin boys. Ye think thit the White Swan 
wid hud oot can his muckers? Oan yis go ma men. Yir wise men. Hygiene's important, he stated 
wistfully. — Ken wee Goagsie? He's goat AIDS now. 

— Gen up? ah asked. Thir wis eywis rumours aboot whae wis HIV and whae wisnae. Ah 
usually jist ignored thum. Thing is, a few people hud been saying that aboot wee Goagsie. 

— Too right. He's no goat the full AIDS likes, bit he's tested positive. Still, as ah sais tae 
um, it isnae the end ay the world Goagsie. Ye kin learn tae live wi the virus. Tons ay cunts dae it 
withoot any hassle at aw. Could be fuckin years before ye git sick, ah telt um. Any cunt withoot the 
virus could git run ower the morn. That's the wey ye huv tae look at it. Cannae jist cancel the gig. 
The show must go oan. 

It's easy tae be philosophical when some other cunt's goat shite fir blood. 

Anywey, Johnny even helped Sick Boy tae cook up and shoot home. 

just as Sick Boy wis aboot tae scream, he spiked the vein, drew some blood back intae the 
barrel, and fired the life-giving and life—taking elixir home. 

Sick Boy hugged Swanney tightly, then eased off, keeping his airms aroond him. They 
were relaxed; like lovers in a post—coital embrace.

— Dinnae ken. 

— He didnae leave anything fir us, did he? Chance wid be a fine thing, the cunt. 

—Eh, naw... 

Ah shakily pit the phone doon. Two choices; one: tough it oot, back in the room, two: 
phone that cunt Forrester and go tae Muirhoose, get fucked aboot and ripped oaf'wi some crap gear. 
Nae contest. In twenty minutes it wis: — Muirhoose pal? tae the driver oan the 32 bus and quiveringly 
stickin ma forty-five pence intae the box. Any port in a storm, and it's raging in here behind ma face. 

An auld boot gies us the evil eye as ah pass her oan the wey doon the bus. No doubt ah'm 
fuckin boggin n look a real mess. It doesnae bother us. Nothing exists in ma life except masel and 
Michael Forrester and the sickening distance between us: a distance being steadily reduced by this 
bus. 

Ah sit oan the back seat, doonstairs. The bus is nearly empty. A lassie sits across fae us, 
listening tae her Sony Walkman. Is she good looking? Whae fuckin cares. Even though it's supposed 
tae be a 'personal' stereo, ah kin hear it quite clearly. It's playing a Bowie number . . . 'Golden Years’. 

"Don't let me hear you say life's takin' you nowhere Angel .. Look at those skies, life's 
begun, nights are warm and the days are yu—hu—hung .. ." 

Ah've goat every album Bowie ever made. The fuckin lot. Tons ay fuckin bootlegs n aw. 
Ah dinnae gie a fuck aboot him or his music. Ah only care aboot Mike Forrester, an ugly talentless 
cunt whae has made no albums. Zero singles. But Mikey baby is the man of the moment. As Sick 
Boy once said, doubtlessly paraphrasing some other fucker: nothing exists outside the moment. (Ah 
think some radge oan a chocolate advert said it first.) But ah caiinae even endorse these sentiments as 
they are at best peripheral tae the moment. The moment is me, sick, and Mikey, healer. 

Some auld cunt, they're always oan the buses at this time, is fartin and shitein at the driver; 
firing a volley ay irrelevant questions about bus numbers, routes and times. Get the fuck oan or fuck 
off and die ya foostie auld cunt. Ah almost choked in silent rage at her selfish pettiness and the bus 
driver's pathetic indulgence of the cunt. People talk aboot youngsters and vandalism, what aboot the 
psychic vandalism caused by these auld bastards? When she finally gits oan the auld fucker still has 
the cheek tae have a gob oan her like a cat's erse, 

She sits directly in front ay us. Ma eyes burrow intae the back ay her heid. Ah'm willing 
her tae have a brain haemorrhage or a massive cardiac arrest . . . no. Ah stoap tae think. If that 
happened, it would only haud us back even mair. Hers must be a slow, suffering death, tae pey her 
back for ma fuckin suffering. If she dies quickly, it'll gie people the chance tae fuss. They'll always 
take that opportunity. Cancer cells will dae nicely. Ah will a core ay bad cells tae develop and 
multiply in her body. Ah can feel it happening . . . but it's ma body it's happening to. Ah'm too tired 
tae continue. Ah've lost all hate fir the auld doll. Ah only feel total apathy. She's now ootside the 
moment. 

Ma heid's gaun doon. It jerks up so suddenly and violently, ah feel it's gaunnae fly oaf ma 
shoulders ontae the lap of the testy auld boot in front ay us. Ah haud it firmly in baith hands, elbays 
oan ma knees. Now ah'm gaunnae miss ma stoap. No. A surge ay energy and ah get oaf at Pennywell 
Road, opposite the shopping centre. Ah cross over the dual carriageway and walk through the centre. 
Ah pass the steel—shuttered units which have never been let and cross over the car park where cars 


have never parked. Never since it was built. Over twenty years ago. 

Forrester's maisonette flat is in a block bigger than most in Muirhouse. Maist are two 
stories high, but his is five, and therefore has a lift, which doesnae work. Tae conserve energy ah slide 
along the wall oan ma journey up the stairs. 

In addition tae cramps, aches, sweats and an almost complete disintegration ay ma central 
nervous system, ma guts are now starting tae go. Ah feel a queasy shifting taking place, an ominous 
thaw in ma long period of constipation. Ah try tae pull masel together at Forrester's door. But he'll 
know that ah'm suffering. An ex—skag merchant always knows when someone is sick. Ah just don't 
want the bastard knowing how desperate ah feel. While ah would put up wi any crap, any abuse fae 
Forrester tae get what ah need, ah don't see the sense in advertising it tae him any mair than ah can 
help. 

Forrester can obviously see the reflection ay ma ginger hair through the wired and dimpled 
glass door. He takes an age to answer. The cunt has started fuckin us aboot before ah even set foot in 
his hoose. He disnaegreet us wi any warmth in his voice. 

Awright Rents, he sais. 

— No bad Mike. He calls us 'Rents' instead ay 'Mark', ah call him 'Mike' instead ay 'Forry'. 
He's calling the shots awright. Is trying tae ingratiate masel tae this cunt the best policy? It's probably 
the only one at the moment. 

— Moan in, he tersely shrugs and ah dutifully follow him. Ah sit oan the couch, beside but a 
bit away fae a gross bitch with a broken leg. Her plastered limb is propped up on the coffee table and 
there is a repulsive swell of white flesh between the dirty plaster and her peach coloured shorts. Her 
tits sit on top of an oversized Guinness pot, and her brown vesty top struggles tae constrain her white 
flab. Her greasy, peroxide locks have an inch of insipid grey—brown at their roots. She makes no 
attempt tae acknowledge ma presence but lets oot a horrendous and embarrassing donkey-like laugh 
at some inane remark Forrester makes, which I don't catch, probably concerning my appearance. 
Forrester sits opposite me in a worn-out armchair, beefy—faced but thin bodied, almost bald at 
twenty-five. His hair loss over the last two years has been phenomenal, and ah wonder if he's goat the 
virus. Doubt it somehow, They say only the good die young. Normally ah would make a bitchy 
comment, but at this moment in time ah would rather slag ma granny aboot her colostomy bag. Mikey 
is, after all, my man. 

In the other chair next tae Mikey is an evil—looking bastard, whose eyes are on the bloated 
sow, or rather the unprofessionally rolled joint she is smoking. She takes an extravagantly theatrical 
toke, before passing it onto the evil-looking gadge. Ah've goat fuck all against dudes with dead insect 
eyes set deep in keen rodent faces. They are not all bad. It's this boy's clathes that gie him away, 
marking him oot as wide-o extraordinaire. He's obviously been residing in one ay the Windsor group 
hotels; Saughton, Bar L, Perth, Peterhead, etc., and has apparently been there for some time. Dark 
blue flared troosers, black shoes, a mustard polo—neck wi blue bands at the collar and cuffs, and a 
green parka (in this fuckin weather!) draped ower the back ay the chair. 

No intros are made, but that's the prerogative of my bawfaced icon, Mike Forrester. He's 
the man in the chair, and he certainly knows it. The bastard launches intae this spiel, talking 
incessantly, like a bairn trying tae stay up as late as possible. Mr Fashion, Johnny Saughton ah'll call 
the cunt, sais nothing, but smiles enigmatically and occasionally rolls his eyes in mock ecstasy. If ye 
ever saw a predator's face it wis Saughton's. The Fat Sow, god she is grotesque, hee—haws and ah 
force oot the odd sycophantic chuckle at times ah gauge tae he'roughly appropriate. 

After listening tae this shite for a while, ma pain and nausea force me tae intervene. MY 
non-verbal signals are contemptuously ignored, so ah steam in. 

Sorry tae interrupt ye thair mate, but ah need tae'—be pittin ma skates oan. Ye goat the gear 
thair? 

The reaction is over the top, even by the standards ay the crappy game Forrester is playing. 

— You shut yir fuckin mouth! Fuckin radge. Ah'll fuckin tell you whin tae speak. just shut 
yir fuckin erse. You dinnae like the company, you kin git tae fuck. End ay fuckin story. 

— Na'e offence mate . . . It's aw tame capitulation oan ma part. After all, this man is a god 
tae me. Ah'd walk oan ma hand, and knees through broken gless fir a thousand miles tae use the 
cunt's shite as toothpaste and we baith know it. Ah am but a pawn in a game called 'The Marketing Of 
Michael Forrester As A Hard Man’. To all those who know him, it's a game based on ridiculously 
flawed concepts. Furthermore, it obviously aw being played fir Johnny Saughton's benefit, but what 
the fuck, it's Mike's gig, and ah asked tae be dealt a shite hand when ah dialled his number. 


Ah take some more crass humiliation for what seems like an eternity. Ah get through it 
naebother though. Ah love nothing (except junk), ah hate nothing (except forces that prevent me 
getting any) and ah fear nothing (except not scoring). Ah also know that a shitein cunt like Forrester 
would never pit us through aw this bullshit if he intended holding out on me. 

It gies us some satisfaction remembering why he hates us. Mike was once infatuated wi a 
woman who despised him. A woman ah subsequently shagged. It hadn't meant a great deal tae either 
masel or the woman concerned, but it certainly bugged the fuck oot ay Mike. Now most people would 
put this doon tae experience, ye always want what ye cannae have and the things that ye dinnae really 
gie a toss aboot get handed tae ye oan a plate. That's life, so why should sex be different fae any other 
part ay it? Ah've hud, and brushed oaf, such reverses in the past. Every cunt has. The problem is that 
this shite's intent oan hoarding trivial grievances, like the fatchopped malignant squirrel that he is. 
But ah still love him. Ah huv tae. He's the boy holdin. 

Mikey grows bored wi his humiliation game. For a sadist, it must huv aw the interest ay 
sticking pins intae a plastic doll. Ah'd loved tae have given him some better sport, but ah'm too 
fucked tae react tae his dull—witted jibes. So he finally sais: — Goat the poppy? 

Ah pull oot some crumpled notes fae ma poakits, and wi touching servility, flatten them oot 
oan the coffee table. Wi an air ay reverence and all due deference tae Mikey's status as The Man, ah 
hand them ower. Ah note for the first time that the Fat Sow has a huge arrow drawn oan her plaster in 
thick black marker pen, oan the inside ay her thigh, pointing tae her crotch. The letters alongside it 
spell out in bold capitals: INSERT COCK HERE. Ma guts dae another quick birl, and the urge tae 
take the gear fae Mikey wi maximum force and get tae fuck oot ay thair is almost overwhelming.

— Dae ye really want me tae tell ye? he sneers, reclaiming some ay the power he'd 
previously relinquished, as Saughton sniggers and Fat Sow brays. He sees that ah'm no amused, 
however, so he continues: — Yir no bothered aboot a hit, right? Ye want something slow, tae take 
away the pain, tae help ye git oaf the junk, right? Well these are perfect. Custom—fuckindesigned fir 
your needs. They melt through yir system, the charge builds up, then it slowly fades. That's the cunts 
they use in hoespitals, fir fuck sakes. 

— Ye reckon these then, man? 

— Listen tae the voice ay experience, he smiles, but mair at Saughton than at me. Fat Sow 
throws her greasy head back, exposing large, yellowing teeth. 

So ah dae jist as recommended. Ah listen tae the voice ay experience. Ah excuse masel, 
retire tae the toilet and insert them, wi great diligence, up ma arse. It was the first time ah'd ever stuck 
ma finger up ma ain arsehole, and a vaguely nauseous feeling hits us. Ah look at masel in the 
bathroom mirror. Red hair, matted but sweaty, and a white face with loads ay disgusting spots. Two 
particular beauties; these ones really have tae be classified as boils. One oan the cheek, and one oan 
the chin. Fat Sow and I would make an excellent couple, and ah entertain a perverse vision ay us in a 
gondola oan the canals ay Venice. Ah return doonstairs, still sick but high fae scoring. 

— It'll take time, Forrester gruffly observes, as ah swan back intae the living-room. 

— You're tellin me. For aw the good they've done ah might as well huv stuck thum up ma 
erse. Ah get ma first smile fae johnny Saughton for ma troubles. Ah can almost see the blood aroond 
his twisted mooth. Fat Sow looks at us as if ah had just ritually slaughtered her first born. That 
pained, incomprehensible expression ay hers makes us want tae pish ma keks wi laughter. Mike 
wears a very hurt I-crack—-the—jokes—here look, but it's tinged wi resignation through the realisation 
that his power over me has gone. It ended wi the completion ay the transaction. He was now naemair 
tae me than a lump ay dug shite in the shopping centre. In fact, considerably less. End ay story. 

— Anywey, catch yis later folks, ah nod ower tae Saughton and Fat Sow. A smiling 
Saughton gies us a matey wink which seems tae sweep in the whole room. Even Fat Sow tries tae 
force a smile. Ah take their gestures as further evidence that the balance ay power between me and 


Mike has fundamentally shifted. As if tae confirm this, he follays us oot ay the flat. — Eh, ah'll see ye 
aroond man. Eh... sorry aboot aw the shite ah wis hittin ye wi back thair. That cunt Donnelly . . . he 
makes us dead jumpy. A fuckin heidbanger ay the first order. Ah'll tell ye the fill story later. 
Naehard feelins though, eh Mark? 

— Ah'll see ye later Forry, ah reply, ma voice hopefully cairryin enough promise ay threat 
tae cause the cunt a wee bit unease, if no real concern. Part ay me doesnaewant tae burn the fucker 
doon though. It's a sobering thought, but ah might need him again. But that's no the way tae think. If 
ah keep thinkin like that, the whole fuckin exercise is pointless. 

By the time ah hit the bottom ay the stair ah've forgotten aw aboot ma sickness, well 
almost. Ah can feel it, the ache through ma body, it's just that it doesnaereally bother us any mair. Ah 
know it's ridiculous tae con masel that the gear is making an impact already, but there's definitely 
some placebo effect taking place. One thing that ah'm aware ay is a great fluidity in ma guts. It feels 
like ah'm melting inside. Ah huvnaeshat for about five or six days; now it seems tae be coming. Ah 
fart, and instantly follow through, feeling the wet sludge in ma pants with a quickening of ma pulse. 
Ah slam oan the brakes; tightening ma sphincter muscles as much as ah can. The damage has been 
done, however, and it's gaunnaegit much worse if ah dinnae take immediate action. Ah consider 
going back tae Forrester's, but ah want nothing mair tae dae wi that twat for the time being. Ah 
remember that the bookies in the shopping centre has a toilet at the back. 

Ah enter the smoke-—filled shop and head straight tae the bog. What a fuckin scene; two 
guys stand in the doorway ay the toilet, just pishing intae the place, which has a good inch ay stagnant, 
spunky urine covering the flair. It's oddly reminiscent ay the foot pool at the swimming baths ah used 
tae go tae. The two punters shake oot their cocks in the passage and stuff them intae their flies wi as 
much care as ye'd take putting a dirty hanky intae yir poakit. One ay them looks at us suspiciously 
and bars ma path tae the toilet. 

— Bog's fuckin blocked, mate. Ye'll no be able tae shite in that. He gestures tae the seatless 
bowl fill ay broon water, toilet paper and lumps ay floating shite. 

Ah look sternly at him. — Ah've goat tae fuckin go mate. — Yir no fuckin shootin up in thair, 
ur ye? 

just what ah fuckin needed. Muirhoose's Charles Bronson. Only this cunt makes Charles 
Bronson look like Michael J. Fox. He actually looks a bit like Elvis, like Elvis does now; a chunky, 
decomposing ex—Ted. 

Away tae fuck. Ma indignation must have been convincing, because this radge actually 
apologises. 

— Naeoffence meant, pal. Jist some ay they young cunts in the scheme huv been trying tae 
make this thir fucking shootin gallery. We're no intae that. 

— Fuckin wide—o cunts, his mate added. 

— Ah've been oan the peeve fir a couple ay days, mate. Ah'm gaun fuckin radge wi the runs 
here. Ah need tae shite. It looks fuckin awfay in thair, but it's either that or ma fuckin keks. Ah've 
nae shit oan us. Ah'm fuckin bad enough wi the bevvy, nivir mind anything else. The cunt gies us an 
empathetic nod and unblocks ma way. 

Ah feel the pish soak intae ma trainers as ah step ower the door ridge. Ah reflect oan the 
ridiculousness ay saying that ah hud naeshit oan ays when ma keks are fill ay it. One piece ay good 
luck though, is that the lock oan the door is intact. Fuckin astounding, considering the atrocious state 
ay the bogs. 

Ah whip oaf ma keks and sit oan the cold wet porcelain shunky. Ah empty ma guts, feeling 
as if everything; bowel, stomach, intestines, spleen, liver, kidneys, heart, lungs and fucking brains are 
aw falling through ma arsehole intae the bowl. As ah shit, flies batter oaf ma face, sending shivers 
through ma body.

Ah goat some funny looks as ah left the bookies, no sae much fae the pish-queue gang 
whae piled past us wi a few derisory 'aboot—fuckin-time—n—aws' but fae one or two punters whae 
clocked ma wasted appearance. One radge even made some vaguely threatening remarks, but maist 
were too engrossed in the form cairds, or the racing oan the screen. Ah noted Elvis/Bronson was 
gesticulating wildly at the telly as ah left. 

At the bus stop, ah realised what a sweltering hot day it had become. Ah remembered 
somebody sais that it wis the first day ay the Festival. Well, they certainly got the weather fir it. Ah 
sat oan the wall by the bus stop, letting the sun soak intae rna wet jeans. Ah saw a 32 coming, but 
didnae move, through apathy. The next one that came, ah got it thegither tae board the fucker and 
headed back tae Sunny Leith. It really is time tae clean up, ah thought, as ah mounted the stairs ay ma 
new flat.

— We're looking for the Royal Mile, a posh, English—colonial voice answers back in ma 
face. What a fucking wee pump—up—the-knickers n aw. Simple Simon sais, put your hands on your 
feet... 

Of course, the Rent Boy is looking like a flaccid prick in a barrel—load ay fannies. 
Sometimes ah really think the gadge still believes that an erection is for pishing over high walls. 

Follow us. Are you going to a show? Yes, you can’t beat the Festival for bringing out the 
mantovani. 

— Yes. One of the (china) dolls hands us a piece ay paper wi Brecht: The Caucasian Chalk 
Circle by Nottingham University Theatre Group on it. Doubtless a collection of zit—-encrusted, 
squeakyvoiced wankers playing oot a miserable pretension tae the arts before graduating to work in 
the power stations which give the local children leukemia or investment consultancies which shut 
doon factories, throwing people into poverty and despair. Still, let's git the board—treading ootay the 
system first.

— Shut it! Ah'm tellin ye! Shut the fuck up! He's nearly chokin Wi anger. 

— Whit ye gaunnae dae? 

— Ya fackin . . . He seems ready tae punch her again. 

— That's enough mate. Leave it. Yir oot ay order, Tommy sais tae the guy. 

— It's nane ay your fuckin business! You keep oot ay this! The boy points at Tommy. — 
That's enough thair. Come on now! The barman shouts. 

The corkscrew-heided cunt smiles and a couple ay the darts boys look ower. 

— Ah'm makin it ma fuckin business. Whit you gaunnae fuckin dae aboot it? Eh? Tommy 
leans forward. 
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— Fuck sake Tommy. Cool it man. Ah half—heartedly grab his airm, thinkin ay the barman. 
He frees it Wi a quick shake. 

— You want yir mooth punched? the boy sais. 

— Think ah'm gaunny jist sit here n lit ye dae it? Fuckin wide—=o! Ootside then cunt. Cu- 
mauugghhnn! Tommy sort ay sings tauntingly. 

The boy's shitein hissel. He's right tae. Tommy's quite a tidy cunt. 

— Nane ay your business, he sais, no soundin sae smart. 

Then the woman screams at Tommy. 

— That's ma man! That's ma fackin man yir talkin tae! 

Tommy's too shocked tae stoap her as she leans ower an digs her nails intae his face. 

Everythin happened eftir that. Tommy stood up an punched the boy in the mooth, the guy 
fell back oaf his seat ontae the flair. 

Ah wis up n straight ower tae the corkscrew-heided cunt at the bar. Ah tanned um in the 
jaw n grabbed a haud ay his fuckin curls, haulin his heid doon, n bootin him a couple ay times in the 
face. 

Ah think he blocked one Wi his hands, n ah doubt if the other hurt the cunt, cause ah'm 
wearin trainers. He swings Wi his airms, brekin ma grip. Then he backs away, face beamin rid n 
confused.

The barman sais, pickin up 
the receiver fir effect. 

— Nae hassle in here now boys, a big, fat cunt fae the darts team sais, threateningly. He's 
still goat his arrays in his hand. 

— It's nowt tae dae Wi me mate, the corkscrew—heided cunt sais tae us. 

— Mibbe ah goat it wrong likesay, ah tell um. 

The woman and her man, thame thit caused the whole fuckin problem, we wir jist oot fir a 
quiet drink, ur skulkin oot ay the door. 

— Fuckin bastards. That's ma man, she shouts tae us as they leave. 

Ah feel Tommy's hand oan ma shoodir. 

—C'moan Secks. Lits git Gotay here, he sais. 

The fat cunt fae the darts team, he's goat a rid shirt Wi the pub name, a dartboard crest, and 
‘Stu' underneath it, he's still goat plenty tae say fir hissel. 

— Dinnae come in here n cause bother, pal. This isnae your local. Ah ken your faces. Yous 
ur mates Wi that rid—heided cunt n that Williamson laddie, the one Wi the ponytail. These cunts ur 
fuckin drug—dealin scum. We dinnae want that fuckin trash in here. 

— We dinnae deal fuckin drugs, pal, Tommy sais. 

— Aye. No in this fuckin pub ye dinnae, the fat cunt goes. 

— C'moan Stu. =S no they boys' fault. It's that cunt Alan Venters n his burd. They're mair 
intae drugs thin any cunt aroond here. You ken that, this other guy Wi thin fair hair sais. 

— They should be daein that kind ay arguin in the hoose, no in a pub, another guy sais. 

— Domestic dispute. That's whit it is. Shouldnae be botherin people thit ur jist oot fir a 
drink Wi aw that, Fair—hair agrees. 

The worse bit is gitting ootside. Ah'm shitein masel in case wi git follayed. Ah'm walkin 
fast, while Tommy's haudin back. 

— Stall the now, he sais. — Fuck off. Let's git ootay here. 

We move doon the road. Ah look back, but nae cunt's left the pub. We see that mental 
couple up ahead ay us. 

— Ah want a wee wurd Wi that cunt, Tommy sais, ready tae start eftir thum. Ah clocks a 
bus comin. A 22. That'll dae us. 

— Fuck it Tommy. Here's a bus. C'moan. We run tae the stoap n git oan the bus. We go 
upstairs tae the back, even though wir only gaun a few stoaps. 

— How's ma face? Tommy asks us whin we sit doon. 

— Same as usual. A fuckin mess. That burd improved it, ah tell um. 

He looks at his reflection in the bus windae. 
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— The fuckin slag, he curses. 

— The pair ay fuckin slags, ah sais. 

That wis fuckin ace ay Tommy hittin the boy, likes, n no the bird, even if it wis the burd 
thit hit him. Ah've done loads ay things in ma time thit ah'm no proud ay, but ah've nivir hita burd. 
Whit Carol sais is shite. She says thit ah used violence oan her, but ah nivir hit her. Ah jist held 
oantae her so thit we could talk. She sais restrainin is like hittin, it's still violence against her. Ah 
cannae see that. Aw ah wanted tae dae wis tae keep her thair, tae talk. 

Whin ah telt this tae Rents, he sais thit Carol wis right. Eb sais she's entitled tae come n go 
as she wants. That's shite though. Aw ah wanted tae dae wis talk. Franco agreed wi us. It's different 
whin yir in a relationship, we telt Rents. 

Ah felt sick n nervous oan the bus. Tommy might've felt the same, cause we nivir spoke 
any mair. The morn though, we'll be in some boozer wi Rents, Beggar, Spud, Sick Boy n aw thame, 
boasting like fuck. 


SPEEDY RECRUITMENT 


1 - PREPARATION 


Spud and Renton were sitting in a pub in the Royal Mile. The pub aimed at an American 
theme-bar effect, but not too accurately; it was a madhouse of assorted bric—a'—brac. 

— Fuckin weird man though, likesay, you n me gittin sent fir the same joab, ken? Spud said, 
slurping at his Guinness. 

Joab. It'd be a fuckin nightmare. Renton shook his head. 

— Yeah, ah'm likesay happy steyin oan the rock =n roll the now man, ken? 

— Trouble is though Spud, if ye dinnae try, if ye blow the interview oan purpose; the cunts 
tell the dole n these bastards stoap yir giro. Happened tae us in London. Ah'm oan ma last warnin 
doon thair.

Whatever ye dae, dinnae 
be late. See ye back here in a bit. 
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2 - PROCESS: MR RENTON (1.00 P.M.) 


The trainee manager whae welcomed us wis a mucho spotty punter in a sharp suit, Wi 
dandruff oan the shoodirs like piles ay fuckin cocaine. Ah felt like takin a rolled up fiver tae the cunt's 
tin flute. His biscuit—ersed face and his plukes completely ruin the image the smarmy wee shite's tryin 
tae achieve. Even in ma worse junk periods ah've nivir had a complexion like that, the poor wee 
bastard. This cunt is obviously along for the ride. The main man is the fat, stroppy—lookin gadge in 
the middle; tae his right thirs a coldly smiling dyke in a woman's business suit Wi a thick foundation 
mask, who looks catalogue hideous. 

This is a heavy-duty line-up for a fuckin porter's joab. 

The opening gambit wis predictable. The fat cunt gies us a warm look and says: — I see 
from your application form that you attended George Heriots. 

Right. . . ah, those halcyon school days. It seems like a long time ago now. 

Ah might huv lied on the appo, but ah huvnae at the interview. Ab did once attend George

— Old Fotheringham still doing his rounds? 

Fuck. Select from one of two possibilities; one: he is, two: he's retired. Naw. Too risky. 
Keep it nebulous. 

— God, you're taking me back now. . . ah laugh. The fat gadge seems tae be happy Wi 
that. It's worrying. Ah feel that the interview is over, and that these cunts are actually going tae offer 
us the joab. The subsequent questions are all pleasantly asked and unchallenging. Ma hypothesis is 
fucked. They'd rather gie a merchant school old boy with severe brain damage a job in nuclear 
engineering than gie a schemie Wi a Ph.D. a post as a cleaner in an abattoir. Ah've goat tae dae 
something here.

They cannae 
say ah didnae try . 


3 - PROCESS: MR MURPHY (2.30 P.M.) 


This speed is el magnifico, likesay. Ah feel sortay dynamic, ken, likesay, ah'm really 
lookin forward tae this interview. Rents sais: Sell yirsell Spud, =n tell the truth. Let's go for it cats, 
let’s getiton .... 

— I see from your application form that you attended George Heriots. The old Heriots =FPs 
seem to be rather thick on the ground this afternoon. 

Yeah, fat—cat. 

— Actually man, ah've goat tae come clean here. Ah went tae Augie's, St. Augustine's 
likesay, then Craigy, eh Craigroyston, ken. Ah jist pit doon Heriots because ah thoat it wid likes, help 
us git the joab. Too much discrimination in this town, man, ken, likesay? As soon as suit n tie dudes 
see Heriots or Daniel Stewarts or Edinburgh Academy, they kinday get the hots, ken. Ah mean, 
would you have said, likesay, ah see you attended Craigroyston? 

— Well, I was just making conversation, as I did happen to attend Heriots. The idea was to 
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make you feel at ease. But I can certainly put your mind at rest with regards to discrimination. 
That’s all covered in our new equal opportunities statement. 

— It's cool man. Ah'm relaxed. It's jist that ah really want this job, likesay. Couldnae sleep 
last night though. Worried ah'd sortay blow it likesay, ken? It's jist when cats see 'Craigroyston' oan 
the form, they likesay think, well everybody thit went tae Craigie's a waster, right? But eh, ye ken 
Scott Nisbet, the fitba player likesay? He's in the Huns. . . eh Rangers first team, haudin his ain 
against aw they expensive international signins ay Souness's, ken? That cat wis the year below us at 
Craigie, man. 

— Well, I can assure you Mr Murphy, we're far more interested in the qualifications you 
gained rather than the school you, or any other candidate, went to. It says here that you got five =O 
Grades . 

— Whoah. Likesay, gaunnae huv tae stoap ye thair, catboy. The =o Grades wis bullshit, 
ken? Thought ah'd use that tae git ma fit in the door. Showin initiative, likesay. Ken? Ah really 
want this job, man. 

— Look Mr Murphy, you were referred to us by the Department of Employment's Jobcentre. 
There's no need for you to lie to get your foot in the door, as you put it. 

— Hey. . . whatever you say man. You're the man, the governor, the dude in the chair, so 
tae speak, likesay.

— Eh. . . sense ay humour, likesay. Ye need that man, goatay huv it, jist goatay huv it, 
ken? Ah'll huv tae stoap sayin ‘ken’ sae much. These dudes might think ah'm a sortay pleb. 

What about weaknesses? the squeaky—voiced kitten in the suit asks. This is one spotted 
catboy; Rents wisnae jokin aboot the plukes. We have a real leopard cub here. 

— Ah suppose man, ah'm too much ay a perfectionist, ken? It's likesay, if things go a bit 
dodgy, ah jist cannae be bothered, y'know? Ah git good vibes aboot this interview the day though 
man, ken? 

— Thank you very much Mr Murphy. We'll let you know. 

— Naw man, the pleasure wis mine. Best interview ah've been at, ken? ah bounds across n 
shakes each cat by the paw.

Spud met Renton back in the pub. 

— How did it go Spud? 

— Good catboy, good. Possibly too good, likesay. Ah think the dudes might be gaun tae 
offer us the job.

— Let's huv a drink tae celebrate yir success. Fancy another dab at that speed?

SCOTLAND TAKES DRUGS IN PSYCHIC DEFENCE 


Ah couldnae mention the Barrowland gig tae Lizzy. No fuckin chance ay that man, ah kin 
tell ye. Ah had bought ma ticket when ah got ma Giro. That wis me pure skint. It was also her 
birthday. It was the ticket or a present for her. Nae contest. This was Iggy Pop. Ah thought she'd 
understand. 

— Ye can buy fuckin tickets fir Iggy fuckin Pop but ye cannae buy me a fuckin birthday 
present! That wis her response. See the cross ah've goat tae fuckin bear here man? Pure madness, ma 
man. Dinnae git us wrong. Ye can see her point. It's ma ain fault though, like ah sais, ma am fault. 
Pure naive, that's Tommy here. Auld fuck the wind. Ah lead wi ma chin aw the time. If ah wis a wee 
bit more, what's the word? duplicitous, ah would have said nothing aboot the tickets. Ah get too 
excited, and pure open ma big mooth far too wide. That's fearless Tommy Gun for ye. Pure sucker. 

So ah havenae mentioned the gig since. The night before the event Lizzy tells us that she 
pure fancies going to the pictures to see that The Accused. She tells me that her that was in Taxi 
Driver is in it. Ah don't really fancy the film; too much hype and publicity. That's really besides the 
point though, if ye ken what ah mean, 

cause ah'm sitting here wi the Ig gig tickets in ma tail. So ah'm forced tae mention 
Barrowland and the man. 

— Eh, cannae the morn. Ah've got the Iggy Pop gig at Barrowland. Me and Mitch are gaun 
through. — So ye'd rather go tae a concert wi Davie fuckin Mitchell than the pictures wi me. That's 
pure Lizzy. The rhetorical question, the stock—in—-trade weapon ay burds and psychos. 

The issue's become, like, a pure referendum on our relationship. Ma instinct is tae be 
upfront and say 'yes', but that would probably mean bombing out Lizzy and ah'm addicted tae having 
sex wi her. God, ah love it. Daein it fae behind as she groans softly, her pretty head resting on the 
yellow silk pillow—cases in ma gaff; the ones Spud knocked for us oot ay the British Home Stores in 
Princes Street as a flat-warming present. Ah know ah shouldnae be disclosing aboot our life, man, 
but the image of her in bed is so strong that even her social coarseness and permanent sense ay 
outrage fail to weaken it. Ah jist pure wish that Lizzy could always be like she is in bed. 

Ah try tae murmur seductive apologies, but she's so harsh and unforgiving: sweet and 
beautiful only in bed. The permanent viciousness of that expression will force out her beauty long 
before it should disappear. She calls me all the fuck—ups under the sun, then a few more for good 
measure. Poor old Tommy Gun. No longer the greatest fighting soldier; now the greatest shiteing 
soldier. 

It's no Iggy's fault. Cannae really blame the boy, ken? How wis he tae know when he 
stuck the Barrowland doon oan his itinerary, that he'd cause punters, whae he doesnae even ken exist, 
aw this hassle? Pure freaky whin ye think aboot it. Still, he's just another straw on the back of the 
camel. Lizzy's the pure steel woman. Ah'm happy though. Even Sick Boy's jealous ay me. Being 
Lizzy's boyfriend does confer status, but fame costs, as they say. By the time ah leave the pub, ah am 
in no doubt of my lack of worth as a human being. 

At home ah take a line of speed and guzzle half a bottle of Merrydown. Ah pure cannae 
sleep, so ah phone Rents and ask him if he fancies coming round tae watch a Chuck Norris video. 
Rents is off tae London the morn. He spends more time doon there than he does back here. 
Something tae dae Wi giro—drops. The cunt's in some kind ay a syndicate Wi these punters he met 
when he worked on the Harwich—Hook of Holland cross- channel ferry, years ago. He's gaunnae see 
the Ig at the Town and Country while he's in the Smoke. We toke some grass and laugh our heads off 
as Chuck kicks fuck out of commie antichrists by the dozen, that constipated and stoical expression 
never leaving his face. Straight, this is unwatchable. Stoned, it’s pure unmissable. 

The next day ah've got terrible mouth ulcers. Temps, Gav Temperley, whae's moved intae 
the flat, says that it serves me right. Ah'm killing myself with speed, he tells me. Temps says that I 
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should have a job, with my qualifications. Ah tell Temps that he sounds a lot more like ma mother 
than any friend is entitled tae. You can see Gav's point though. He's the only one working, for the 
fuckin dole, and he's always getting tapped up by the rest ay us. Poor Temps. Ah think me n Rents 
kept him awake last night as well. Temps resents dole—moles having a good time, like all workies do. 
He pure resents being hit for info by Rents every day, about claim procedures. 

It's tae my mother's ah go, tae tap some cash for the gig. Ah need dosh for the train fare as 
well as drink and drugs. Speed's my drug, it goes well with drink, and ah've always liked a drink. 
Tommy the pure speed freak. 

My Ma gives me a lecture on the dangers of drugs, telling me what a disappointment ah've 
been to her, and tae my dad, who, although he doesnae say much, really worries about me. Later 
when he comes in from work, he says while my Ma is upstairs that she mightnae say much, but really 
worries about me. Frankly, he tells me, he's really disappointed in my attitude. He hopes ah'm not 
taking drugs, scrutinising my face as if he can tell. Funny, I know junkies, dope—heads and speed 
freaks, but the most fucked—up punters on drugs I know are pish—heids, like Secks. That's Rab 
McLaughlin, the Second Prize. He's blown the fucking lot, man. 

Ah tap the cash and meet Mitch in the Hebs. Mitch is still seein that lassie Gail. It's 
obvious though, that he's no gittin his leg ower. Listenin tae um fir ten minutes, ye kin pure read 
between the lines. He's in a pure bevvying mood, so ah tap some cash off ay um. We tan four pints 
ay heavy then get on the train. Ah dae four cans of Export and two lines ay speed during the journey 
to Glasgow. We down a couple in Sammy Dow's, then get a taxi to Lynch's. After another two pints, 
might've been three; and another line of speed each in the bog, we sing a medley of Iggy songs and go 
ower tae the Saracen Head in the Gallowgate, opposite the Barrowland. We drink some cider and 
wine chasers, dabbing frantically at salty speed in silver foil. 

All ah can see is a blurred neon sign when ah leave the pub. It is pure fucking freezing 
here, I kid you not my man, and we move towards the light and into the ballroom. We head straight 
for the bar. We have more drinks at the bar, although we can hear that Iggy's started his set. Ah rip 
off my torn t-shirt. Mitch lines up some Morningside speed, cocaine, on the formica-—top table. 

Then something changes. He says something tae us about money which ah don't catch, but 
ah can feel the resentment. We have a heated, slurred argument, exchanging punches, ah don't recall 
who strikes the first blow. We cannae really hurt each other or feel force on our fists or bodies. Too 
wasted. Mind you, ah step up a gear when ah sees the blood flowing fae ma nose onto my bare chest, 
and ower the table. Ah get Mitch's hair in a grip and ah'm trying tae smash his heid against the wall, 
but ma hands are so numb and heavy. Someone pulls me off, and throws us out the bar, down a 
passage. Ah get up, singing, following the music into the packed hall of sweating bodies, pushing 
and shoving ma way tae the front. 

One guy headbutts me, but ah ride it, no even stopping tae acknowledge my assailant, still 
pure jostling to the front. Ah'm pure jumping aroond at the front of the stage, a few feet away from 
The Man. They are playing 'Neon Forest’. Somebody slaps me on the back saying, — You are mental, 
by the way, my man. Ah sing out, a twisting, pogo—ing mass of rubber. 

Iggy Pop looks right at me as he sings the line: 'America takes drugs in psychic defence’; 
only he changes ‘America’ for 'Scatlin’, and defines us mair accurately in a single sentence than all the 
others have ever done . 

Ah cease my St Vitus dance and stand looking him in stunned awe. His eyes are on 
someone else. 


THE GLASS 


The problem Wi Begbie wis. . . well, thirs that many problems wi Begbie. One ay the 
things thit concerned us maist wis the fact thit ye couldnae really relax in his company, especially if 
he'd hud a bewvy. ah always felt thit a slight shift in the cunt's perception ay ye wid be sufficient tae 
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change yir status fae great mate intae persecuted victim. The trick wis tae indulge the radge withoot 
being seen tae be too much ay an obviously crawling sap. 

Even so, any overt irreverence took place within strictly defined limits. These boundaries 
were invisible tae outsiders, but you gained an intuitive feel for them. Even then, the rules constantly 
changed Wi the cunt's moods. Friendship Wi Begbie was an ideal preparation for embarking on a 
relationship Wi a woman. It taught ye sensitivity, an awareness ay the other person's changing needs. 
When ah wis Wi a lassie, ah usually behaved in the same discreetly indulgent wey. For a while, 
anywey. 

Begbie and masel hud been invited tae Gibbo's 21st. It wis an RSVP job, Wi partners. Ah 
took Hazel, n Begbie took his burd, June. June wis up the stick, but wisnae showin. We met in a pub 
in Rose Street, which was Begbie's idea. Only arseholes, wankers and tourists set fit in Rose Street. 

Hazel n me hud a strange relationship. We'd been seeing each other on and off now for 
about four years. We have a kind ay understanding, that when ah'm using, she just vanishes. The 
reason Hazel sticks around Wi me is because she's as fucked up as me, but rather than get it sorted 
oot, she denies it. Wi her it's sex thit's at the root ay it rather than drugs. Hazel and I seldom have 
sex. This is because ah'm usually too junked tae be bothered, and in any case she's frigid. People say 
that there is no such thing as frigid women, only incompetent men. That's true to an extent, and ah'd 
be last cunt under the sun tae make any great claims fir masel in that department — ma abysmal junky 
track record speaks fir itself. 

The thing is that Hazel wis fucked as a wee lassie by her faither. She once telt us this when 
she wis really oot ay it. Ah couldnae be much use, cause ah wis oot ay it as well. When ah tried tae 
git her tae talk aboot it later, she wisnae havin it. Every time since has been a disaster. Our sex life 
always has been. After k.b.ing me for ages, she'd eventually let me shag her. She'd be tensed up, 
gripping the mattress and gritting her teeth, while I did what I had to do. Eventually, we just stopped. 
It was like sleeping Wi a surfboard. All the foreplay in the world couldn't make Hazel unwind. It just 
made her more tense, almost physically sick. Some day ah hope she finds somebody who can dae it 
for her. Anywey, Hazel and I had a strange pact. We used each other in a social sense, that's the only 
way to describe it really, tae project this veneer of normality. It's a great cover—up for her frigidity 
and ma junk—induced impotence. My Ma and faither lapped Hazel up, seeing her as a potential 
daughter-in-law. If only they knew. Anywey, ah had called up Hazel, in order tae get her tae 
accompany us oan this night oot; two fuck—ups thegither. 

The Beggar had been bevvyin before we met up. He looked seedy and menacing done up in 
a suit, the wey draftpaks do, indian ink spilling oot from under cuffs and collar onto neck and hands. 
Ah'm sure Beggar's tattoos move intae the light, resentful at being covered up. 

— How's the fuckin Rent Boy! he rasps loudly. Appropriateness hus nivir been the cunt's 
strong point. -Awright doll? he sais tae Haze. — Lookin fuckin smert. See this cunt here? He points 
at me. — Style, he sais, enigmaatically. Then he elaborates. — This is a useless bastard; but he's goat 
style. A man ay wit. A man ay class. A man not unlike my good self. 

Begbie always constructed imaginary qualities in his friends, then shamelessly claimed 
them for himself. 

Hazel and June, who didn't really know each other well, wisely struck up a conversation, 
lumbering me wi the Beggar, the General Franco. Ah realised that it hud been a long time since ah'd 
drank wi Begbie oan ma ain, withoot other mates tae offer occasional respite. Alone was stressful. 

Tae get ma attention, Begbie smashes an elbow into ma ribs with such ferocity that it would 
be construed as an assault, were it not between two companions. He then starts telling us about some 
gratuitously violent video he's been watching. Beggar insists on acting the whole fuckin thing oot, 
demonstrating karate blows, throttlings, stabbings, etc., on me. His explanation ay the film lasts twice 
as long as the picture itself. Ah'm gaunnae huv a few bruises the morn, n ah'm no even pished yet. 

We're drinking on a balcony bar, and our attention is caught by a squad of nutters entering 
the crowded pub below. They swagger in, noisy and intimidating. 

Ah hate cunts like that. Cunts like Begbie. Cunts that are intae baseball—batting every 
fucker that's different; pakis, poofs, n what huv ye. Fuckin failures in a country ay failures. It's nae 
good blamin it oan the English fir colonising us. ah don't hate the English. They're just wankers.We 
are colonised by wankers. We can't even pick a decent, vibrant, healthy culture to be colonised by. 
No. We're ruled by effete arseholes. What does that make us? The lowest of the fuckin low, the 
scum of the earth. The most wretched, servile, miserable, pathetic trash that was ever shat intae 
creation. Ah don't hate the English. They just git oan wi the shite thuv goat. Ah hate the Scots.

Begbie's gaun oan aboot Julie Mathieson, whae he used tae huv the hoats fir. Julie always 
hated him. Ah really liked Julie, maybe that's why. She wis a really good punter. She hud a bairn 
whin she wis HIV, but the bairn wis all—clear, thank fuck. The hoespital sent Julie hame in an 
ambulance wi the bairn, wi two guys dressed in sortay radioactive—proof suits — helmets, the lot. This 
wis back in 1985. It had the predictable effect. The neighbours saw this, freaked, and bumt her oot 
the hoose. Once ye git tagged HIV, that's you fucked. Especially a lassie oan her puff. Harassment 
followed harassment. Eventually, she hud a nervous breakdoon and, wi her damaged immune system, 
wis easy prey fir the onset ay AIDS. 

It wis last Christmas thit Julie died. Ah nivir made the funeral. Ah wis lyin in ma am puke 
oan a mattress in Spud's gaff, too fucked tae move. It wis a shame, cause Julie n me wir good mates. 
Wi nivir shagged or nowt like that. Wi baith thought it wid change things too much, like it does in 
male/female friendships. Sex generally makes them intae real relationships, or ends them. Ye go 
backwards or forwards after shagging, but maintaining the status quo is difficult. Julie looked really 
good when she started oan smack. Maist lassies dae. It seems tae bring oot the best in them. It 
always seems tae gie, before it takes back, wi interest. 

Begbie's epitaph tae Julie is: — Fuckin waste ay a good bit ay fanny. 

Ah fight back the urge tae tell um what a fuckin waste ay a silver bullet he'd be. Ah try no 
tae show ma anger; it'll achieve nothing except a burst mooth fir me. Ah go doonstairs tae git another 
round up. 

These draftpak cunts are at the bar, jostling each other, and every other fucker. Getting 
served is a nightmare. A mosaic shell ay scar tissue and indian ink, ah presume that there's some cunt 
inside it, is screaming: - DOUBLE VODDY N COKE! DOUBLE FAAHKIN VODDY N COKE 
THEN CUNT! at the nervous barstaff Ah focus on the whisky bottles on the gantry, trying everything 
in ma power tae avoid makin eye contact wi this radge. It's like ma eyes huv a life ay thir am, 
involuntarily turning tae the side. My face reddens n tingles, as if in anticipation ay a fist or a boatil. 
These cunts are damaged fucking goods, nutty boys of the highest order. 

Ah take the drinks back, the nips first fir the women, then the pints. 

Then it happens. 

Aw ah did wis put a pint ay Export in front ay Begbie. He takes one fuckin gulp oot ay it; 
then he throws the empty gless fae his last pint straight ower the balcony, in a casual, backhand 
motion. It's one ay they chunky, panelled glesses wi a handle, n ah kin see it spinnin through the air 
oot ay the corner ay ma eye. Ah look at Begbie, whae smiles, while Hazel n June look disorientated, 
thir faces reflecting ma ain crippling anxiety. The gless crashes doon oan this draftpak's heid, which 
splits open as he faws tae his knees. The boy's mates assume battle stances, ,n one ay them charges 
ower tae this other table n panels this innocent cunt. Another gubs some perr gadge cairryin a tray ay 
drinks. 

Begbie's oan his feet, n racing doon the stair. He's right in the middle ay the flair. 

— BOY'S BEEN FUCKIN GLESSED! NAE CUNT LEAVES HERE UNTIL AH FIND 
OOT WHAE FLUNG THAT FUCKIN GLESS! 

He's barkin orders at innocent couples, shoutin instructions at the bar staff. Thing is, the 
draftpak cunts ur lappin this up. 

— S awright mate. We kin handle this! Double Voddy n Coke sais. 

Ah cannae hear whit Begbie sais, but it seems tae impress Double Voddy. Then the Beggar 
goes tae the barman: - YOU! PHONE THE FAAHKIN POLIS! 

— NAW! NAW! NAE POLIS! shouts one ay the draftpak psychos. These cunts've 
obviously goat records the length ay yir airm. The perr cunt behind the bar's shitein hissel, no kennin 
whit tae dae. 

Begbie stands erect, neck muscles tensed. His glare sweeps aroond the bar n up tae the 
balcony. 

— WHAF SAW ANYTHIN? YOU CUNTS SEE ANYTHIN? he shouts at a group ay guys, 
Merchant school, Murrayfield type cunts, who ur crappin themselves. 

—No. . . one guy wobbles out. 

Ah gits doon, telling Haze n June no tae move fae the balcony bar. Begbie's like a 
psychopathic detective oot ay an Agatha Christie whodunit, cross—examinin every cunt. He's blowin 
it; it is so fuckin obvious. Ah'm doon thair, stickin a fuckin bar—towel oan the draftpak's split heid, 
tryin tae stem the blood. The cunt just growls at us, n ah dinnae ken whether that's um showin 
gratitude or ready tae stomp ma baws, but ah cairry oan. 
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One fat cunt fae the group ay psychos goes up tae this other group ay guys at the bar n 
sticks the heid oan one ay them. The place goes up. Lassies scream, guys issue threats, push each 
other and exchange blows as the sound ay brekin gless fills the air. 

This boy's white shirt is saturated wi blood as ah push through some bodies tae git back up 
the stairs tae Hazel n June. Some cunt gubs us oan the side ay the face. Ah hud half—saw it fae the 
corner ay ma eye n moved away n time, so ah didnae git the fill force ay it. Ah turn roond and this 
radge's sayin: - Come ahead wide—o. Come ahead. 

— Way tae fuck ya radge, ah say, shakin ma heid. This gadge's ready tae come, but his mate 
grabs his airm, a good thing, because ah'm no ready fir him. The cunt looks a wee bit tidy, like he 
could punch his weight. 

— Fuckin stey ootay it, Malky. It's fuck all tae dae Wi that boy, his mate sais. Ah move oan 
smartly. Haze n June come doon the stairs Wi us. Malky, ma assailant, is panelling some other cunt 
now. A gap has cleared in the middle ay the flair n ah steer Haze n June through it towards the door. 

— Mind the burds, pal, ah say tae these two guys whae or aboot tae swedge, n one dives for 
the other one, allowing us tae slip past. Ootside the bar in the Rose Street precinct Begbie n this other 
cunt, it's Double Voddy, or bootin fuck oot ay this perr bastard oan the deck. —- FRAAHNK! June 
gies oot a bloodcurdling scream. Hazel's edging away fae me, tuggin at ma hand. 

— FRANCO! C'MOAN! ah shout, grabbin his airm. He stoaps tae examine his work, but 
brushes ma grip oaf. He turns tae look at us, and fir a minute, ah think he's gaunnae panel us. It's like 
he doesnae see us, doesnae recognise us. Then he goes: — Rents. Nae cunt fucks Wi the YLT. Thuv 
goat tae fuckin learn that Rents. Thuv goat tae fuckin learn that. 

— Cheers pal, sais Double Voddy, Franco's accomplice in slaughter. 

Franco smiles at him, and boots the cunt in the baws. Ah felt it. 

— Ah'll gie ye fackin cheers, ya cunt! he sneers, smacking Double Voddy in the face, 
knocking him ower. A white tooth flies like a bullet oot ay the guy's mooth, and lands a few feet 
away on the precinct tiles. 

— Frank! What ur ye daein! June shrieks. We're pulling the cunt doon the road as polis 
sirens fill the air. 

— That cunt, that cunt n his fuckin mates back thair, that's the cunts thit fuckin stabbed ma 
brar! he shouts indignantly. June looked beaten down. 

That wis bullshit. Beggar's brother, Joe, was stabbed in a fight in a pub at Niddrie years 
ago. The fight wis ay his am makin, and he wisnae badly hurt. In any case Franco and Joe hated each 
other. Still, the incident had provided Begbie Wi the spurious moral ammunition he needed tae justify 
one ay his periodic drink and angst fuelled wars against the local populace. He'd git his one day. 
Nothing wis surer. Ah jist didnae want tae be aroond whin he did. Hazel and ah fell behind Franco n 
June. Haze wanted tae go. 


— Thirs something wrong wi him. Did ye see that guy's heid? Let's git ootay here. 


Ah found masel lyin tae her, tae justify Begbie's behaviour. Fuckin horrible. Ah jist 
couldnae handle her outrage, n the hassle thit went Wi it. It wis easy tae lie, as we all did Wi Begbie 
in our circle. A whole Begbie mythology hud been created by oor lies tae each other n oorsels. Like 
us, Begbie believed that bullshit. We played a big part in making him what he was. 


Myth: Begbie has a great sense ay humour. 
Reality: Begbie's sense ay humour is solely activated at the misfortunes, setbacks and 
weaknesses ay others, usually his friends. 


Myth: Begbie is a ‘hard man’. 

Reality: Ah would not personally rate begbie that highly in a square— go, withoot his 
assortment ay stanley knives, baseebaw bats, knuckledusters, beer glesses, sharpened knitting 
needles, etc. Masel n maist cunts are too shite—scared tae test this theory, but the impression remains. 
Tommy once exposed some weaknesses in Begbie, in a square—go. Gave um a good run for his 
money, did Tam. Mind you, Tommy's a tidy cunt, n Begbie, it has tae be said, came oat the better ay 
the two. 


Myth: Begbie's mates like him. 
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Reality: They fear him. 


Myth: Begbie would never waste any ay his mates. 
Reality: His mates are generally toa cagey tae test oat this proposition. and oan the odd 
occasion they huv done so, huv succeeded in disproving It. 


Myth: Begbie backs up his mates. 

Reality: Begbie smashes fuck oot ay innocent wee daft cunts whae accidently spill your 
pint or bump in tae ye. Psychopaths who terrorise Begbie's mates usually dae so wi impunity. as they 
tend tae be closer mates ay Begbie's than the punters he hings abaot wi. He kens thum aw through 
approved schoal, prison n the casuals' networks, the freemasonaries that bams share. 


Anywey, these myths gie us the basis tae rescue the night. 


— Look Hazel, ah ken Franco's uptight. It's jist thit they guys pit his brar Joe oan a life— 
support machine. Thir a close faimlay. Begbie is like junk, a habit. Ma first day at primary school, 
the teacher sais tae us: — You will sit beside Francis Begbie. It wis the same story at secondary. Ah 
only did well at school tae git intae an O Level class tae git away fae Begbie. Whin Begbie wis 
expelled n sent tae another school en route tae Polmont, ma performance declined, and ah wis pit back 
intae the non—certificate stream. Still, nae mair Begbie. 

Then, when ah wis apprenticed as a chippy Wi a Gorgie builder, ah goes along tae Telford 
College tae dae ma national certificate modules in joinery. Ah sat doon tae ma chips in the cafeteria, 
whin whae comes along but that cunt Begbie, Wi a couple ay other psychos. They wir oan this 
specialist course in metalwork fir problem teenagers. The course seemed tae teach them tae 
manufacture thir ain sharp metal weapons ay destruction rather than have tae buy them fae the Army n 
Navy stores. 

Whin ah left ma trade n went tae college fir A Levels, then oantae Aberdeen University, ah 
half expected tae see Beggars at the freshers ball, beating tae a pulp some four—eyed, middle-class 
wanker he imagined wis starin at um. 

He really is a cunt ay the first order. Nae doubt about that. The big problem is, he's a mate 
naw. Whit kin ye dae? 

We quicken our step and follay them doon the road; a quartet of fucked—up people 
thegither. 


A DISAPPOINTMENT 


Ah minded ay the cunt. Fuckin sure n ah did. Ah used tae think he wis a fuckin hard cunt, 
back it Craigie, ken? He fuckin hung aroond Wi Kev Stronach and that crowd. Fuckin bams. Dinnae 
git us wrong like; ah thoat the cunt wis fuckin sound. But ah mind, thir wis one time some boys asks 
the cunt whair he fuckin came fae. This boy goes: —Jakey (that wis the cunt's name likey, ur you fae 
fuckin Grantin or Roystin? The cunt goes: — Grantin is Roystin. Roystin is Grantin. The bastard 
went right fuckin doon in ma estimation eftir that, ken? That wis back it the fuckin school though, 
ken? Fuckin yonks ago now. Anywey, the other fuckin week thair, ah wis doon the flickin Volley wi 
Tommy n Secks, ken Rab, the Second Prize, likes? This cunt, this Jakey cunt, the big fuckin radge 
boy fae Craigie, he comes intae the pub. He nivir fuckin lits oan tae us. Ali mind ay smashin loads ay 
fuckin crabs tae bits Wi stanes Wi that cunt. Doon the fuckin harbour, ken? He nivir fuckin 
recognised us. Didnae fuckin ken us fae Adam. . . the cunt. 

Anywey, the cunt's mate, this fuckin plukey—faced wide—o, goes tae pit his fuckin money 
doon fir the baws it the table. Fir the pool, ken? Ah sais tae um: — That cunt's fuckin nixt mate, 
pointin tae this wee specky gadge. This wee cunt's goat his fuckin name up oan the board, but he 
wid've jist fuckin sat thair n said fuck all if ah hudnae fuckin spoke like. 

Ah wis fuckin game fir a swedge. If the cunts hud've fuckin come ahead it wis nae problem 
like. Ah mean, you ken me, ah'm no the type ay cunt thit goes lookin fir fuckin bothir likes; but ah 
wis the cunt wi the fuckin pool cue in ma hand, n the plukey cunt could huv the fat end ay it in his pus 
if he wanted, like. Obviously, ah wis cairryin ma fuckin chib n aw. Too fuckin right. Like ah sais, ah 
dinnae go lookin fir fuckin bother, but if any lippy cunt wants tae start, ah'm fuckin game. So the wee 
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specky cunt's pit his fuckin dough in, n he's rackin up n that, ken? The plukey cunt jist sits doon n sais 
fuck all. Ah kept ma eye oan the hard cunt, or at least he wis a fuckin hard cunt it the school, ken. 
The cunt nivir sais a fuckin wurd. Kept his fuckin mooth shut awright; the cunt. 

Tommy sais tae us: — Hi Franco, is that boy gittin lippy? Ye ken Tam, he's no fuckin shy, 
that cunt. They fuckin heard um like, these cunts; but they nivir fuckin sais nowt again. The plukey 
cunt n the so-called hard cunt. N it wid've been two against two, cause you ken Second Prize; dinnae 
git us wrong, ah lap the cunt up, but he's fuckin scoobied whin it comes tae a pagger. He's pished 
ootay his fuckin held n he kin hardly haud the fuckin pool cue. This is fuckin half—past eleven oan a 
Wednesday mornin wir talkin aboot here. So it wid've been fuckin square—gos. But they cunts sais 
fuck all. Ah nivir fuckin rated the plukey cunt, but ah wis fuckin disappointed in the hard cunt, or the 
so-called hard cunt, like. He wisnae a fuckin hard man. A fuckin shitein cunt if the truth be telt, ken. 
Big fuckin disappointment tae me, the cunt, ah kin tell ye. 


COCK PROBLEMS 


It's fuckin grotesque tryin tae find an inlet. Yesterday ah hud tae shoot intae ma cock, 
where the most prominent vein in ma body is. ah dinnae want tae get intae that habit. As difficult it is 
tae conceive ay it at the moment, ah may yet find other uses for the organ, besides pishing. 

Now the doorbell's going. Fuckin hell. That bastard shite—arsed fuck—up of a landlord: 
Baxter's son. Auld Baxter, god rest the diddy cunt's soul, never really bothered aboot the rent cheque. 
Senile auld wanker. Whenever he came roond, ah wis charm personified tae the auld cunt. Ah'd take 
oaf his jaykit, sit um doon, and gie um a can ay Export. We'd talk aboot the hoarses and the Hibs 
teams ay the fifties wi the 'Famous Five’ forward line ay Smith, Johnstone, Reilly, Turnbull and 
Ormond. Ah knew nowt aboot hoarses and Hibs in the fifties, but as they wir auld Baxter's only 
talking points, ah became well-versed in both subjects. Then ah’'d rifle through the auld gadge's jaykit 
poakits n help masel tae some cash. He eywis carried a massive wad aroond wi um. Then ah'd either 
pey um his ain cash, or tell the poor bastard thit ah'd already squared the cunt up.

As the needle goes in, it looks like 
a horrible experiment being conducted on an ugly sea—snake. The gig is getting sicker by the minute. 
The rush wastes nae time in racin tae ma box. Ah git a magic high, then think ah'm gaunnae puke. 
Ah under-estimated how pure this shite wis, and took a wee bit too much in that shot. Ah take a deep 
breath and get it thegither. Ah feel as if a thin stream ay air is comin in tae ma boady fae a bullet hole 
in ma back. This is not an OD situation. Calm doon. Keep that auld respirator going. Easy does it. 
This is nice. 

Ah stagger tae ma feet, n let Tommy in. That wisnae easy. 

Tommy looks offensively fit. Majorca tan still intact; hair sun—bleached, cut short and 
gelled back. Gold stud and hoop in one ear; mellow sky—blue eyes. It has to be said that Tommy's a 
fairly handsome cunt Wi a tan. It brings oot the best in him. Handsome, easy-going, intelligent, and 
pretty tidy in a swedge. Tommy should make you jealous, but somehow he doesnae. This is probably 
because Tommy doesnae have the self-confidence tae recognise n make the maist ay his qualities; nor 
the vanity tae be a pain in the erse aboot them tae every other cunt.

Ah struggle tae show concern through ma self—centred smack apathy. The outside world 
means fuck all tae us. — Pished oaf aboot it? ah ask. 

— Dinnae ken. If ah'm bein honest, ah'll miss the sex maist. That n like, jist huvin 
somebody, ken? 

Tommy needs people a loat mair thin maist. Ma endurin memory ay Lizzy is fae the school. 
Me, Begbie n Gary McVie wir lyin in the Links at the bottom ay the running track, away fae the beady 
eyes ay that bastard Vallance, the housemaster, a Nazi cunt ay the highest order. We took up that 
position so's we could see the lassies race in thir shorts n blouses, n accumulate some decent wanking 
material. 

Lizzy pit up a game race, but finished second tae the lanky strides ay big Morag Jam Rag’ 
Henderson. We wir lyin oan oor stomachs, heids propped up oan elbays n hands, watchin Lizzy 
struggle along wi the expression ay vicious determination which characterised everything she did. 
Everything? Once Tommy's over his loss, ah'll ask him about the sex. Naw ah winnae. . . aye ah 
will. Anywey, ah hears this heavy breathin and turns tae notice Begbie slowly swivellin his hips; 
starin at the lassies, gaun: — That wee Lizzy Macintosh. . . total wee ride. . fuckin shag the erse 
oafay that any day ay the week. . . the fuckin erse oan it. 

the fuckin tits oan it . Then he lets his face faw doon oantae the turf. Ah wisnae as wary ay 
Begbie then as ah am now. He wisnae the main man in they days, jist another contender, n he wis also 
a bit shy ay ma brar, Billy, at the time. Tae some extent, in fact tae every extent, ah cynically lived 
oaf Billy's reputation, hem a closet sap. Anywey, ah pulled Begbie ower oantay his back, exposing 
his spunk drippin, earth-dirty knob. The cunt hud surreptitiously dug a hole in the soft turf wi his 
flick knife, and hud been fuckin the field. Ah wis pishin masel. Begbie wis n aw. The cunt wis 
lighter in they days, before he started tae believe his ain, and it must be said, oor, propaganda aboot 
him bein a total psychopath.

Anywey, whin Tommy copped fir Lizzy a couple ay year back, maist cunts thought: Lucky 
fuckin bastard. Even Sick Boy has never shagged Lizzy. 

Amazingly, Tommy still husnae mentioned smack. Even Wi ma works lying aw ower the 
place, n he can probably tell that ah'm pretty bombed. Normally Tommy's daein a bad impersonation 
ay ma auld lady in such circumstances; yir killin yirsel/pack it in/ye kin live yir life withoot that 
garbage, and other such shite.

Pure jungle cat, ken, but 
even jungle cats sit doon n huv a wee purr tae themselves now and again, likesay, usually after they've 
likes, devoured some—body. Ah sortay cannae help wondering who Franco n Lexo's devoured, 
likesay. Frankie—baby wis doon in London Wi Rents, hidin oot fae the labdicks. What had the boy 
been up tae? Sometimes it's better no tae ken. In fact, it's always better no tae ken, likesay. 

Ah cut through Woolies, which is busy, likesay, really busy. The security dude's engrossed 
in chatting up this sexy catgirl on the checkout likesay, so ah pocket a set ay blank tapes. . . the 
pulse races, then slowly dips. . . it's a good feeling, likesay, the best. . . well maybe second best 
behind the smack hit and likesay comin Wi a lassie. So good, that the adrenalin kick makes us want 
tae head up the toon, oan a choryin spree, like. 

The heat, man, is. . . hot. That's the only way ye can really describe it, ken? Ah head for 
the shore, n sit oan a bench near the dole office. That double ten—spot feels good in ma poakit, likesay 
opens a few mair doors, ken? So ah sit lookin at the river. Thirs a big swan in the river, ken? Ah 
think aboot Johnny Swan, n gear. This swan though, is fuckin beautiful, likes. Ah wish ah'd got some 
bread, likesay, tae feed the punter Wi. 

Gav works fir the dole. Mibbe ah'll catch the cat oan his lunch brek, stand the dude a pint 
or two, likesay. Ah've been bought a few by him lately. Ah see Ricky Monaghan comin oot the dole. 
An okay gadge, ken. 

Ricky... 

— Awright Spud. What ye up tae? 

— Eh, no much gaun doon ma end catboy. Ye see the whole kit n kaboodle, likesay. 

— Bad as that? 

— Worse catboy, worse. 

— Still oaf the collies? 

— Four weeks n two days since ma last bit ay Salisbury Crag, ken? Countin every second 
man, countin every second. It's tick tock, tick—tock, likesay, ken. 

— Feelin better fir it? 

S likesay only then thit ah realise that ah am; bored as fuck ken, but physically, likesay.. . 
aye. The first fortnight was an extended death trip man. . but now, likes, ah could handle some hot 
sex Wi a Jewish princess or a Catholic girl, complete wi white soacks, goatay be complete Wi the 
white soacks. Ken? 

—. . . Aye ah do feel sortay better, likesay. 

— Gaun tae Easter Road oan Setirday? 


—Eh, naw. . . It's been likesay, donks, since ah went tae the fitba, ken. Mibbe ah could go 
though. Wi Rents. . . but Rents is in London the now. . . or Sick Boy n that. Go Wi Gav, n buy 
um a couple ay pints. . . see the Cabs again—. . . well, mibbe. See how it goes likesay, ken. Ye 


gaun? 
— Naw. Ah sais last season thit ah wisnae gaun back until they goat rid ay Miller. We 
need a new manager. 


— Yeah... Miller. . . we need a new cat in the manager's basket. . . Ah didnae even 
ken whae the manager wis, likesay, couldnae even tell ye the names ay the cats in the team, likes. 
Mibbe Kano. . . but ah think Kano might've moved oan. Durie! Gordon Durie! 


— Durie still in the team? Monny jist looks at us and kinday shakes his heid. 
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— Naw, Durie wis transferred ages ago, Spud. Eighty-six. Went tae Chelsea. 


— Yeah, right man. Durie. Ah remember that cat scorin a cracker against Celtic. Or wis it 
Rangers? Saane thing really though man, when ye think aboot it likesay. . . kinday different sides ay 
the same coin, ken? 


He shrugs. Ah doubt ah've convinced the cat. 

Ricky chums us, or it's likesay ah chums him. . . ah mean, eh, whae really kens whae's 
chummin whae in this cracked scene these days man? But whaever's chummin whae, it's destination 
Fit ay the Walk again. Life can be borin without skag. Rents is in London; Sick Boy's sniffin aroond 
up the toon aw the time, the famous old port just does not seem to be cool enough for that cat these 
days; Rab, the Second Prize likes, has just vanished and Tommy seems to have gone tae groond since 
he split fae that Lizzy chick. That likesay leaves me n Franco. . . some life man, ah kin tell ye. 

Ricky, Monny, Richard Monaghan, fellow Fenian freedom fighter, to be sure, to be sure, 
likesay fucks off, tae meet this lemon up the toon. This leaves yours truly on his Jack Jones, likesay. 
Ah decide tae visit Na Na in the sheltered housing gaffs at the bottom ay Easter Road, likes. Na Na 
hates it thair, even though she's likes, goat a barry pad. Wish ah could git one like that, ken. Dead 
smart, but only for aulder cats, likesay. Ye just pull a cord and an alarm goes, and this warden like, 
comes n sorts it aw oot fir ye, ken. That would be right up ma street man, Wi Frank Zappa's daughter, 
that crazy chick, the Valley girl, Moon Unit Zappa as warden, likesay. A dead peachy scene that 
would be, ah kid you not catboy! 

Na Na's pins are fucked up likes, and the quack sais that it was too radge, her strugglin up 
tae the toap flight ay stairs in her auld gaff at Lorne Strasse. Too right, heap big medicine man. If ye 
took the varicose veins oot ay Na Na's legs, likesay, thir wid be nae legs, nothin tae haud her up, ken? 
Ah've goat better veins in ma airms than she's goat in her scrambled eggs. She still gave the Doc 
some stick, likes; auld cats have been markin oot their territory, so tae speak, for likesay, donks, and 
git attached tae it. Sure as fuck, they arenae gaunnac gie it up withoot a scrap. Claws come oot, and 
fur flies, man. That's Na Na. . . Ms Mouskouri, as ah call her, ken? 

There's a common-room for her block, likesay, which Na Na never uses, unless she's tryin 
tae cruise that Mr Bryce. The auld punter's family complained tae the Warden aboot her sexually 
harassing him. This Warden wifie tries tae mediate, likes, between ma Ma n Mr Bryce's daughter, but 
Na Na reduces the daughter tae tears by making snide remarks aboot the bad birthmark oan her face. 
Sortay one ay they wine stains, ken? It's likesay, thit Na Na picks oan people's weaknesses, 
particularly other women, and uses that against them, ken? 

A series ay different locks click open, n Na Na smiles at us, n gestures us tae come in. Ah 
get a barry reception here, but ma Ma n sister git treated like, well, likesay, nothing. They dae 
everything fir Na Na n aw. But Na Na loves guys and hates lassies. She's hud, likesay, eight bairns 
by five different men, ken. An that's jist the ones we ken aboot. 

—Hullo. . . Calum. . . Willie. . . Patrick. . . Kevin Desmond. . . she lists the 
names ay some ay her grandchildren, still likes, missin oot mine. Doesnae bother me though, likesay, 
ah git called ‘Spud’ that often, even ma Ma calls us it, ah sometimes forget ma name tae. — Danny. 

— Danny. Danny, Danny, Danny. An ah caw Kevin Danny n aw. How could ah forget that 
yin, Danny Boy! 

Well, likesay, how could she ... Danny Boy and Roses Ay Picardy ur likesay the only 
songs she kens. Ken? She sortay sings at the toap ay her voice; a breathless, tuneless sound, wi her 
airms sortay raised intae the air fir effect, ken. 

— George's here. Ah look aroond the bend ay the L-shaped room n clock ma Uncle Dode, 
slumped in a chair, sippin a can ay Tennent's Lager. — Dode, ah sais. 

—Spud! Awright boss? How ye livin? 

— Peachy catboy, peachy. Eh, yirsel likesay? 

— Cannae complain. How's yir Ma? 

— Er, still likesay gittin oan ma case as usual, ken? 

— Hi! That's yir mother yir talkin aboot! The best friend ye 'Il ever huv. S'at no right Ma? 
he asks Na Na. 

— Buckin right it is son! 'Buckin' is one ay Na Na's favourite words likesay, along Wi 
‘pish’. Naebody says 'pish' like Na Na. She sortay drags oot the sssshhh, it's likesay, ye kin see the 
steam rising oaf the yellay jet as it hits the white porcelain, ken? 
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Uncle Dode gies her a big, indulgent sortay grin. Dode's likesay half—caste, the son ay a 
West Indian sailor, ken, the product ay, likes, West Indian semen! Ken? Dode's auld boy pulled intae 
Leith long enough tae git Na Na up the kite. Then it was back tae the seven seas. Sounds a good life 
likesay a sailor's, likesay a burd in every port n that. 

Dode's Na Na's youngest bairn. 

She married ma Grandad first likes, a chancin auld cowboy fae County Wexford. The auld 
dude used tae sit ma Ma oan his lap n sing tae hur: Irish rebel songs, likesay. He hud hair growin oot 
ay his nostrils n she thought thit he wis ancient, the wey ankle- biters do, likes. The gadge could only 
huv been in his thirties, like. Anywey, this gadge sortay blew it likes, kinday fell fae the top—flair 
windae ay a tenement. He wis shaggin this other woman at the time, no Na Na likesay. Naebody 
could really tell whether it wis drunkenness, suicide, or likesay. . . well baith. Anywey, that yin left 
her Wi three bairns, includin ma Ma. 

Na Na's next (married) man wis a gravel—voiced dude whae hud once worked as a 
scaffolder, ken. The auld boy's still oan the scene in Leith. The gadge once told us in a pub that 
scaffoldin wis classed as a trade now, likes. Rents, whae wis a chippy at the time, told the boy that 
that wis a loaday shite, that it wis semi- skilled, n the boy took the cream puff, likesay. Ah still 
sometimes see um up the Volley, likes. He's no a bad auld punter. Lasted a year Wi Na Na, but 
produced a bairn, Wi another oan the wey, likesay. 

Wee Alec, the co-op insurance man, whae'd jist been widowed, wis Na Na's next eh, 
victim, likesay. They said that Alec thought, ken, that the bairn Na Na wis cairyin wis his. He lasted 
three years, likesay, giem her another bairn, before the perr dude stormed oot, eftir likesay, catchin her 
shaggin another guy in the hoose. 

He sortay likes, waited fir the boy in the stair, or so the story goes, likesay, Wi this boatil. 
The guy pleaded fir mercy. Alec pit the boatil doon, sayin thit eh didnae, likes, need a weapon tae 
sort the likes ay that boy oot. The gadge's expression sortay changed, and he booted perr Alec aw 
ower the stair, draggin the perr cat intae the Walk, dazed and likesay, covered in blood, before 
flinging him oantae a pile ay rubbish stacked oan the kerb ootside a grocer's shoap. 

Ma mother sais that Alec wis likesay, a decent wee man. He wis, ken, the only cat in Leith 
whae didnae ken that Na Na wis oan the game, likesay. 

The last but one bairn Na Na hud wis a real mystery, likesay. That's ma Auntie Rita, 
whae's much nearer ma age than ma Ma's. Ah suppose ah've eywis hud the hots fir Rita, a cool chick, 
dead sortay sixties, ken? Naebodv found oot whae Rita's faither wis, but then came Dode, whae Na 
Na hud whin she wis well intae her forties, ken? 

When ah wis a sprog Dode eywis seemed a real spooky dude. You'd go up tae Na Na's oan 
a Setirday, likesay, fir yir tea, and there would be this nasty young blac'k cat, starin at everybody, 
before creepin oaf, likesay roond the skirtin boards. They aw said that Dode hud this chip oan his 
shoodir, n ah thought so n aw, until ah began tae suss the kinday abuse the gadge wis takin, at school n 
in the streets n aw that. It wis naebody's business, ah kin tell ye man. Ah sortay jist laugh whin some 
cats say that racism's an English thing and we're aw Jock Tamson's bairns up here. . . it's likesay 
pure shite man, gadges talkin through their erses. 

There's a strong tea—leaf tradition in ma family, likesay, ken? Aw ma uncles are oan the 
chorie. It wis cywis likesay, Dode, thit got the heaviest sentences for the pettiest crimes, ken. A 
fundamentally unsound gig man. Rents once sais, thirs nothin like a darker skin tone tae increase the 
vigilance ay the police n the magistrates: too right. 

Anyway, me n Dode decide tae hop on doon tae the Percy for a pint. The pub's a wee bit 
crazy; normally the Percy's a quiet family type pub, but it's mobbed oot the day Wi these Orange cats 
fi the wild west, who're through here for their annual march —and rally at the Links. These cats, it has 
tae be said, have never —really bothered us, but ah cannae take tae them. It's aw hate, likesay, ken. 
Celebratin auld battles seems, likesay, well, pretty doss. Ken? 

Ah see Rents's auld man wi his brars and nephews. Rents's brar Billy, he's thair n aw. 
Rents's auld boy's a soapdodger and a Paris Bun, but he's no really intae this sortay gig any mair. His 
family fi Glesgie sure are though, and his family seems tae matter tae Rents's papa. Rents doesnae hit 
it oaf wi these cats; really sortay hates them, likesay. Doesnae like talkin aboot them. Different story 
Wi Billy though. He's intae aw this Orange stuff, this sortay Jambo/Hun gig. He gies us a nod fae the 
bar, but ah don't think the cat really digs us, but. 

— Awright Danny! Mr R. sais. 

—Eh.. . sound Davie, sound likes. Heard fi Mark? 
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— Naw. He must be daein awright. Only time ye hear fi that wan is whin he's eftir 
somethin. He's only half jokin, and these young nephew kittens are lookin us ower in a baaad way, so 
we git a seat in a comer by the door. 

Bad move . 

Wir in the vicinity ay some unsound lookin cats. Some ur skinheids, some urnae. Some 
huv Scottish, others English, or Belfast accents. One guy's goat a Skrewdriver T-shirt oan, another's 
likesay wearin an Ulster is British toap. They start singin a song aboot Bobby Sands, slaggin him off, 
likesay. Ah dunno much aboot politics, but Sands tae me, seemed a brave dude, likes, whae never 
killed anybody. Likesay, it must take courage tae die like that, ken? 

Then one guy, the Skrewdriver dude, seems frantically tryin tae gie us the stare, as 
desperately as we're tryin tae avoid eye contact, likesay. It's no that easy whin they start singing: 'Aint 
no black in the union jack’. We stay cool, but this cat won't be denied. His claws are oot. He shouts 
ower at Dode. 

— Oi! Wot you fucking looking at nigger! 

— Fuck you, Dode sneers. It's a route the cat's travelled down before. No me though. This 
is fuckin, likesay, heavy. 

ah hear some Glasgow boy sayin that these guys, likesay, urnae real Orangemen, thir Nazis 
n that, but maist ay the Orange bastards present are lappin these cunts up, encouragin them, likesay. 

They aw start singing: — You black bastard! You black bastard! 

Dode gets up n goes ower tae thir table. Ah jist sees Skrewdriver's mockin, distorted face 
change whin he realises, at the same time as ah do, that Dode's goat a heavy gless ashtray in his hand . 
. this is violence. . . this is bad news 

he thrashes the Skrewdriver dude's heid Wi it, and the boy's dome sortay splits open as he 
faws oaf his stool ontae the flair. Ah'm sortay shakin Wi fear, raw fear man, and one guy jumps at 
Dode, n they've goat um doon, so ah huv tae steam in. Ah pick up a gless and chin Rid Iland Ay 
Ulster, whac hauds his heid, even though the gless, likesay, doesnae even brek, but some cunt punches 
us in the guts Wi such a sharp force it feels like ah've been stabbed man 

— Kill that Fenyin bastard! some cunt sais, and they've goat us pinned against the waw, 
likes. . . ah jist starts lashin oot Wi fist and boot, no feelin anything. . n ah'rn sortay likes, enjoym 
masel man, because this is likesay, no like the real violence when ye see somebody like Begbie gaun 
radge or that, it's likesay, comic stuff. . . cause ah cannae really fight likes, but ah don't really think 
these dudes are great shakes either. . . it's like they aw seem tae be gettin in each other's road 

Ah don't really know what happened. Davie Renton, Rents's dad, n Billy, his brar, must've 
pulled them oafay us, cause next thing ah'm sortay standin, pullin Dode, whae looks well fucked, 
ootside. Ah hears Billy sayin: — Git um oot Spud. Jist git um doon the fuckin road. Now ah feel 
really sair, aw ower, n ah'm sortay greetin like tears ay anger n fear but maistly frustration . 

—Thisis... likesay. . . fuck. . . this is, thisis. 

Dode's been chibbed. Ah gits um ower the road. Ah kin hear people shoutin behind us. 
Ah jist focus oan Na Na's door, no darin tae look back. Wir in. Ah gits Dode up the stair. He's 
bleedin. fae his side and his airm. 

Ah phones an ambulance as Na Na's cradlin his heid sayin: — Thir still buckin daein it tae 
ye son. . . when will they leave ye alain, ma laddie . . . since he wis it school, since he wis it the 
buckin school 

Ah'm dead fuckin angry man, but at Na Na, ken? Wi a bairn likes ay Dode, ye'd think thit 
Na Na wid ken how anybody thit's different, thit sortay stands oot, likesay, feels, ken? Likesay the 
woman Wi the wine stain n that. . . but it's aw hate, hate, hate wi some punters, and whair does it git 
us likesay, man? Whair the fuck does it git us? 

Ah chums Dode tae the hoespital. His wounds wir likesay no as bad as they looked. Ah 
goes intae see um lyin oan a trolley eftir thuv, likes, patched um up. 

— S awright Danny. Ah've hud a loat worse n the past, and ah'll huv a hellay a loat worse in 
the future. 

— Dinnae say that man. Dinnae say that, ken? 

He looks at us like ah'll never really understand, n ah ken that he's probably right. 
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THE FIRST SHAG IN AGES 


They had spent most of the day getting stoned out of their boxes. Now they are getting 
pished in a tacky chrome—and—neon meat market. The bar is fussy in its range of overpriced drinks, 
but it misses by miles the cocktail—bar sophistication it is aiming at. 

People come to this place for one reason, and one reason only. However, the night is still 
relatively young, and the camouflage of drinking, talking and listening to music does not, at this point, 
seem too obvious. 

The dope and drink has fuelled Spud and Renton's post—junk libidos to a rampant extent. 
To them, every woman in the place seems to look outstandingly sexy. Even some of the men do. 
They find it impossible to focus on one person who might be a potential target, as their gaze is 
constantly arrested by someone else. Just being here reminds the both of them how long it has been 
since they've had a shag. 

— If ye cannae git a Joe McBride in this place, ye might as well call it a day, Sick Boy 
reflects, his head bobbing gently to the sounds. Sick Boy can afford detached speculation, speaking, 
as he generally does in such circumstances, from a position of strength. Dark circles under his eyes 
attest to the fact that he has just spent most of the day shagging these two American women, who are 
staying at the Minto Hotel. There is no chance of either Spud, Renton or Beghie making up a 
foursome. They are both going back with Sick Boy, and Sick Boy alone. He is merely gracing them 
with his presence. 

They've got excellent coke man. Ah'vc never had anything like it, he smiles. 

— Morningside speed man, Spud remarks. 

— Cocaine. . . fuckin garbage. Yuppie shite. Although he has been clean for a few weeks, 
Renton has the smack—head's contempt for all other drugs. 

— My ladies are returning. Ah'll have to leave you gentlemen to your sordid little activities. 
Sick Boy shakes his head disdainfully, then scans the bar with a haughty, superior expression on his 
face. — The working classes at play, he derisively snorts. Spud and Renton wince. 

Sexual jealousy is an in—built component in a friendship with Sick Boy. 

They try to imagine all the cocaine—crazed sex games he'll be playing with the 'manto at the 
Minto’, as he refers to the women. 

That is all they can do, imagine. Sick Boy never goes into any details about his sexual 
adventures. His discretion, however, is only observed in order to torment his less sexually prolific 
friends rather than as a mark of respect for the women he gets involved with. Spud and Renton realise 
that three—in—a—bed scenes with rich tourists and cocaine are the preserve of sexual aristocrats like 
Sick Boy. This shabby bar is their level. 

Renton cringes as he observes Sick Boy from a distance, thinking about the bullshit that is 
inevitably coming out of his mouth. 

At least with Sick Boy, it is to be expected. Renton and Spud are horrified to note that 
Beghie has bagged off. He is chatting to a woman who has quite a nice face, Spud thinks; but a fat 
arse, Renton bitchily observes. Some women, Renton considers with a malicious envy, are attracted 
to the psychopathic type. They generally pay a high price for this flaw, leading horrible lives. As an 
example, he smugly cites June, Begbie's girlfriend, who is currently in hospital having their child. 
Proud that he didn't have to go far to make his point, he takes a swig of his Becks, thinking: 

I rest my case. 

However, Renton is going through one of his frequent self— analytical phases and this smug 
complacency soon evaporates. Actually, this woman's arse isn't that fat, he reasons. He notes that he 
is operating his self-deception mechanism again. Part of him believes that he is by far the most 
attractive person in the bar. The reason for this being that he can always find something hideous in 
the most gorgeous individual. By focusing on that isolated ugly part, he can then mentally nullify 
their beauty. On the other hand, his own ugly bits don't bother him, because he is used to them, and in 
any case, can't see them. 

Anyway, he is now jealous of Frank Begbie. Surely, he considers, I can't fall any further 
from grace. Begbie and his new- found love are talking to Sick Boy and the American women. 
These women look pretty smart, or at least their tan—and— expensive—clothes packaging does. It 
nauseates Renton to see Begbie and Sick Boy playing the great mates, as all they generally do is to get 
on each other's tits. He notes the depressing haste with which the successful, in the sexual sphere as in

all others, segment themselves from the failures. 

— That's you n me left, Spud, he observes. 

— Likesay, eh, yeah. . . it looks that way, catboy. 

Renton likes it when Spud calls other people 'catboy' but he hates being referred to in that 
way himself Cats make him sick. 

— Ye ken, Spud, sometimes ah wish ah wis back oan the skag, Renton says, mainly, he 
thought, to shock Spud, to get a reaction from his hash—-stoned, wasted face. As soon as it comes out, 
though, he realises that he actually means it. 

— Hey, likesay, fuckin heavy man. . ken? Spud forces some air out from between 
tightened lips. 

It dawns on Renton that the speed they'd done in the toilet, which he'd denounced as shite, 
is now taking effect. The problem with being off smack, Renton decides, is that they are stupid, 
irresponsible fuckers, taking anything that they can get their hands on. At least with smack, there is 
no room for all the other crap. 

He has an urge to talk. The speed is a good lap ahead of the dope and alcohol in his 
system. 

— Thing is though, Spud, whin yir intae skag, that's it. That's aw yuv goat tae worry aboot. 
Ken Billy, ma brar, likes? He's jist signed up tae go back intae the fuckin army. He's gaun tae fuckin 
Belfast, the stupid cunt. Ah always knew that the fucker wis tapped. Fuckin imperialist lackey. Ken 
whit the daft cunt turned roond n sais tae us? He goes: Ah cannae fuckin stick civvy street. Bein in 
the army, it's like bein a junky. The only difference is thit ye dinnae git shot at sae often bein a junky. 
Besides, it's usually you that does the shootin. 

— That, eh, likesay, seems a bit eh, fucked up like man. Ken? 

— Naw but, listen the now. You jist think aboot it. In the army they dae everything fir they 
daft cunts. Feed thum, gie the cunts cheap bevvy in scabby camp clubs tae keep thum fae gaun intae 
toon n lowerin the fuckin tone, upsettin the locals n that. Whin they git intae civvy street, thuv goat 
tae dae it aw fir thumsells. 

— Yeah, but likesay, it's different though, cause. . . Spud tries to cut in, but Renton is in 
full flight. A bottle in the face is the only thing that could shut him up at this point; even then only for 
a few seconds. 

— Uh, uh wait a minute, mate. Hear us oot. Listen tae whit ah've goat tae say here. . . 
what the fuck wis ah sayin. aye! Right. Whin yir oan junk, aw ye worry aboot is scorin. Oaf the 
gear, ye worry aboot loads ay things. Nae money, cannae git pished. Goat money, drinkin too much. 
Cannae git a burd, nae chance ay a ride. Git a burd, too much hassle, cannae breathe withoot her gittin 
oan yir case. Either that, or ye blow it, and feel aw guilty. Ye worry aboot bills, food, bailiffs, these 
Jambo Nazi scum beatin us, aw the things that ye couldnae gie a fuck aboot whin yuv goat a real junk 
habit. Yuv just goat one thing tae worry aboot. The simplicity ay it aw. Ken whit ah mean? Renton 
stops to give his jaws another grind. 

— Yeah, but it's a fuckin miserable life, likesay, man. It's nae life at aw, ken? Likesay whin 
yir sick man. . . that is the fuckin lowest ay the low. . . the grindin bones. . . the poison man, the 
pure poison. . . Dinnae tell us ye want aw that again, cause that's likesay, fuckin bullshit. The 
response packs a bit of venom, especially by Spud's gentle, laid—back standards. Renton notes he's 
obviously touched a nerve. 

Aye. Ah'm talkin a loaday shite. It's the Lou Reed. 

Spud gives Renton the kind of smile that would make old wifies in the street want to adopt 
him like a stray cat. 

They clock Sick Boy preparing to leave with Annabel and Louise, the two Americans. 
He'd spent his obligatory half hour boosting Beggar's ego. That is, Renton decides, the sole function 
of any mate of Begbie's. He reflects on the insanity of being a friend of a person he obviously 
dislikes. It was custom and practice. Begbie, like junk, was a habit. He was also a dangerous one. 
Statistically speaking, he reflects, you're more likely to be killed by a member of your own family or a 
close friend, than by anyone else. Some tubes surround themselves with psycho mates imagining that 
this makes them strong, less likely to get hurt by our cruel world, when obviously the reverse is true. 

On his way out the door with the American women, Sick Boy turns back, raising one 
eyebrow at Renton, Roger Moore style, as he vacates the bar. A speed—induced flash of paranoia hit 
Renton. He wonders if perhaps Sick Boy's success with women is based on his ability to raise the one 
eyebrow. Renton knows how difficult it is. He'd spent many an evening practising the skill in front of 
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the mirror, but both brows kept elevating simultaneously. 

The amount of drink consumed and the passage of time conspired to concentrate the mind. 
With an hour to go before closing time, somebody you wouldn't think about getting off with becomes 
acceptable. With half an hour left, they are positively desirable. 

Renton's wandering eyes now keep stopping at this slim girl with straight, longish brown 
hair, slightly turned up at the edges. She has a good tan and delicate features tastefully picked out by 
makeup. She wears a brown top with white trousers. Renton feels the blood leave his stomach when 
the woman puts her hands in her pockets, displaying visible panty lines. That is the moment for him. 

The woman and her friend are being chatted up by a guy with a round, puffy face, and an 
open-neck shirt which strains at his bloated guts. Renton, who has a cheerfully undisguised prejudice 
against overweight people, takes the opportunity to indulge it. 

— Spud: deek the fat radge. Gluttonous bastard. Ah dinnae go fir aw that shite aboot it bein 
a glandular or metabolic thing. Ye dinnae see any fat bastards on tv footage fi Ethiopia. Dae they no 
huv glands ower thair? Stroll on. Spud just responds to his outburst with a stoned smile. 

Renton thinks the girl has taste, because she cold—shoulders the fat guy. He likes the way 
she does it. Assertively and with dignity, not making a real arse out of him, but letting him know in 
no uncertain terms that she isn't interested. The guy smiles, extends his palms and cocks his head to 
the side, accompanied by a volley of derisive laughter from his mates. This incident makes Renton 
even more determined to talk to the woman. 

Renton gestures to Spud to move over with him. Hating to make the first move, he is 
delighted when Spud starts talking to her mate, because Spud never normally takes the initiative in 
that way. The speed's obviously helping, however, even though he is somewhat distraught to hear that 
Spud is rabbiting on about Frank Zappa. 

Renton tries an approach he considers is relaxed but interested, sincere but light. 

— Sorry tae butt intae yir conversation. Ah jist wanted tae tell ye that ah admired yir 
excellent taste in kicking that fat bastard intae touch just now. Ah thought that ye might be an 
interesting person tae talk tae. If you tell us tae go the way of the fat bastard, ah won't be upset 
though. Ah'm Mark, by the by. 

The woman smiles at him in a slightly confused and condescending way, but Renton feels 
that it at least beats 'fuck off by a good few furlongs. As they talk, Renton begins to get self- 
conscious about his looks. The speed kick is running down a little. He worries that his hair looks 
daft, dyed black, as his orange freckles, the curse of the red—headed bastard, are prominent. He used 
to think that he looked like the Ziggy Stardust era Bowie. A few years ago, though, a woman told him 
that he was a dead ringer for Alec McLeish, the Aberdeen and Scotland footballer. Since then the tag 
had stuck. When Alec McLeish hangs up his boots, Renton has resolved to travel up to Aberdeen for 
his testimonial as a token of gratitude. He remembers an occasion where Sick Boy shook his head 
sadly, and asked how some cunt who looked like Alec McLeish could ever hope to be attractive to 
women. 

So Renton has dyed his hair black and spiked it in an attempt to shed the McLeish image. 
Now he worries that any woman he gets off with will laugh her head off when he removes his clothes 
and she is confronted with ginger pubes. He has also dyed his eyebrows, and thought about dyeing his 
pubic hair. Stupidly, he had asked his mother for her advice. 

— Dinnae be sae fuckin silly, Mark, she told him, nippy with the hormonal imbalance 
caused by the change in life. 

The woman is called Dianne. Renton thinks that he thinks she is beautiful. Qualification is 
necessary, as his past experiences have taught him never to quite trust his judgement when there are 
chemicals racing around in his body and brain. The conversation turns to music. Dianne informs 
Renton that she likes the Simple Minds and they have their first mild argument. Renton does not like 
the Simple Minds. 

The Simple Minds huv been pure shite since they jumped on the committed, passion—rock 
bandwagon of U2. Ah've never trusted them since they left their pomp-—rock roots and started aw this 
patently insincere political-wi—a—very—small—p stuff. Ah loved the early stuff, but ever since New 
Gold Dream thuv been garbage. Aw this Mandela stuff is embarrassing puke, he rants. 

Dianne tells him that she believes that they are genuine in their support of Mandela and 
the movement towards a multi-racial South Africa. 

Renton shakes his head briskly, wanting to be cool, but hopelessly wound up by the 
amphetamine and her contention.

— Ah've goat auld NME's gaun back tae 1979, well ah did huv but ah flung thum oot a few 
years back, and ah can recall interviews when Kerr slags off the political commitment by other bands, 
n sais that the Minds are just intae the music, man. 

— People can change, Dianne counters. 

Renton is a little bit taken aback by the purity and simplicity of this statement. It makes 
him admire her even more. He just shrugs his shoulders and concedes the point, although his mind is 
racing with the notion that Kerr has always been one step behind his guru, Peter Gabriel and that since 
Live Aid, it's become fashionable for rock stars to want to be seen as nice guys. 

However, he keeps this to himself and resolves to try to be less dogmatic about his views 
on music in the future.

Dianne can't make her mind up about Renton. She thinks he's a bit of an arsehole, but the place is full 
of them and he seems a bit different.

Spud turns and says something to Renton, who can't hear him above a song by The Farm, 
which, Renton considers, like all their songs, is only listenable if you're E'd out of your box, and if 
you're E'd out of your box it would be a waste listening to The Farm, you'd be better off at some rave 
freaking out to heavy techno—sounds. Even if he could have heard Spud, his brain is now too fucked 
to respond, taking a well-earned rest from holding itself together to talk to Dianne. 

Renton then starts talking personal shite to a guy from Liverpool who's up on holiday, just 
because the guy's accent and bearing remind of his mate Davo. After a while, he realises that the guy 
is nothing like Davo and that he was wrong to disclose to him such intimacies. He tries to get back to 
the bar, then loses Spud, and realises that he's well and truly out of it. Dianne becomes just a memory, 
a vague feeling of intent behind his drug stupor. 

He goes outside to get some air and sees Dianne about to enter a taxi on her own. He 
wonders with a jealous anguish if this means that Spud's bagged off with her mate? The possibility of 
being the only one not to bag off horrifies him, and sheer desperation propels him unselfconsciously 
towards her. 

— Dianne. Mind if ah share yir Joe Baxi? 

Dianne looks doubtful. — Ah go to Forrester Park. — Barry. Ah'm headed in that direction 
masel, Renton lied, then told himself: Well, ah am now. 

They talked in the taxi. Dianne had had an argument wi Lisa, her pal, and decided to go 
home. Lisa was, as far as she knew, still hopping on the dancefloor with Spud and some other cretin, 
playing them off against each other. Renton's dough was on the other cretin. 

Dianne's face took on a cartoon sour look as she told Renton what a horrible person Lisa 
was, cataloguing her misdemeanours, which to him seemed petty enough, with a venom he found 
slightly disturbing. He was appropriately crawling, agreeing that Lisa was all the selfish pricks under 
the sun.

Mibbe that's why Sick Boy's good wi women; like mibbe cause 
he has tae be. Yeah, that could be it. Matty's talkin quietly tae hissel, shakin his heid. Thirs likesay 


somethin wrong wi Matty. . . no jist smack. It's Matty's mind, it's like a bad depression, likes. 
Renton and Begbie are arguing. Rents hud better watch what he's daein, likesay. That 
Begbie, man, it's likesay . . . that's a fuckin jungle cat. We're just ordinary funky feline types. 


Domestic cats, likesay. 

— They cunts've goat the fuckin poppy. You're the cunt thits cywis fuckin gaun oan aboot 
killin the rich n aw that anarchy shite. Now ve want tae fuckin shite oot! Begbie sneers at Rents, and 
it's, likes, very ugly n aw; they dark eyebrows oan toap ay they darker eyes, that thick black hair, 
slightly longer than a skinheid. 

— S no a question ay shitein oot Franco. Ah'm jist no intae it. Wir huvin a barry crack here. 
Wuv goat the speed n the E. Let's jist enjoy oorsels, mibbe go tae a rave club, instead ay wanderin 
aboot the fuckin Meadows aw night. Thuv goat a big fuckin theatre tent thair, n a fuckin fun fair up. 
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It'll be crawlin wi polis. It's too much fuckin hassle man. 

— Ah'm no gaun tae any fuckin rave clubs. You sais yirsel thit thir fir fuckin bairns. 

— Aye, but that wis before ah went tae yin. 

— Well ah'm no fuckin gaun tae yin. So let's fuckin pub crawl well, n git some cunt in the 
fuckin bogs. 

Nah. Ah cannae he ersed. 

— Fuckin shitein cunt! Yir still fuckin shitein yir keks aboot the other weekend in the Bull 
and Bush. 

— Naw ah'm no. It wis jist unnecessary, that's aw. The whole fuckin thing. 

Begbie looked at Rents, and likes, really tensed up in his seat. He's straining forward, n ah 
thoat the dude wis gaunnac gub the Rent Boy, likesay, ken. 

— Eh? Eh! Ah'll fuckin unnecessary ye, ya radge cunt! 

— C'moan Franco. Take it easy man, Sick Boy says. Begbie seems tae realise that he's ower 
the top, likesay, even fir him. Keep these claws in catboy. Show the world some soft pads. This is a 
bad cat, a big, bad panther. 

— We fill in some fuckin Sherman Tank. Whaes he tae you? The smart cunt deserved 
ivraything he goat! Besides, ah didnae see you fucking lookin the other wey whin we wir in the 
fuckin snug at the Barley divvyin up the fuckin loot. 

— The guy ended up unconscious in the hoespital, he loast a loat ay fuckin blood. It wis in 
the New~ 

— The cunt's awright now though! It fuckin sais! Nae fuckin herm done tae nae cunt. N 
even if thir wis, so fuck? Some fuckin rich American cunt whae shouldnae even fuckin he here in the 
first place. Whae gies a fuck aboot that cunt? N you ya cunt, you've chibbed some cunt before; Eck 
Wilson, at the school, so dinnae you fuckin start gaun aw fuckin squeanaish. 

That sortay shuts Rents up cause he likesay hates talkin aboot that, but it sortay happened, 
ken? That wis jist lashin oot at some cat that wis scratchin ye like, no likesay plannin tae dae some 
radge ower. Beggars likesay cannae see the difference but. It wis bad though, really sick likesay . . 
the Yank, the boy likes, jist wouldnae hand ower the wallet, even when Begbie pulled the chib, 
likesay . . the last words ah heard the dude say wis: You won't use that. 

Begbie went fucking crazy, goat that carried away likesay, Wi the bladework, ken, we 
nearly forgoat the wallet likes. Ah goat intae the guy's poakits and fished it oot while Begbie wis 
bootin um in the face. Blood wis flowin intae the latrine, mixin Wi the pish. ugly, ugly, ugly man, 
likesay, ken? Ah still shake thinkin aboot it. Ah lie in bed n likes, shudder. Everytime ah see a 
punter, likesay, whae looks like our catboy, Richard Hauser of Des Moines, Iowa, USA, ah freeze. 
Whenever ah hear a Yank voice in the toon, ah jump. Violence is fuckin ugly man. The Beggar, dear 
old Franco, he raped us likesay, raped us aw that night, sort ay shafted us up oor erses n peyed us oaf, 
like we wir hoors man, ken likes? Bad cat Beggar. A wild, wild cat. 

— Whae's comin? Spud? Begbie's talkin tae us. He's bitin his bottom lip. 

— Eh, likesay. . . eh. . . violence n that. . . isnae really ma sortay gig. . . ah'll jist stey 
n git bombed. . likesay, ken? 

— Another shitein cunt, he turns away fae me no disappointed, like he sort ay expects nothin 
fae us in this kinday gig likesay . . . which is mibbe good n mibbe no sac good, but who really kens 
the score aboot anything these days, likesay? 

Sick Boy says somethin aboot bein a lover, no a fighter, and Begbie's aboot tae say 
somethin, whin Matty goes: — Ah'm game. 

This diverts Begbie's attention fae Sick Boy. The Beggar Boy then starts tae praise Matty, 
likes, n calls us aw the shitein cunts under the sun; but it's like tae me thit Matty's the shitein cunt, 
likesay, because he's the groover that goes along Wi everything Franco sais. . ah've never really liked 
Matty. one fucked up punter.

likesay . . . no shaggin likes, well no jist shaggin. . . but tae love, cause ah sortay feel like lovin 
everybody, but no sortay Wi sex. . . jist huvin somebody tae love but likesay Rents' goat that Hazel 
n Sick Boy. . . well, Sick Boy's goat tons ay burds. . but these catpersons don't seem any happier 
than moi . 

— The other man's grass is always greener, the sun shines brighter on the other side. . . 
ah'm fuckin singing likesay, ah never sing. . . ah've goat some gear n ah'm singing . . ah'm thinkin 
ahoot Frank Zappa's daughter, Moon, likesay. . . she'd dae us fine. . hingin not Wi her auld man. . . 
in the recording studio. . . jist tae see likesay the creative process, ken, the creative process. . 

— This is fuckin mad. . . goat tae move or ah'll git gouchy Sick Boy's goat his hands in his 
heid. 

Renton’s shirt's unbuttoned n he's sortay tweakin his nipples, likesay 

— Spud. . look at ma nipples. . . they feel fuckin weird man . nae cunt's goat nipples 
like mine 

Ah'm talkin tae him aboot love, n Rents says that love doesnae exist, it's like religion, n 
likesay the state wants ye tae believe in that kinday crap so's they kin control ye, n fuck yir heid up. 
Some cats cannae enjoy thirsels withoot bringing in politics, ken but he doesnae bring us doon . 
because, it's likesay he doesnae believe it hissel. . . because. . because Wi laugh at everything in 
sight. . . the mad guy at the bar Wi the burst blood—vessels in his coupon. . . the snobby English 
Festivaltype lemon whae looks like somebody's just farted under her nose . 

Sick Boy sais: — Let's hit the Meadows n take the fuckin pish ootay Begbie n Matty . 
straight, boring, draftpak, schemie cunts! 

— Ris—kay catboy, ris-kay. . . he's pure radge, likesay. . ah sais. 

— Let's do it for the fans, Rents sais. Him n Sick Boy picked this up fae a Hibs programme 
advertising the Isle Of Man pre-season soccer tournament. It's got Hibs top cat Alex Miller Inoking 
really stoned in the picture, Wi the caption that sais, likesay, 'Let's Do It For The Fans'. Whenever 
thir's drugs aroond. that's what they say. 

We float ootay the pub n cross over tae the Meadows. We start tae sing, likesay Sinatra, in 
exaggerated American Noo Yawk voices: 


Yoo en I, were justa like—a kapil aff taahts strollin acrass the Meadows pickin up laahts aff 
farget-me-naahts. 

Thir's likesay two lassies comin doon the path towards us. . we ken them. . . it's likesay 
that wee Roseanna n Jill. . two pure honey cats, fae that posh school, is It Gillespie's or Mary 
Erskine's? . . . they hing ahoot the Southern likesay, for the sounds, the drugs, the experiences 

Sick Boy outstretches his airms and sortay grabs wee Jill in a bear hug, n Rents likesay 
does the same Wi Roseanna. . . ah'm left jist looking at the clouds likesay, Mr Spare I'rick at a hoors 
convention. 

Thir neckin away thegither. This is cruel man, cruel. Rents breks away first, but keeps his 
airm roond Roseanna. It's a sortay joke Wi Rents likesay. . . mind you. . . that wee bird Rents goat 
off Wi at Donovan's she wisnae that auld. What wis her name, Dianne? Bad cat, Rents. Sick Boy, 
well Sick Boy's likesay bundled wee Jill against a tree. 

— How ye daein doll? Whit ye up tae? he asks her. 

— Goin to the Southern, she sais, a bit stoned. . . a little stoned princess, Jewish? No a 
blernish oan her face. . . wow, those chicks try tae act cool, but thir a bit nervous ay Rents n Sick 
Boy. They'll let those superstar wasted junkies dae anything Wi them, likes. Real cool chicks would 
slap their pusses, likesay, and jist watch the hastards crumble intae a heap. These lassies are playin at 
it. . . gaun through an upset—yir-posh—Ma-—n-Dad phase no thit Rents wid take advantage ay this, 
mind you, ah suppose he awready has, but Sick Boy's a different matter. His hands are inside that wee 
Jill's jeans 

— Ah know about you girls, that's whair yis hide the drugs... 

— Simon! I've not got anything! Simon! Suimoon! 

Sensin a freak oot, he sortay lets the lassie go. Every cat laughs nervously, tryin tae aw 
pretend it wis a big game likesay, then they go. 

— Mibbe see you dolls the night! Sick Boy shouts after them. 
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— Yeah. . . down the Southern, Jill shouts, walking backwards. 

Sick Boy sortay likes, slaps his thigh. — Should've taken they wee rides back tae the gaff n 
banged thum senseless. Wee slagswir fuckin gantin oan it. It wis like he sais this tae hissel ratherthan 
me n Rents. 

Rents starts shoutin and pointin. 

— Si! There's a fuckin squirrel at yir feet! Kill the cunt! Sick Boy's nearest tae it, n tries tae 
entice it tae him, but it scampers a bit away, movin really weird, archin its whole boady likesay.

Two posh lookin wifies, gie us the eye as they 
pass us. They look likesay, disgusted. Rents gits a glint in his eye. 

— GIT A HAUD AY ThE CUNT! he shouts at Sick Boy, but makin sure that the wifies kin 
hear um. — WRAP IT IN CELLOPHANE SO'S IT DISNAE SPLIT WHIN YE FuCK IT! 

The squirrel's dancin away fae Sick Boy, but the wifies turn roond and look really repelled 
by us, like we wir shite, ken? Ah'm laughin now n aw, hit still haudin oantay Rents. 

— Whae's that foostie-minged fucker starin at? Fuckin tearoom hag! Rents says, loud 
enough fir the wifies tae hear. 

They turn and increase thir pace. Sick Boy shouts: - FuaCK OFF GOBI DESERT FANNY! 
Then he turns tae us n sais, — Ah dinnae ken what these auld hounds are cruisin us for. Naehody's 
gaunnae fuck them, even doon here at this time. Ah'd rather stick it between a couple ay B&Q sandin 
blocks. 

— Fahk afP. You'd shag the crack ay dawn if it hud hairs oan it, Rents said. 

Ah think he felt bad aboot this as soon as he said it, likesay, cause Dawn wis a wee bairn 
thit died, Lesley's bairn, it died ay that cot death n that, likesay, n everybody sortay kens it wis likesay 
Sick Boy thit gied her the bairn 

Aw Sick Boy sais though, is: — Fuck off spunk—gullet. You're the city dog pound man here. 
Every burd ah've fucked, and there has been plen-tee, has been worth fucking. 

Ah remember this burd fae Stenhoose, thit Sick Boy once took hame whin he wis pished. . 
. couldnae really likesay say she wis anything special. . . ah suppose every cat's got thir sortay 
achilles heel, ken. 

— Eh, remember that Stenhoose chick, eh, what's—her—name? 

— Dinnae you start talkin! You couldnae git a fuckin ride in a brothel Wi yir cock 
sandwiched between American Express n Access cairds. 

We start slaggin each other, then wir walkin fir a bit, bit ah start thinkin ay wee Dawn, the 
bairn, n that squirrel, like free n botherin naebody. . . n they wid jist kill it, like that ken, n fir 
what? It makes us feel really sick, n sad, n angry . 

Ah'm gittin away fae they people. Ah turn n walk away. Rents comes eftir us. — C'moan 
Spud. . . fuck sakes man, what is it? 

— Youse wir gaunnae kill that squirrel. 

— S only a fuckin squirrel, Spud. Thir vermin. . . he sais. He pits his airm roond ma 
shoodirs. 

— It's mibbe nae mair vermin thin you or me, likesay. whae's tae say what's vermin. . . 
they posh wifies think people like us ur vermin, likesay, does that make it right thit they should kill us, 
ah goes. 


— Sorry, Danny. . .s only a squirrel. Sorry mate. Ah ken how ye feel aboot animals. Ah 
jist, like. . . ye ken whit ah mean 

Danny, it's like. . . fuck, ah mean, ah'm fucked up, Danny. Ah dinnae ken. Begbie n 
that. . . the gear. Ah dinnae ken what ah'm daein Wi ma life. . . it's aw jist a mess, Danny. Ah 


dinnac ken whit the fuckin score is. Sorry man. 

Rents husnae called us Danny' for ages, now he cannae stoap callin us it. He looks really 
upset, likesay. 

—Hey. . . hang loose catboy. . . it's jist likesay animals n that, likes. . . dinnae worry 
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aboot that shit. . ah wis jist thinkin ay innocent wee things, like Dawn the bairn, ken. . ye shouldnae 
hurt things, likes . 

He likesay, grabs a haud ay us n hugs us. — Yir one ay the best, man. Remember 
that.That's no drink n drugs talkin, that's me talkin. It's jist thit ye git called aw the poofs under the 
sun if ye tell other guys how ye feel aboot them if yir no wrecked . Ah slaps his back, n it's likesay ah 
want tae tell him the same, but it would sound, likesay, ah wis jist sayin it cause he sais it tae me first.

— So you read Kierkegaard. Tell us about him, Mr Renton, the patronising cunt sais. 

— I'm interested in his concepts of subjectivity and truth, and particularly his ideas 
concerning choice; the notion that genuine choice is made out of doubt and uncertainty, and without 
recourse to the experience or advice of others. It could be argued, with some justification, that it’s 
primarily a bourgeois, existential philosophy and would therefore seek to undermine collective 
societal wisdom. However, it’s also a liberating philosophy, because when such societal wisdom is 
negated, the basis for social control over the individual becomes weakened and. . . but I'm 
rabbiting a bit here.

— And you, Mr Murphy, you intended to sell the books, like you sell everything else that 
you steal, in order to finance your heroin habit? 

— That's spot on man. . . eh. . . ye goat it, likesay, Spud nodded, his thoughtful 
expression sliding into confusion. 

— You, Mister Murphy, are an habitual thief. Spud shakes his shoodirs as if tae say, its no 
ma fault. — The reports state that you are still addicted to heroin. You are also addicted to the act of 
theft, Mr Murphy. People have to work hard to produce the goods you repeatedly steal. Others have to 
work hard to earn the money to purchase them. Repeated attempts to get you to cease these petty, but 
persistent crimes, have so far proved fruitless: I am therefore going to give you a custodial sentence 
of ten months.

Sick Boy, looking like an advertising executive, pits his airm aroond ma Ma, and gies us a 
reptilian smile. 

— This calls fir a fuckin celebration. Deacon's? Franco suggests. Like junkies, we file out 
after him. Nobody hus the motivation tae dae anything else, and pish wins by default. 

— If you knew what you've done tae me n yir faither. . . ma Ma looked at us, deadly 
serious. 

— Stupid fucker, Billy sneered, — nickin books oot ay shoaps. This cunt wis gettin ma 
fuckin goat. 

— Ah've been nickin books oot ay fuckin shoaps fir the last six years. Ah've goat four 
grand's worth ay books at Ma’s n in ma flat. Ye think ah boat any ay thaim? That’s a four—grand 
profit oan nickin books, doss cunt. 

— Aw Mark, ye didnae, no aw they books . . . Ma looked heartbroken. 

— But that's me finished now, Ma. Ah eywis sais thit the first time ah goat caught; that wis 
it over. Yir snookered eftir that. Time tae hang up yir boots. Finito. Endy story. Ah was serious 
aboot this. Ma must've thought so tae, cause she changes tack. 

— And watch your language. You as well, she turned tae Billy. 

— Ah dunno whair yis got that fae, cause yis nivir heard it in ma hoose. 

Billy raises his eyebrows dubiously at me, and ah'm gieing him the same gesture back, a 
rare display ay sibling unity between us. 
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Everybody gits a bit pished quickly. Ma embarrasses Billy n me, by talkin aboot her 
periods. Jist because she wis forty-seven n still goat periods, she hud tae make sure everybody kent 
aboot it. 

— Ah wis flooded. Tampons ur useless Wi me. Like tryin tae stoap a burst water main Wi 
an Evening News, she laughed loudly, throwing her heid back in that sickening, sluttish too-many— 
Carlsberg—Specials—at—-the—Leith—Dockers—Club gesture ah knew so well. Ah real ise that Ma's been 
drinkin this morning. Probably mixin it Wi the vallies. 

— Awright Ma, ah sais. 

— Dinnac tell us yir auld mother's embarrassing ye? She grabs ma thin cheek in between 
her thumb n forefinger. — Ah'm jist gled thit thuv no taken ma wee bairn away. He hates bein called 
that. Ye'll always be ma wee bairns, the two ay yis. Remember whin ah used tae sing ye yir favourite 
song, whin ye wir a wee thing in yir pushchair? 

Ah clamped ma teeth tightly thegither, as ah felt ma throat go dry and the blood drain fae 
ma face. Surely tae fuck, naw. 

— Momma's little baby loves shortnin shortnin, momma’s little baby loves shortnin bread. .

— Ma fuckin brar gits oaf fi gittin sent doon! Nickin books, assaul tin a member ay the 
shoap's staff, possession ay drugs. The spawny cunt gits a result. Even ma Ma's here! Ah'm entitled 
tae celebrate, fuck sake .. . 

He must have been desperate if he wis reduced tae playin the brotherly love caird. 

—Thair's Planet Ay The Apes, Sick Boy whispered tae us, noddin ower at a guy whae drank 
in the pub.

The boy is really gaun mental, first strugglin, then tryin tae stey still, because it's too sair tae 
struggle; alternatively threatening then pleading with this fuck- ing compassionless killing machine. 
An auld cunt comes ower tae try tae help, but backs oaf as the dug swivels his eyes roond and growls 
through its nose, as if to say: You're next cunt. 

Ah'm doon the stair at high speed, aluminium baseball bat in ma hand. This is what ah've 
been waitin for, this is what it's all about. Man the hunter. Ma mooth's dry wi anticipation; the Sick 
Boy is on safari. A little problem for you to short out, Shimon. I think I can handle that, Sean. 

— HELP US! HELP US! the skinhead squeals. He's younger than ah thought. 

— S awright mate. Stay cool, ah tell um. Have no fear, Simone's here. 

Ah stealthily creep up behind the dug; ah don't want the fucker tae break its grip and go for 
me, even though there is very little chance ay that. Blood is oozing fae the guy's airm and the dug's 
mooth, saturating the side ay the boy's jaykit. The guy thinks ah'm gaunnac batter the dug's nut wi 
the bat, but that would be like sending Renton or Spud tae sexually satisfy Laura McEwan. 

Instead ah gently lift the dug's collar up and stick the bat's handle under it. Ah twist, and 
twist . Twist and shout. . Still the cunt hauds oan. This skinheid's falling tae his knees, nearly 
ready tae black oot wi the pain. Ah just keep twisting, and ah can feel the thick muscles in the dug’s 
neck beginning tae yield, tae relax. Ah keep twisting. Let's twist again, like wi did last suhmah. 

The dug lets oot a series ay hideous gasps through its nose and muffled jaws, as ah throttle 
the cunt tae death. Even in its death throes, and after, when it's as still as a sack ay tatties, it keeps its 
grip. Ah take the bat fae its collar, tae help us lever its jaws open, freeing the gadge's airm. By this 
time the polis have arrived, and ah've wrapped the boy's airm wi the rest ay his jaykit. 

The skinhead is singing ma praises tae the polis n the ambulanceman. He's upset at Shane, 
he still cannae understand what turned this loving pet whae 'wouldnae hurt a fly’, the cunt actually 
said that, mouthed that hideous cliche, intae a deranged monster. Theshe beashts can turn at any 
time. 

As they led him into the ambulance, the young cop shook his heid. — Fuckin stupid works. 
These things are just killers. It's a big ego-trip for these daft cunts tae own them, but they always go 
berserk sooner or later. 

The aulder polisman is gently interrogative ahoot ma need tae huv a baseball bat, and ah tell 
him it's for home security, as there have been a lot of break-ins in the area. Not that Simone, I 
explain, would ever dream of talking the law into his own hands, but, well, it just gives one a certain 
peace of mind. Ah wonder if anybody this side of the Atlantic has ever bought a baseball bat with 
playing baseball in mind. 

— Ah can understand that, the auld cop says. I'll bet you can, you dippet cunt. The 
offishers of the law are rather shilly, eh Sean? Not particularly impreshif Shimon. 

The guys are telling me that I'm a brave gadge, and that they will be recommending a 
commendation. why shank you offisher. but it'sh nothing really. 

The Sick Boy is going round tae Marianne's the night for some sick fun. Doggy style must 
certainly be on the menu, if only as a tribute to Shane. 

I am as high as a kite and horny as a field of stags. It's been a fucking beautiful day. 
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SEARCHING FOR THE INNER MAN 


Ah've never been incarcerated for junk. However, loads ay cunts have had stabs at 
rehabilitating me. Rehabilitation is shite; sometimes ah think ah'd rather be banged up. Rehabilitation 
means the surrender ay the self. 

Ah've been referred tae a variety of counsellors, wi backgrounds ranging fae pure 
psychiatry through clinical psychology to social work. Doctor Forbes, the psychiatrist, used non— 
directive counselling techniques, basing his approach largely on Freudian psychoanalysis. This 
involved getting us tae talk aboot ma past life and focus oan unresolved conflicts, the assumption 
presumably bein that the indentification and resolution ay such conflicts will remove the anger which 
fuels ma self—destructive behaviour, that behaviour manifesting itselff in ma use ay hard drugs. 

A typical exchange: Dr Forbes: You mentioned your brother, the one with the, eh, 
disability. The one that died. Can we talk about him? 


(pause) 
Me: Why? 
(pause) 


Dr Forbes: You're reluctant to talk about your brother? 

Me: Naw. It's just that ah dinnae see the relevance ay that tae me bein oan smack. 

Dr Forbes: It seems that you started using heavily around the time of your brother's death. 

Me: A loat happened aroond that time. Ah'm no really sure how relevant it is tae isolate ma 
brar's death. Ah went up tae Aberdeen at the time; the Uni. Ah hated it. Then ah started oan the cross— 
channel ferries, tae Holland. Access tae aw the collies ye could hope fir. 


(pause) 


Dr Forbes: T'd like to go back to Aberdeen. You say you hated Aberdeen? 

Me: Aye. 

Dr Forbes: What was it about Aberdeen you hated? 

Me: The University. The staff, the students and aw that. Ah thought they were aw boring 
middle-class cunts. 

Dr Forbes: I see. You were unable to form relationships with people there. 

Me: No sae much unable, as unwilling, although ah suppose it means the same, for your 
purposes (noncommittal shrug fae Dr Forbes) .. ah hudnac any interest in any fucker thair. 


(pause) 


Ah mean ah didnae really see the point. Ah knew ah wisnae gaunnae stey fir long. If ah 
wanted a blether, ah'd go tae the pub. If ah wanted a ride ah'd go tae a prostitute. 

Dr Forbes: You spent time with prostitutes? 

Me: Aye. 

Dr Forbes: Was this because you lacked confidence in your ability to form social and 
sexual attachments with women at the University? 


(pause) 


Me: Naw, ah did meet a couple ay lassies. 

Dr Forbes: What happened? 

Me: Ah wis only interested in sex, rather than a relationship. An didnae really huv the 
motivation tae disguise that fact. An saw these women purely as a means ay satisfying ma sexual 
urges. Ah decided it wis mair honest tae go tae a prostitute instead, rather than play a game ay 
deception. Ah wis quite a moral fucker in these days. So ah blew ma grant money oan prostitutes, 
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and nicked food and books. That's what started the thievin. It wisnae really the junk, though that 
obviously didnae help. 

Dr Forbes: Mmmm. Can we go back to your brother, the one with the handicap. How did 
you feel about him? 


Me: No really sure. . . look, the guy wis jist ootay it. He wisnae thair. Totally paralysed. 
Aw he'd dae wis tae sit in that chair wi his heid turned tae the side. Aw he could dae wis blink n 
swallow. Sometimes he made wee noises. . . he wis like an object, rather than a person. 

(pause) 


Ah suppose ah resented um whin ah wis younger. Ah mean, ma Ma would just take um 
oot in this pram. This big, outsized thing in a fuckin pram, likes. It made me n ma big brar, Billy, 
the laughin stock wi the other kids. Wid git: "Your brother's a spastic’ or 'Your brother's a zombie’ 
and aw that sortay shite. Jist bairns, ah ken, but it doesnae seem like that at the time. Because ah wis 
tall n awkward as a wee laddie, ah started tae believe thit thir wis something wrong wi me n aw, that 
ah wis somehow like Davie 


(long pause) 


Dr Forbes: So you felt a resentment towards your brother. 

Me: Aye, as a bairn, a wee laddie, like. Then he went intae the hoespital. Ah suppose it 
wis, likes, problem solved, ken. Sortay ootay sight, ootay mind. Ah visited um a few times, but thir 
didnae seem tae be any point. Nae interaction, ken? Ah jist saw it as a cruel twist ay life. Perr Davie 
goat dealt the shitest possible hand. Fuckin sad, but ye cannae greet aboot it fir the rest ay yir puff. 
He wis in the best place fir um, gittin well looked eftir. Whin he died, ah felt guilty aboot resentin 
um, guilty aboot mibbe no huvin made a bit mair ay an effort. What kin ye dae though? 


(pause) 


Dr Forbes: Have you talked about these feelings before? 

Me: Naw. . . well, mibbe mentioned it tae ma Ma n faither.... 

That was how it used tae go. A loat ay issues brought up; some trivial, some heavy, some 
dull, some interesting. Sometimes ah telt the truth, sometimes ah lied. When ah lied, ah sometimes 
said the things that ah thought he'd like tae hear, n sometimes said something which ah thought would 
wind him up, or confuse him. 

Fucked if ah could see the connection between any ay that and me takin smack, but. 

Ah did learn a few things though, based oan Forbes's disclosures and ma ain researches into 
psychoanalysis and how ma behaviour should be interpreted. Ah have an unresolved relationship wi 
ma deid brother, Davie, as ah huv been unable tae work oot or express ma feelings about his catatonic 
life and subsequent death. Ah have oedipal feelings towards ma mother and an attendant unresolved 
jealousy towards ma faither. Ma junk behaviour is anal in concept, attention—seeking, yes, but 
instead of withholding the faeces tae rebel against parental authority, ah'm pittin smack intae ma body 
tae claim power over it vis—a—vis society in general. Radge, eh? 

Aw this might or might no be true. Ah've pondered ower a loat ay it, and ah'm willin tae 
explore it; ah don’t feel defensive aboot any ay it. However, ah feel that it’s at best peripheral tae the 
issue ay ma addiction. Certainly, talking about it extensively has done fuck all good. Ah think 
Forbes is as scoobied as ah am. 

Molly Greaves, the clinical psychologist, tended to look at ma behaviour and ways of 
modifying it, rather than determining its causes. It seemed like Forbes had done his bit, now it was 
time tae get ‘is sorted oot. That wis when ah started oan the reduction programme, which simply 
didnae work, then the methadone treatment, which made us worse. 

Tom Curzon, the counsellor fae the drugs agency, a guy wi a social work rather than 
medical background, was intae Rogerian client—centred counselling. Ah went tae the Central Library 
and read Carl Rogers's On Becoming A Person. Ah thought that the book wis shite, but ah huv tae 
admit that Tom seemed tae get us closer tae what ah believe the truth might be. Ah despised masel 
and the world because ah failed tae face up tae ma ain, and life's, limitations. 

The acceptance ay self—defeating limitations seemed then tae constitute mental health, or

non-—deviant behaviour. 

Success and failure simply mean the satisfaction and frustration ay desire. Desire can either 
be predominantly intrinsic, based oan oor individual drives, or extrinsic, primarily stimulated by 
advertising, or societal role models as presented through the media and popular culture. Tom feels 
that ma concept ay success and failure only operates on an individual rather than an individual and 
societal level. Due tae this failure tae recognise societal reward, success (and failure) can only ever be 
fleeting experiences for me, as that experience cannae be sustained by the socially—supported 
condoning of wealth, power, status, etc., nor, in the case ay failure, by stigma or reproach. So, 
according tae Tom, it's nae good tellin us that ah've done well in ma exams, or got a good job, or got 
off wi a nice burd; that kind ay acclaim means nowt tae us. Of course, ah enjoy these things at the 
time, or for themselves, but their value cannae be sustained because there's nae recognition ay the 
society which values them. What Tom's trying tae say, ah suppose, is that ah dinnae gie a fuck. 
Why? So it goes back tae ma alienation from society. The problem is that Tom refuses tae accept 
ma view that society cannae be changed tae make it significantly better, or that ah cannae change tae 
accommodate it. Such a state ay affairs induces depression on ma part, aw the anger gets turned in. 
That's what depression is, they say. However, depression also results in demotivation. A void grows 
within ye. Junk fills the void, and also helps us tae satisfy ma need tae destroy masel, the anger 
turned in bit again. 

So basically ah agree wi Tom here. Whair we depart is that he refuses tae see this picture 
in its total bleakness. He believes that ah'm suffering fae low self-esteem, and that ah'm refusing tae 
acknowledge that by projecting the blame oantae society. He feels that ma means ay emasculating 
the rewards and praise (and conversely condemnation) available tae me by society is not a rejection 
ay these values per se, but an indication that ah dinnae feel good enough (or bad enough) aboot masel 
tae accept them. Rather than come oot and say: Ah don't think ah have these qualities (or ah think 
ah'm better than that), Ah say: It's a loaday fuckin shite anywey. 

Hazel said tae us, jist before she telt us that she didnae wantae see us again, whin ah started 
using for the umpteenth time: — You just want tae fuck up on drugs so that everyone'll think how deep 
and fucking complex you are. It's pathetic, and fucking boring. 

In a sense ah prefer Hazel's view. Thir is an element ay ego in it. Hazel understands ego 
needs. She's a windae dresser in a department store, but describes hersel as a ‘consumer display 
artist’ or something like that. Why should ah reject the world, see masel as better than it? Because ah 
do, that's why. Because ah fuckin am, and that's that. 

The upshot ay this attitude is that ah was sent tae this therapy/ counselling shite. Ah 
didnae want aw this. It wis this or the jail. Ah'm startin tae think that Spud goat the soft option. 
This shite muddies the waters for us; confuses rather than clarifies issues. Basically, aw ah ask is 
that cunts mind their ain business and ah'll dae the same. Why is it that because ye use hard drugs 
every cunt feels that they have a right tae dissect and analyse ye? 

Once ye accept that they huv that right, ye'll join them in the search fir this holy grail, this 
thing that makes ye tick. Ye'll then defer tae them, allowin yersel tae be conned intae believin any 
biscuit-ersed theory ay behaviour they choose tae attach tae ye. Then yir theirs, no yir ain; the 
dependency shifts from the drug to them. 

Society invents a spurious convoluted logic tae absorb and change people whae's behaviour 
is outside its mainstream. Suppose that ah ken aw the pros and cons, know that ah'm gaunnae huv a 
short life, am ay sound mind etcetera, etcetera, but still want tae use smack? They won't let ye dae it. 
They won't let ye dae it, because it's seen as a sign ay thir am failure. The fact that ye jist simply 
choose tae reject whit they huv tae offer. Choose us. Choose life. Choose mortgage payments; 
choose washing machines; choose cars; choose sitting oan a couch watching mind—numbing and 
spirit—crushing game shows, stuffing fuckin junk food intae yir mooth. Choose rotting away, pishing 
and shiteing yersel in a home, a total fuckin embarrassment tae the selfish, fucked—up brats ye've 
produced. Choose life. 

Well, ah choose no tae choose life. If the cunts cannae handle that, it's thair fuckin 
problem. As Harry Lauder sais, ah jist intend tae keep right on to the end of the road 
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HOUSE ARREST 


This bed is familiar, or rather, the wall opposite it is. Paddy Stanton looks doon at us wi his 
seventies sideboards. Iggy Pop sits smashing a pile ay records wi a claw hammer. Ma auld bedroom, 
in the parental home. Ma heid struggles tae piece thegither how ah've goat here. Ah can remember 
Johnny Swan's place, then feeling like ah wis gaunnae die. Then it comes back; Swanney n Alison 
takin us doon the stairs, gittin us intae a taxi n bombin up tae the Infirmary. 

Funny thing wis, jist before this, ah remembered boastin thit ah'd niver OD'd in ma puff. 
Thir's a first time fir everything. It wis Swanney's fault. His gear's normally cut tae fuck, so ye 
always bung that wee bit mair intae the cooking spoon tae compensate. Then whit does the cunt dae? 
He hits ye wi some pure shit. Literally takes yir breath away. Daft cunt that he is, Swanney must've 
gave thum ma Ma's address. So eftir a few days in the hoespital gittin ma breathin stabilised, here ah 
am. 

Here ah am in the junky's limbo; too sick tae sleep, too tired tae stay awake. A twilight 
zone ay the senses where nothing's real except the crushing, omnipresent misery n pain in your mind n 
body. Ah notice with a start that ma Ma’s actually sitting on my bed, looking silently at me. 

As soon as ah'm aware ay this, she could be sitting oan ma chest for the level ay crushing 
discomfort ah feel. 

She puts her hand oantae ma sweaty brow. Her touch feels horrible, creepy, violating. — 
Yir oan fire laddie, she sais softly, shaking her heid, concern etched oantay her face. 

Ah raise a hand above the covers tae brush hers aside. Misinterpreting ma gesture, she 
grabs ma hand in both ay hers and squeezes tightly, cripplingly. Ah want tae scream. 

—Ah'll help ye son. Ah'll help ye fight this disease. Ye'll stay here wi me n yir faither until 
yir better. Wir gaunnae beat this son, wir gaunnae beat it! 

Her eyes have an intense, glazed look about them and her voice has a crusading zeal. 

Shoo'nuff momma, shoo'nuff. 

— Ye'll git through it though son. Doctor Mathews sais that it's jist really like a bad flu, this 
withdrawal, she tell us. 

When wis the last time auld Mathews hud cauld turkey? Ah’d like tae lock that dangerous 
auld radge in a padded cell fir a fortnight, and gie um a couple ay injections ay diamorphine a day, 
then leave the cunt for a few days. He'd be beggin us fir it eftir that Ah'd jist shake ma heid and say: 
Take it easy mate. What's the fuckin problem? It's jist like a bad flu. 

— Did he gie us temazepan? ah ask. 

— Naw! Ah telt um, nane av that rubbish. Ye wir worse comin oaf that thin ye wir wi 
heroin. Cramps, sickness, diarrhoea ... ye wir in a hell ay a state. Nae mair drugs. 

— Mibbe ah could go back tae the clinic, Ma, ah hopefully suggest. 

— Naw! Nae clinics. Nae methadone. That made ye worse, son, ye said so yirsel. Ye lied 
tae us, son. Tae yir ain mother n faither! Ye took that methadone n still went oot scorin. Fae now 
oan son it's a clean brek. Yir stayin here whair ah kin keep an eye oan ye. Ah've loast one laddie 
already, ah'm no losin another yin! Tears welled up in her eyes. 

Poor Ma, still blaming hersel fir that fucked—up gene that caused ma brother Davie tae be 
born a cabbage. Her guilt, eftir struggling wi him fir years, at pittin him in the hoespital. Her 
devastation at his death last year. Ma kens whit everybody thinks ay her, the neighbours n that. They 
see her as flighty and brazen, because ay her blonde hair—dye, clathes too young fir her, and her 
liberal consumption ay Carlsberg Specials. They think thit her n ma faither used Davie's profound 
handicap tae git oot ay the Fort n git this nice Housing Association flat by the river, then cynically 
dumped the poor cunt in the residential care. 


Fuck the facts, these trivial things, they petty jealousies become part ay the mythology in a 
place like Leith, a place fill ay nosey cunts who willnae mind their ain business. A place ay 
dispossessed white trash in a trash country fill ay dispossessed white trash. Some say that the Irish 
are the trash ay Europe. That's shite. It's the Scots. The Irish hud the bottle tae win thir country 
back, or at least maist ay it. Ah remember gettin wound up when Nicksy's brar, down in London, 
described the Scots as ‘porridge wogs'. Now ah realise that the only thing offensive about that 
statement was its racism against black people. Otherwise it's spot-on. Anybody will tetI you; the 
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Scots make good soldiers. Like ma brar, Billy. 

They suspect the auld man here as well. His Glasgow accent, the fact thit since being made 
redundant fi Parson's he's punted gear in the markets at Ingliston n East Fortune instead ay sittin in 
Strathie's Bar moanin his fuckin box oaf aboot everything. 

They mean well, and they mean well tae me, but there's nae way under the sun that they can 
appreciate what ah feel, what ah need. 

Protect me from those who wish tae help us. 

—Ma. . . ah appreciate whit yir tryin tae dae, but ah need jist one score, tae ease masel oaf 
it. Jist the one, likes, ah plead. 

— Forget it son. Ma auld man hus come intae the room withoot us hearin um. The auld girl 
nivir even gits a chance tae speak. — Your tea's oot. You'd better shape up pal, ah'm tellin ye. 

He looks stony—faced, his chin jutting forward, his airms by his sides, as if in readiness tae 
huv a square go wi us. 


— Aye. . . . right, ah mumble miserably, fae under the duvet. Ma pits a protective hand 
oan ma shoodir. We've both regressed. 
— Mucked up everythin, he accuses, then reads oot the charges: — Apprenticeship. 


University. That nice wee lassie ye wir seein. Aw the chances ye hud Mark, n ye blew them. 

He disnae need tae say aboot how he nivir hud they chances growin up in Govan n leavin 
school at fifteen n takin an apprenticeship. That's implicit. When ye think aboot it though, it isnae 
that much different fae growin up in Leith n leaving school at sixteen n takin an apprenticeship. 
Especially as he nivir grew up in an era ay mass unemployment. Still, ah'm in nae shape tae argue, n 
even if ah wis, it's pointless wi Weedjies. Ah've never met one Weedjie whae didnae think that they 
are the only genuinely suffering proletarians in Scotland, Western Europe, the World. Weedjie 
experience ay hardship is the only relevant experience ay it. Ah try another suggestion. 

— Eh, mibbe ah'll go back doon tae London. Git a joab likes. Ah'm almost delirious. Ah 
imagine that Matty's in the room. — Matty ... Ah think ah said it. The fuckin pain's starting tae. 

— Yir in cloud cuckoo land son. Yir gaun naewhair. If ye shite, ah wahnt tae know aboot it. 

There wisnae much chance ay that. The rock ah hud compacting in ma bowels would huv 
tae be surgically removed. Ah'd huv tae start forcin doon the Milk ay Magnesia solution and keep at 
it fir days tae git a result thair. 

Whin the auld man shot the craw, ah managed tae cajole ma Ma intae giein us a couple ay 
her valium. She wis oan them fir six months after Davie died. The thing is, because she kicked them, 
she now regards hersel as an expert oan drug rehabilitation. This is smack, fir fuck's sake, mother 
dear. 

I am tae be under house arrest. The morning wisnae pleasant, but it wis a picnic compared 
tae the eftirnin. The auld man came back fae his fact-finding mission. Libraries, health-board 
establishments and social—work offices had been visited. Research hud been undertaken, advice hud 
been sought, leaflets procured. 

He wanted tae take us tae git tested fir HIV. Ah don’t want tae go through aw that shite 
again. 

Ah git up fir ma tea, frail, bent and brittle as ah struggle doon the stairs. Every move 
makes ma blood soar tae ma throbbing heid. At one stage ah thought that it wid just burst open, like a 
balloon, sending blood, skull fragments and grey matter splattering oantae Ma's cream woodchip. 

The auld girl sticks us in the comfy chair by the fire in front ay the telly, and puts a tray 
oan ma lap. Ah'm convulsing inside anyway, but the mince looks revolting. 

— Ah've telt ye ah dinnae eat meat Ma, ah sais. 

— Ye eywis liked yir mince n tatties. That's whair ye've gone wrong son, no eating the right 
things. Ye need meat. 

Now there is apparently a causal link between heroin addiction and vegetarianism. 

— It's good steak mince. Ye'll eat it, ma faither says. This is fuckin ridiculous. 

Ah thought there and then about making for the door, even though ah'm wearing a tracksuit 
and slippers. As if reading ma mind, the auld man produces a set ay keys. 

— The door stays locked. Ah'm fittin a lock oan yir room as well. 

— This is fuckin fascism, ah sais, wi feelin. 

— Dinnae gies yir crap. Ye kin cry it whit ye like; if that's whit it takes, that's whit you'll 
get. An mind yir language in the hoose. 

Ma bursts intae a passionate rant: — Me n yir faither son, s no as if we wanted this. S no 
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likesay that at aw. It's because we love ye son, yir aw wuv goat, you n Billy. Faither's hand faws oan 
toap ay hers. 

Ah cannae eat ma food. The auld man isnae prepared tae go tae the extent ay force—feeding 
us, so he's forced tae accept the fact that good steak mince is going tae waste. No really tae waste, as 
he hus mine. Instead ah sip oan some cauld Heinz tomatay soup, which is aw ah kin take whin ah'm 
sick. Ah seemed tae leave ma body fir a while, watching a game show oan the box. Ah could hear 
ma auld man talking tae ma auld girl, bit ah couldnae take ma eyes fae the ugly—looking game—show 
host and turn ma heid tae face ma parents. Faither's voice seems almost tae be comin fae the set. 

—... Said here that Scotland's goat eight per cent o the UK population but sixteen per cent o 
the UK HIV cases. . . What's the scores, miss Ford?. . . Embra's goat eight per cent o the Scottish 
population but ower sixty per cent o the Scottish HIV infection, by far the highest rate in Britain ... 
Daphne and John have scored eleven points, but Lucy and Chris, have fifteen!. . . they say thit they 
discovered this blood-testin punters in Muirhoose fir summit else, hepatitis or that, n discovered the 
scale o the problem. oooh. . oooh. well, tough luck to the very sporting losers, give 'em a hand 
then, give 'em a hand. . . the scumbags thit did this tae the boey, if ah git thir names, ah 'Il git a 
squad thegither n sort them oot masel, obviously the polis arenae interested, lettin thum deal that 
shite oan the streets. . . won't be going away empty handed ...even if he is HIV it's no an automatic 
death sentence.

Is this sssllllleeeeeeeeepppppp. 

There goes ma first lurve. 

Then ah'm back in the bed, still haudin the bairn, softly cradlin it. Wee Dawn. Fuckin 
shame. 

It's jist ma pillay. There's blood oan ma pillay. Mibhe it wis fae ma tongue; mibbe wee 
Dawn hus been here. Thir must be less tae life than this. 

More pain, then more sleep/pain. 

When ah re—assemble intae consciousness ah'm aware that a period ay time has passed. 
How much ah don't know. The clock sais: 2:21. 

S'ick Boy is sitting in the chair looking at us. He has an expression ay mild concern 
overlaid wi a benign and patronising contempt. As he sips his cup ay tea and munches oan a 
chocolate digestive, ah realise that ma Ma and faither are also in the room. 

What's the fuckin score? 

The fuckin score is 

— Simon's here, Ma announces, confirming that ah'm no hallucinating unless the mirage has 
audio as well as visual content. Like Dawn. Each dawn I die. 

Ah smile at him. Dawn's dad. — Awright Si. 

The bastard is charm itself. Jocular and matey banter about fitba wi ma Hun auld man, 
coming ower like the concerned GP family friend wi ma auld girl. 

— It's a mug's game, Mrs Renton. Ah'm no tryin tae say thit ah'm blameless masel, far from 
it, but there comes a point whin ye jist huv tae turn yir back on that nonsense and say no. 

Just say no. It's easy. Choose Life. Skin Kay—uh boi Eroin. 


My parents find it impossible to believe that 'Young Simon’ (who's four months aulder than 
me, and ah never git called "Young Mark') could possibly have anything to do wi drugs, beyond the 
odd youthful experimental flirtation. Young Simon is identified with conspicuous success in their 
eyes. There's Young Simon's girlfriends, Young Simon’s smart clathes, Young Simon's suntan, 
Young Simon's flat up the toon. Even Young Simon's jaunts to London are seen as more colourful 
chapters in the trendy, swashbuckling adventures of Leith Bannanay Flats's lovable cavalier, while 
my trips south invariably have a seedy and unsavoury association in their eyes. Young Simon can do 
no wrong though.

If ah start hingin roond losers like Spud, Swanney 
n that, ah'm back tae usin again in nae time at aw. No way Jose, he blaws through pursed lips n 
shakes his heid. 
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— Thanks mate. Yir aw fuckin heart. 

— Stoap fah-kin whingein. Ah ken how bad it is. Ah went through this a few times n aw 
remember. Yiv been oaf it a couple ay days now. Yir nearly through the fuckin worst. Ah ken it's 
sair, bit if ye start shootin now, that's the gig fucked. Keep takin the vallies. Ah'll score ye some 
hash fir the weekend. 

— Hash? Hash! You're a fuckin comedian. Might as well try tae combat third world 
famine wi a packet ay frozen peas. 

— Naw, but listen tae us man. Once the pain goes away, that's whin the real flickin battle 
starts. Depression. Boredom. Ah'm tellin ye man, ye'll feel so fuckin low ye'll want tae fuckin top 
yirsell. Ye need something tae keep ye gaun. Ah started bevvyin like fuck eftir ah came oaf the gear. 
Ah wis creamin a boatil ay tequila a day at one stage. Second Prize wis embarrassed in ma company! 
Ah'm oaf the bevvy now, n seein a few birds. 

Eh handed us a picture. It showed Sick Boy wi this gorgeous looking lassie. 

— Fabienne. French likes. Ower oan hoaliday. That wis taken up the Scott Monument. 
Ah'm gaun ower tae her bit in Paris next month. Then it's oaf tae Corsica. Hur folks've goat a wee 
place thair. Fuckin subliminal scene man. Hearin a woman speak in French when yir shaggin her is 
such a big turn oan. 

— Aye, but whit's she saying? Ah bet it's somethin like: Your deek eez so how you say, 
tynee, 'ave you starteed yet —.. Ah bet that's whit she speaks in French fir. 

He gave us that patient, patronising have—you—quite—finished smile. 

— Oan that particular subject, ah wis talkin tae Laura McEwan last week. She indicated tae 
me that you had problems in that self-same area. Told us ye couldnae raise a smile the last time she 
ended up wi ye. 

Ah raise a smile, and shrug. Ah thought ah'd got away with that disaster.

Thir's foreign fanny aw ower the place, some ay them gaggin oan it. Ah've even seen a few wee 
honeys in Leith, fir fuck sakes. And speakin ay wee honeys, Mickey Weir wis fuckin brilliant at 
Easter Road oan Saturday. Aw the boys wir askin whair yiv been. Mind, thir's Iggy Pop and The 
Pogues gigs comin up shortly. It's aboot fuckin time that you goat yirsel thegither n started livin yir 
fuckin life. Ye cannae hide away in darkened rooms fir the rest ay yir puff. 

Ah wisnae really interested in the cunt's shite. 

— Ah really need jist one wee fix Si, tae ease us oaf the gear. Even a swallay ay 
methadone . . 

— If yir a good boy, ye might git a bit ay watered doon Tartan Special. Yir Ma wis sayin 
thit she might take ye tae the Dockers’ Club oan Friday night; if yir oan yir best behaviour. 

When the patronising cunt left, ah missed him. He nearly took us oot ay masel. It wis like 
auld times, but in a sense, that only served tae remind us ay how much things hud changed. 
Something hud happened. Junk hud happened. Whether ah lived wi it, died wi it, or lived withoot it, 
ah knew that things could never be the same again. Ah huv tae git oot ay Leith, oot ay Scotland. For

— Ah goat a nice wee dress fir Angela's wee yin, Ma sais, holding up what could indeed 
only be described as a nice wee dress. Ma doesn't seem to realise that ah don't know who Angela is, 
let alone the child who will be the intended recipient of this nice wee dress. Ah just nod and smile. 
Ma's life and mines shot off on different tangents years ago. The point of contact is strong but 
obscure. Ah could say: Ah bought a nice wee bit ay skag oafay Seeker's mate, the buck—tooth cunt 
whaes name escapes me. That's it: Ma buys dresses fir people ah don't know, ah buy skag fae 
people she disnae know. 

Faither's growing a moustache. With his close—-cropped hair he will look like a liberated 
homosexual, a clone. Freddie Mercury. He disnae understand the culture. Ah explain it tae him and 
he's dismissive. 

The next day, however, the moustache is gone. Faither now 'cannae be bothered’ growing 
it. Claire Grogan’s singing 'Don't Talk To Me About Love' on Radio Forth and Ma’s making lentil 
soup in the kitchen. I've been singing Joy Division's 'She's Lost Control’ in my head all day. Ian 
Curtis. Matty. I think of them intertwined in some way; but the only thing they have in common is a 
death wish. 

That's aw that's worth mentioning aboot that day. B'y the weekend, it isnae quite sae bad. 
Si hud goat us some blaw, but it wis standard Edinburgh hash, which is generally shite. Ah make 
some space-—cake oot ay it, and that improves it. Ah even git a bit trippy in ma room in the eftirnoon. 
Ah still didnae feel up tae gaun oot though, especially tae the fuckin Dockers’ Club n wi ma Ma n 
faither, bit ah resolved tae make the effort fir thair sakes, as they needed a brek. Ma n faither seldom 
missed a Saturday night at the club. 

Ah stroll self-consciously doon Great Junction Street, the auld man nivir takin his eyes oaf 
us in case ah try tae dae a runner. run intae Mally at the Fit ay the Walk, n we crack away fir a bit. 
The auld man intervenes, ushering us along, n lookin at Mally as if he wanted tae brek this evil 
pusher's legs. Poor Mally, whae widnae even touch a joint. Lloyd Beattie, whae used tae be a good 
mate ay oors years ago, before every cunt found oot he'd been shaggin his ain sister, gied us a meek 
nod. 
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In the club, people huv big smiles for the auld man n auld lady and strained ones fir me. 
Ah wis conscious ay some whispers n nods, followed by silences as we took a table. Faither slaps us 
oan the back n winks n Ma gies us a heart—wrenchingly tender and smotheringly indulgent smile. 
Nae doubt aboot it, thir no bad auld cunts. Ah love the fuck oot ay the bastards, if the truth be telt. 

Ah think aboot how they must feel aboot me huvin turned oot the wey ah huv. Fuckin 
shame. Still, ah'm here. Perr Lesley's nivir gaunnae see wee Dawn grow up. Les and Sick fuck n 
Lesley, they say she's in the Southern General in Glesgie life-support. Paracetamol joab. She went 
through tae Glesgie tae git away fae the smack scene in Muirhoose n ended up movin intae Possil wi 
Skreel n Garbo. There's nae escape fir some fuckers. Hara—kiri wis Les's best option. 

Swanney wis his customary sensitive self: — Fuckin Weedjies git aw the best gear these 
days. Thair oan that pure pharmaceuti— cal shite while we're reduced tae crushin up any fuckin jack n 
jills wi kin git oor hands oan. Good gear's wasted oan these cunts, maist ay thum dinnae even inject. 
Smokin and snortin skag, a fuckin waste, he hissed contemptuously. — N that fuckin Lesley: she 
should be turnin the White Swan oantae that gear. Does she punt any ay it ma wey? Naw. She just 
sits feelin sorry fir hersel aboot her bairn. Shame n that, ken, dinnae git us wrong. Thing is, thir's 
opportunities n aw. Freedom fae the responsibility ay bein a single parent n that. Ye'd think she'd lap 
up the chance tae spread her wings. 

Freedom fae responsibility. That sounds good. Ah'd like freedom fae the responsibility ay 
sittin in this fuckin club. 

Jocky Linton comes ower tae join us. Jocky's pus is shaped like an egg oan its side. He's 
goat thick black hair flecked wi silver. He wears a blue shirt which is short-sleeved and exposes his 
tattoos. Oan one airm he's goat 'Jocky & Elaine — True Love Will Never Die' and ‘Scotland’ wi a 
Lion Rampant oan the other. Unfortunately, true love did bite the dust and Elaine shot the craw a 
long time ago. Jocky's now livin wi Margaret whae obviously hates the tattoo, but everytime he goes 
tae git another one pit ower it, he bottles oot, makin excuses aboot the fear ay HIV wi the needles. 
It’s obviously shite, a feeble cop—oot because he still huds a candle fir Elaine. The thing ah 
remember maist ahoot Jocky is his singing at pairties. He used tae sing George Harrison’s My Sweet 
Lord, that wis his perty—piece. Jocky niver quite mastered the lyrics tae it though. He only kent the 
title and ‘ah really want tae see vou Lord’ and the rest wis da—da—da—da da—da—da. 

— Day-vie. Cah-thy. Loo—kin—gor—jis—the—night—doll. Dinnay—you—be-tur—nin—yer. 
back—ren—tin—or—ah'll—be-ruh—nin—ah—way—wi-her! Gles—kay—kee—lay—thit-ye-ur. Jocky spat out 
his syllables Kalashnikov style. 

The auld girl tries tae look coy, her expression makin us feel a bit queasy inside. Ah jist 
hide behind a pint ay lager and fir once in ma puff am gled tae observe the total silence that the club 
bingo game imposes. Ma customary irritation at huvin ma every word policed by morons is now a 
replaced by a feeling ay sheer bliss. 

Ah should have hud a house, bit ah didnae want tae speak, tae draw any attention tae masel 
whatsoever.

Eftir one gulp, 
a violent, wretching, spasm seizes us. Faither slaps ma back. Ah cannae touch ma pint eftir this, but 
Jocky n the auld man are flinging them back steadily. Margaret comes in, and before very long, she 
and the auld girl are makin good progress oan the vodka n tonics n the Carlsberg Specials. The band 
strikes up, which ah at first welcome as a respite fae talkin. 

Ma Ma n faither git up tae dance tae ‘Sultans Of Swing’. 

— Ah like that Dire Straits, Margaret observes. — They appeal tae young ones, but aw ages 
like them. 

Ah'm almost tempted tae vigorously refute this cretinous statement. However, ah content 
masel wi talking fitba wi Jocky. 

— Rox-—burgh wants shoot-in. That's—the—worst—Scot—lind—squad—ah'vc-ivir-seen, Jocky 
states, jaw jutting forward. 

— S no really his fault. Ye kin only pish wi the cock yiv goat. Whae else is thir? 

— Aye, right-e-nuff. . . but—ah'd—like—tae—-see—John—Raw-— birt—sin—git—un—ext—ten—did. 
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run. Des-—erves—it. Scot—lind's—maist— kin—sist—tint-strik—ir. 

We continue our ritualistic argument, me trying tae find even a semblance ay passion which 
would breathe life intae it, and failing miserably. 

Ah note that Jocky n Margaret hud been briefed tae ensure thit ah didnae try tae slip away. 
They aw took shifts tae mind us, the four ay them nivir up dancin at the same time. Jocky n ma Ma 
tae The Wanderer’, Margaret n ma faither tae ‘Jolene’, Ma n faither again tae ‘Rollin Down The 
River’, Margaret n Jocky tae ‘Save The Last Dance For Me'. 

As the fat singer launches intae ‘Song Sung Blue’, the auld lady pulls us oantae the 
danceflair like ah wis a rag doll. Sweat spills oot ay us under the lights as Ma struts her stuff n ah 
self- consciously twitch. The humiliation intensifies as ah realise that the cunts ur daein a Neil 
Diamond medley. Ah huv tae go through ‘Forever In Blue Jeans’, 'Love On The Rocks' and

— No sae bad. Yirsel? 

— Ye see it aw. This is Gerry. Gerry, this is Mark, he wis in ma class at school. Seems a 
long time ago now, eh? 

She introduces me to a surly, sweaty gorilla who grunts in ma direction. Ah nod. 

— Aye. Certainly does. 

— Still see Simon? Aw the manto ask eftir Sick Boy. It makes us ill.

The guy has a face that just 
disapproves ay the world in general and looks ready for a square go wi it. Ah'm sure he's one ay the 
Sutherlands. Tricia could definitely huv done better for herself. loads ay punters at school used tae 
fancy her. Ah used tae hing aroond her in the hope that people would think ah wis gaun oot wi her, 
in the hope that ah would be, by a sortav osmosis. Ah once started tae believe ma ain propaganda, 
and goat a healthy slap in the pus when ah tried tae put my hand up her jersey when we were up the 
disused railway line. Sick Boy fucked her though, the Cunt. 

— He eywis goat aroond did oor Simon, she sais wi a wistful smile. 

Daddy Simone. 

— Sure did. Stoat the baw, pimpin, drug—dealin, extortin money fae people. That's oor 
Simon. The bitterness in ma voice surprised us. Sick Boy wis ma best mate, well, Sick Boy n Spud 
n maybe Tommy. Why am ah giem the cunt such a bad press? Is it solely because ay his neglect ay 
parental duties, or indeed his lack of acknowledgement ay parental status? It's more likely because I 
envy the cunt. He doesnae care. Because he doesnae care, he cannae be hurt. Never. 

Whatever the reason, it freaks Tricia. 

Eh. . . well, right, eh, see ye Mark. 

They leave quicky, Tricia cairryin the tray ay drinks and the Sutherland gorilla (or ah think 
he wis a Sutherland) lookin back at us, his knuckles nearly scrapin the varnish oan the dance flair.

We 
aw live, then we die, in quite a short space ay time n aw. That's it; end ay fuckin story.

Somebody sais: — C'moan Mark, a gentle 
voice. Ah step forward and grab a length of the cord. Ah help ma faither n ma uncles, Charlie n 
Dougie, tae lower the remains ay ma brother intae the groond.

Ah wonder 
what's in the boax. No much ay Billy, that's fir sure. Ah look ower at ma Ma n Sharon, Billy's burd, 
who are being comforted by an assortment ay aunties. Lenny, Peasbo n Naz, Billy's mates, ur here, 
along wi some ay his squaddie pals. 

Billy Boy, Billy Boy. Hello, hello, we are the. It’s nothing tae dae wi 

Ah keep thinking ay that auld Walker Brothers number, the one Midge Ure covered: 
There's no regrets. no tears goodbye, I don't want you back etcetera, etcetera. 

Ah cannae feel remorse, only anger and contempt. Ah seethed when ah saw that fuckin 
Union Jack oan his coffin, n watched that smarmy, wimpy cunt ay an officer, obviously oot ay his 
depth here, tryin tae talk tae ma Ma. Worse still, these Glasgow cunts, the auld boy's side, are 
through here en masse. They're fill ay shite aboot how he died in the service ay his country n aw that 
servile Hun crap. Billy was a silly cunt, pure and simple. No a hero, no a martyr, jist a daft cunt. 

A fit ay giggles hits us, threatening tae completely overwhelm us. Ah nearly cowped ower 
laughing hysterically, when ma faither's brar, Charlie, grabbed us by the airm.

Me helplessly pinned tae 
the flair. Windpipe constricted tae the width ay a straw. Praying, as the oxygen drained fae ma lungs 
and brain, that Ma would return fae Presto’s before you crushed the life oot ay ma skinny body. The 
smell ay pish fae your genitals, a damp patch on your short troosers. Was it really that exciting, Billy 
Boy?

Billy being tormented by the Sutherland Brothers and entourage, who certainly made him 
quiver ha fuckin ha as they danced around him singing: YOUR BROTHER'S A SPASTIC, one of the 
great Leith street hits of the seventies, generally performed when the legs got too tired to sustain the 
twenty-two- a-—side game ay fitba. Were they talking about Davie, or perhaps even me? Didnae 
matter. They didnae see me looking doon fae the bridge. Billy, your head stayed bowed. Impotence. 
How does it feel Billy Boy? Not good. I know because 

It's weird by the graveside. Spud's here somewhere, clean, jist oot ay Saughton. Tommy n 
aw. It's crazy, Spud lookin healthy, n Tommy lookin like death warmed up. Complete role reversal. 
Davie Mitchell, a good mate ay Tommy's, a guy whae ah once worked wi oan site as an apprentice 
chippy way back, hus shown up. Davie caught HIV fae this lassie. Brave ay the cunt tae come. 
That's fuckin real bravery. Begbie, just when ah could make use ay the cunt's evil presence and 
capacity tae cause chaos, is oan hoaliday in Benidorm. Ah could do with his immoral support vis—a— 
vis my Weedjie relations. Sick Boy's still in France, livin oot his fantasies. 

Billy Boy. Ah remember sharing that room. How the fuck ah did it for aw they years beats 

The sun has a power. You can understand why people worship it. It's there, we know the 
sun, we can see it, and we need it. 

You had first call on the room Billy. Fifteen months ma senior. Might is right. You'd 
bring gaunt—faced, vicious—eyed, gum— chewing lassies back to fuck, or at least heavy pet. They'd 
look at me with android contempt as you banished me, whoever was with me, and my Subbuteo into 
the lobby. Ah particularly recall the needless crunching of one Liverpool and two Sheffield 
Wednesday players under your heel. Unnecessary, but then total domination requires its symbolism, 
eh no Billy Boy? 

Ma cousin Nina looks intensely shaftable. She's goat long, dark hair, and is wearing an 
ankle—length, black coat. Seems tae be a bit ay a Goth. Noting some ay Willie's squaddy pals and 
ma Weedjie uncles gettin oan well, ah find masel whistling "The Foggy Dew'. One squaddy Wi big, 
protruding front teeth, cottons oan and looks at us in surprise n then anger, so ah blaws the cunt a 
kiss. He stares at me for a bit, then looks away, shit up. Good. Wabbit season. 

Billy Boy, ah wis your other spastic brother, the one who'd never had a ride, as you'd tell 
your mate Lenny. Lenny'd laugh and laugh until he'd almost have an asthma attack. It wisnae 
particularly Billy no you stupid, fuckin cunt 

Ah give Nina a broad wink and she smiles, embarrassed. Ma faither's been clocking this 
and he steams ower tae me. 

— Wahn fuckin bit ay crap oot ay you n that's us finished. Right? 

His eyes were tired, sunk deep intae thir sockets. Thir wis a sad and unsettling 
vulnerability aboot him ah'd nivir seen before. | Ah wanted tae say so much tae the man, but ah 
resented him fir allowing this circus tae take place. 

— See ye up the hoose, faither. Ah'm gaun tae see Ma. 

An overhead conversation in the kitchen, fuck-knows when. Faither goes: — Thir's 
something wrong wi that laddie Cathy. Sittin in aw the time. It's no natural. Ah mean, look at Billy. 

Ma sais back: — The laddie's jist different Davie, that's aw. 


Different fae Billy. Not a Billy Boy. You won't know him by his noise, but by his silence. 
When he comes for you, he won't come screaming, announcing his intentions, but he'll come. Hello, 
hello. Goodbye. 

Ah git a lift fae Tommy, Spud n Mitch. They urnae fir comin in. They depart quickly. Ah 
see ma auld lady, delirious, bein helped oot ay the taxi by her sister Irene, and sister-in-law Alice. 
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The Weedjie aunties are clucking around in the background, ah can hear these horrible accents; bad 
enough oan a man, fuckin revolting oan a woman. These hatchet—faced auld boots dinnae look 
comfortable. Obviously, thir mair in their niche at the funeral ay an elderly relative whin thir's 
goodies up fir grabs. 

Ma grabs the airm ay Sharon, Billy's burd, whae's goat a big bun in her oven. Why the fuck 
dae people ey grab each other's airms at funerals? 

— He wid'uv made an honest wimmin ay ye hen. You wir eywis the one fir him. The wey 
she sais it, it was like she was trying tae convince herself as much as Sharon. Perr Ma. Two years 
ago, she hud three sons, now she's only got one, whae's a junky. The game's no straight. 

— Dae ye think the army'll huv anything fir me? ah heard Sharon asking ma Auntie Effie, 
as we got intae the hoose. — Ah'm cairryin his bairn . . it's Billy's bairn. . . she pleads. 

— Dae ye think the moon's made oot ay green fuckin knob cheese? ah remark. 

Fortunately, everyone seems too loast in thumsels tae pick it up. 

Like Billy. He started to ignore me when I became invisible.

He'd be 
sayin, enjoy yirsels, fir god sake! Ah've goat friends n family here. We've no seen each other fir 
ages.

Ma grip tensed oan 
the whisky gless ah wis haudin. Ah wisnae gaunnae let the cunt touch us wi they fuckin hands. If he 
moved he wis gittin this gless.

No go. Whair the fuck are the cunts? Ma ain bastard fault. Should've phoned tae tell them 
ah wis comin doon. Well, the surprise is mine. Nae fucker's in. The black door has a coldness, a 
stern, deathly front which seems tae say tae us thit they've been gone a long time, and willnae be back 
fir a longer yin, if ever. Ah deek though the letter boax, bit ah cannae see if thir's any envelopes at the 
bottom ay the door. 

Ah boot the door in frustration. The woman across the landing, a mumpy hoor as ah 
remember, opens her door and pokes hur heid oot. She stares at us as if tae ask us a question. Ah 
ignore her. 

— They ain't in. Ain't been in for a couple of days, she tells us, looking suspiciously at ma 
sports bag as if thir wis explosives contained in it. 

— Nice one, ah gruffly mumble, turnin ma heid ceilingwards in exasperation, hoping that 
this show ay desperation will encourage the woman tae say something like: I know you. You used to 
stay there. You must be exhausted travelling all the way down from Scotland. Come in, have a nice 
cup ay tea, and wait for your friends. 

Whit she does say is: — Naah . . . ain't seem em for at least two days. 

Cunt. Fuck. Bastard. Shite. 
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They could be anywhere. They could be naewhaire. They could be back at anytime. They 
might never be back. 

Ah walk doon Hammersmith Broadway, London seeming strange and alien, after only a 
three-month absence, as familiar places do when you've been away. It's as if everything is a copy of 
what you knew before, similar, yet somehow lacking in its usual qualities, a bit like the wey things are 
in a dream. They say you have to live in a place to know it, but you have to come fresh tae it tae really 
see it. Ah remember walkin along Princes Street wi Spud, we both hate walkin along that hideous 
street, deadened by tourists and shoppers, the twin curses ay modern capitalism. Ah looked up at the 
castle and thought, it's just another building tae us. It registers in oor heids just like the British Home 
Stores or Virgin Records. We were heading tae these places oan a shoplifting spree. But when ye 
come back oot ay Waverley Station eftir bein away fir a bit, ye think: Hi, this isnae bad. 

Everything in the street today seems soft focus. It's probably lack of sleep and lack of 
drugs. 

The pub sign is a new one, but its message is old. The Britannia. Rule Britannia. Ah've 
never felt British, because ah'm not. It's ugly and artificial. Ah've never really felt Scottish either, 
though. Scotland the brave, ma arse; Scotland the shitein cunt. We'd throttle the life oot ay each 
other fir the privilege ay rimmin some English aristocrat's piles. Ah've never felt a fuckin thing aboot 
countries, other than total disgust. They should abolish the fuckin lot ay them. Kill every fuckin 
parasite politician that ever stood up and mouthed lies and fascist platitudes in a suit and a smarmy 
smile. 

The board tells us thit there is a gay skinheads night oan in the back bar. Cults and 
subcultures segment and cross—matrix in a place like this. Ye can be freer here, no because it's 
London, but because it isnae Leith. Wir all slags on holiday. 


In the public bar, ah scan for a familiar face. The layout and decor of the place has 
radically changed, for the worse. What was once a good, grotty local where you could fling beer over 
your mates and get sucked off in the women's or men's toilets is now a frighteningly sanitised hole. A 
few locals Wi hard, bemused faces and cheap clathes, cling tae a corner ay the bar like shipwrecked 
survivors tae driftwood as yuppies guffaw loudly. Still at work, always in the office, but wi alcohol 
instead ay phones. This place is now geared up tae supplying all-day meals to workers ay the offices 
that continue to encroach into the Borough. Davo and Suzy widnae drink in a soulless toilet like this. 

One ay the barmen, though, looks vaguely familiar. 

— Does Paul Davis still drink in here? ah ask him. 

— You wot Jock, the coloured geezer that plays for the Arsenal? he laughs. 

— Naw, this is a big scouser. Dark, spiked hair, nose like a fuckin ski slope. Ye couldnae 
miss this guy. 

— Roight . . . yeah, oi know the geezer Davo. Angs around wiff that bird, little gel, short, 
black hair. Nah, ain't seen that crowd in ere for ages. Don't even know if they're still on the manor. 

Ah drink a pint ay fizzy pish, and crack Wi the guy aboot his new customers. 

— Fing is Jock, most orf them geezers ain't even genuine yuppies, he disdainfully gestures 
over to a crowd of suits in the corner. — Mostly fucking shiny—arsed clerks or commission— based 
insurance salesmen that get a handful orf fucking roice each week in wages. It's orl fucking image, 
innit. These cahnts are all up to their fucking eyes in debt. Strutting around the fucking city in 
expensive suits pretendin that they're on fifty K a year. Most orf them aint even got a five—figure 
salary, ave they. 

Thir wis a lot in what the guy said, bitter as the cunt wis. Thir wis certainly mair dosh 
kickin aboot down here thin up the road, but one thing the cunts doon here hud swallayed, wis the idea 
thit aw ye hud tae dae wis tae look the part, n it wid aw come your way, which wis fuckin shite. 
Ah've known scheme junkies in Edinburgh Wi a healthier asset-tae—debt ratio thin some two- waged, 
heavily—mortgaged couples doon here. It'll hit the fan one day. Thir are sackloads ay repossession 
orders in the post. 

Ah go back up tae the flat. Still nae sign ay the cunts. 

The woman across the wey comes back oot. — You won't find em in. Her voice is smug 
and gloating. What a cunt ay the first order this old slag is. A black cat meanders past her, out ontae 
the landing. 

— Choatah! Choatah! C'mere you bleedin little . . . She picks the cat up and holds it 
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protectively to her bosom like a baby, staring at us bitterly as if ah somehow intended tae herm the 
bag ay shite. 

Ah fuckin hate cats, nearly as much as ah hate dugs. Ah advocate the banning ay the use ay 
animals as pets and the extermination ay aw dugs, except a few, which could be exhibited in a zoo. 
That's one ay the few things that me n Sick Boy consistently agree aboot. 

Cunts. Whair the fuck ur they? 

Ah go back doon tae the pub n huv another couple ay pints. It's fuckin soul destroying, 
what the bastards have done tae this place. The nights we used tae huv in here. It's like the past hus 
been eradicated along Wi the auld fittings. 

Withoot thinking consciously, ah've left the pub, n ah'm walking back the wey ah came, 
towards Victoria. Ah stoap oaf at a pay—phone, pull oot some loose change n ma battered address 
book. Time tae look fir alternative digs. Could be dodgy. Ah've fucked up Wi Stevie or Stella, no 
way I'd be welcome back there. Andreas is back in Greece, Caroline is oan hoaliday in Spain, Tony, 
stupid fuckin doss cunt Tony, is Wi Sick Boy, whae's ower fae France, back up in fuckin Edinburgh. 
Ah forgot tae git the cunt's keys, n the bastard forgot tae remind us. 

Charlene Hill. She's Brixton. First choice. Might even git a ride, if ah play ma cairds 
right. Could certainly dae Wi one . . . that's whit being straight, well straightish, does tae ye. torture. 

— Hello? Another woman's voice. 

— Hi. Can I speak to Charlene? 

— Charlene . . . she don't live ere anymore. Don't know where she is now, Stockwell, I fink 
... ain't got an address . . 


old on... MICK! MICK! YOU GOT CHARLENE'S ADDRESS? ...CHARLEEENE. . 
. Na. Sorry. Ain't got it. 

No ma fuckin day. Hus tae be Nicksy. 

—No. No. No Brian Nixon. Gone. Gone; an Asian voice. — 

Goat an address fir um mate? 

—No. Gone. Gone. No Brian Nixon. 

— Whair's he steyin likesay but? 

— What? What? I cannot understand you... 

— No Brian Nixon. No drugs. Go. Go. The cunt slams the phone doon oan us. 

It's gettin late, and this city has shut me oot. An alko wi a Glasgow accent taps twenty 
pence fi us. 

— Yir a fuckin good boey, ah'll tell ye that son .. . he groans. 

— You're oriroight Jock, ah tell um, in ma best Cockney. Other Scots in London ur a pain in 
the erse. Particularly Weedjies, whae irritate us at the best ay times Wi thir nosey cunt patter, which 
they pretend is friendliness. The last thing ah want right now is tae be stuck Wi a fuckin soapdodger 
in tow. 

Ah think aboot gittin the 38 or 55 up tae Hackney, and callin oan Mel at Dalston. If Mel's 
no in, and the cunt's no oan the phone, then ma boats ur well n truly burned. 

Instead ah find masel peyin tae git intae the all-night cinema in Victoria. It shows porno 
movies throughout the night, until five a.m. It's a crash pad for every low—life under the sun. Winos, 
junkies, vagrants, sex—fiends, psychos, they all converge here at night. Ah pledged tae masel thit ah'd 
nivir spend a night here again, eftir the last time. A few years back ah wis in here wi Nicksy n some 
boy goat stabbed. The polis came n jist lifted every cunt they could git thir hands oan includin us. 
We hud a quart ay hash oan us n hud tae eat the lot. We couldnae even fuckin speak by the time they 
goat roond tae interviewin us doon the station. They kept us in the cells overnight. Next day they took 
us roond tae Bow Street magistrates court, it's right next tae the nick, and fined every cunt whae wis 
too incoherent tae give evidence Wi a breach ay the peace. Nicksy n me goat stung fir thirty bar each; 
whin it wis thirty bar. 

Here ah am again though. If anything, the place has gone downhill since ma last visit. Aw 
the films are pornographic, except fir one excruciatingly violent documentary, where various animals 
tear each other apart in exotic locations.

The best film is a German one overdubbed Wi American English. The plot is no great 
shakes. It concerns this young lassie in a Bavarian costume who gets fucked in a variety of ways and 
locations by almost every male and a few ay the females oan the farm. The set pieces are quite 
imaginative though, and ah'm gettin intae it. These images are obviously the nearest most cunts in this 
dive ever come tae sex, although having said that, ye can tell by the sounds that some men and women 
and men and men are fucking. Ah find ah've goat a hard—on, and ah'm even tempted tae have a wank, 
but the next film crushes ma erection. 

It's a British one, inevitably. It's set in a London office during the party season and is 
imaginatively entitled: The Office’ Party. It stars Mike Baldwin, or the actor Johnny Briggs, whae 
plays the cunt in Coronation Street. It’s like a Carry-On film Wi less humour and mair sex. Mike 
eventually gets fucked, but he disnae deserve tae, lookin like an irritating wee sleazebag fir maist ay 
the film.

He sounds really 
pathetic, n he's goat a wizened wee face. Ah actually start feelin sorry fir um. 


— Ah'm no a buftie pal, ah tell um. He looks confused. — No homosexual, ah point at 
masel, feeling vaguely ridiculous. What a fuckin daft thing tae say. 
— Sorry. Sorry. 


This sortay gits us thinkin. How the fuck dae ah ken ah'm no a homosexual if ah've nivir 
been Wi another guy? Ah mean, really fir sure? Ah've always hud a notion tae go aw the wey Wi 
another guy, tae see what it wis like. Ah mean, yuv goat tae try everything once. Huvin said that, 
ah'd huvtae be in the drivin seat. Ah couldnae handle some cunt's knob up ma erse. One time ah 
picked up this gorgeous young queen in the London Apprentice. Ah took um back tae the auld gaff 
in Poplar. Tony n Caroline came in n caught us giem the boy a gam. It wis a total embarrassment. 
Giein a guy whae wis wearin a condom a blowjob. It wis like sucking a plastic dildo. Ah wis bored 
tae fuck, bit the boy hud sucked me oaf first so ah felt ah hud tae reciprocate. It wis a good blow—job 
he gave, technically speaking. However, ah hud kept gaun soft n collapsing Wi laughter at the 
expression oan his face. He looked like this lassie ah used tae fancy ages ago, so wi a bit ay 
imagination and concentration ah managed, tae ma surprise, tae shoot ma load intae the rubber.

Anywey, ah widnae mind gaun aw the wey Wi a gadge, if it felt right. Jist fir the 
experience. Problem is, ah only really fancy birds. Guys jist dinnae look sexy. It's aw ahoot 
aesthetics, fuck all tae dae wi morality. 

The auld cunt disnae exactly look like he'd be high oan the list ay candidates tae lose yir 
homosexual virginity tae. He tells us though, thit he's goat a place up in Stoke Newington n asks us if 
ah'd like tae crash the night. Well, Stokie’s no far fae Mel's bit at Dalston, so ah thoat: Fuck it. 

The auld cunt's Italian, n he's called Gi, short fir Giovanni, ah'd imagine. He tells us that 
he's workin in a restaurant and that he's goat a wife n bairns back in Italy. Ah git a feelin thit this 
disnae quite ring true. One ay the great things aboot bein intae junk is thit ye come across loads ay 
liars. Ye develop a certain expertise in that area yirsel, and a keen nose for the bullshit. 

Wi git a night bus up tae Stokie fi Victoria. Thirs loads ay young punters oan the bus; 
stoned, pished, gaun tae perties, comin fae perties. Ah wished tae fuck that ah wis in one ay they 
squads instead ay Wi this auld cunt. Still. 

Gi's basement flat is somewhair oafay Church Street. Ah'm loast eftir that, but ah ken thit 
wir no as far in as Newington Green. It's extremely fuckin dingy inside. Thir's an auld sideboard, a 
chest ay drawers and a big, brass bed in the middle ay this musty smelling room, which has a kitchen 
and toilet off it. 

Given ma previous vibe aboot this cunt, ah'm surprised tae see pictures ay a woman n 
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bairns aw ower the place. 

— Yir family mate? 

— Yes, this is my family. Soon they will be joining me. 

This still didnae sound plausible tae me. Perhaps ah've become that used tae lies, thit the 
truth sounds indecently false. But still. 

— Must miss thum. 

— Yes. Oh yes, he goes, then he sais — Lie down on the bed my friend. You can sleep. I 
like you. You can stay for a while. 

Ah gie the wee cunt a hard stare. He's nae physical threat, so ah thought, fuck it, ah'm 
knackered, n ah climbed oantae the bed. Ah hud a flicker ay doubt as ah remembered Dennis Nilsen. 
Ah bet thir wis some cunts whae thought thit he wis nae physical threat; before he throttled thum, 
decapitated thum n biled thir heids in a big pan. Nilsen used tae work in the same Jobcentre in 
Cricklewood as this guy fae Greenock ah knew. The Greenock guy told me that one Christmas Nilsen 
brought in a curry he'd made fir the staff ay the centre. 

Mibbe bullshit, but ye nivir know. Anywey, ah'm so fucked that ah shut ma eyes, 
succumbing tae ma tiredness. Ah tensed slightly when ah felt him gittin oantae the bed beside us, but 
ah soon relaxed because he made nae move tae touch us n we wir both fully clathed. Ah felt masel 
driftin oaf intae a sick, disorientated sleep. Ah woke up, Wi nae idea ay how long ah'd been asleep; 

Egg— 
white strands of thick, sticky fluid trailed from ma hand. Ah turned n saw the auld cunt lyin beside us, 
now naked, spunk drippin fae ehs small, fat cock. 

— Ya dirty auld cunt! . . . wankin ower us in ma fuckin sleep . . . ya fuckin mingin auld 
bastard! Ah felt like a dirty hanky, just used, just nothing. A rage gripped us n ah smacked the wee 
cunt in the mooth n pulled um oaf the bed. He looked like a repulsive, fat gnome wi his bloated 
stomach n roond heid. Ah booted um a few times as he cowered oan the deck, then ah stoaped as ah 
realised he wis sobbin. 

— Fuck sake. Dirty wee cunt. Fuckin... Ah paced up and doon the room. His greetin wis 
disturbing. Ah pulled a dressinggown oaf one ay the brass knobs oan the edge ay the bed n draped it 
roond his ugly nakedness. 

— Maria. Antonio, he sobs. Ah realise thit ah've goat ma airm aroond the wee bastard n 
ah'm comforting him. 

— S awright mate. S awright. Sorry. Didnae mean tae hurt ye, it's jist likesay, nae cunts 
wanked ower us before. 

That wis certainly true. 

— You are kind. . . what can I do? Maria. My Maria. .. He wis howling. His mooth 
dominated his face, a huge black hole in the twilight. He smelt ay stale drink, sweat n spunk. 


— Look, c'moan we'll go doon tae a cafe. Huv a wee blether. Ah'll git ye some breakfast. 
Oan me. Thir's a good place doon Ridley Road, by the market, ken? It'll be open by now. 


My suggestion wis as much motivated by self-interest as altruism. It took us nearer tae 
Mel's place at Dalston, and ah wanted oot ay this depressing basement room. 

He goat dressed n we left. We padded the hoof doon Stokie High Street n Kingsland Road, 
doon tae the market. The cafe wis surprisingly busy, but we goat a table. Ah hud a cheese n tomatay 
bagel n the auld cunt hus this horrible black boiled meat, the stuff that the Jewish punters up at 
Stamford Hill seem tae be intae.

Ma spirits soared whin we goat doon the road tae Mel's and ah heard reggae music blastin 
intae the street and saw the lights oan. The fag—end ay what must huv been a considerable party wis 
still gaun. 

It wis good tae git amongst auld faces. They wir aw thair, aw the cunts, Davo, Suzy, 
Nicksy (bombed oot ay his boax), n Charlene. Bodies wir crashed oot aw ower the place. Two lassies 
wir dancin wi each other, n Char wis dancin Wi this guy. Paul n Nicksy wir smokin; opium, no hash. 
Maist English junkies ah know smoke horse rather than shoot it up. Needles seem tae be mair ay a 
Scottish, Edinburgh, thing. Ah take a toke fae the cunts anywey. 

— Farking great tuh see yah again, me old sahn! Nicksy slaps us oan the back Clockin Gi, 
he whispers, — Oose the old cahnt then, eh? Ah'd brought the wee bastard along. Ah didnae huv the 
heart tae leave the cunt eftir listening tae aw his tales ay woe. 

— Sound mate. Great tae see ye. This is Gi. Good mate ay mines. Steys up in Stokie. Ah 
slaps auld Gi oan the back. The perr wee fucker wears an expression like ye'd see oan a rabbit at the 
bars ay its cage asking fur a bit ay lettuce. 


Ah go fir a wander, leavin Gi talking tae Paul n Nicksy aboot Napoli, Liverpool and West 
Ham, the international male language ay fitba. Sometimes ah lap up that talk, other times its pointless 
tediousness depresses the fuck oot ay us. 

In the kitchen, two guys are arguin aboot the poll tax. One boy's sussed oot, the other's a 
fuckin spineless Labour/Tory Party servile wankboy. 

— You're a fuckin arsehole oan two counts. One, if ye think the Labour Party's goat a 
fuckin chance ay ever gettin in again this century, two, if ye think it would make a blind bit ay fuckin 
difference if they ever did, ah jist butt in and tell the cunt. He stands thair open—moothed, while the 
other guy smiles. 

— That's joost wot oi was troi—ing to tell the bastid, he sais in a Brummie accent. 

Ah split, leaving the servile cunt still bemused. Ah go intae in a bedroom whair this guy's 
licking oot this lassie, aboot three feet away fae whair some junkies are usin. Ah look at the junkies. 
Fuck me, thir usin works, shootin up n that. So much fir ma theories. 

— You want a photograph mate? this skinny wee Goth wide—o whae's cookin asks. 

— You want a fuckin burst mooth, cunt? Ah answer his question wi a question. He looks 
away n keeps cookin. Ah stare at the toap ay his heid fir a bit. Content that the cunt's shat his load, ah 
loosen up. Whenever ah go doon south, ah seem tae huv that kind ay attitude. It goes eftir a couple 
ay days. Ah think ah ken why ah huv it, but it wid take too long tae explain, n sound too pathetic. As 
ah leave the room, ah hear the lassie groanin oan the bed n the guy sayin, — Wot a fucking sweet cunt 
you got gel..... 

Ah stagger through the door, Wi that soft, slow voice resonating in ma ear: — Wot a fucking 
sweet cunt you got gel . . . and it starkly makes explicit to me just what ah've been looking around for. 

Ah'm no exactly spoiled fir choice here. The scene's pish—poor in the potential bag—off 
stakes. At this time ay the morning, the most desirable women huv either bagged off or fucked off 
Charlene's copped, so's the woman that Sick Boy shagged oan her 21st birthday. Even the lassie wi 
the eyes like Marty Feldman and the hair like pubes, is spoken for. 

Story ay ma fuckin life. Arrive too early, git too pished or stoned oot ay boredom n blow it, 
or git thair too fuckin late. 

Wee Gi's standing by the fireplace, sipping a can ay lager. He looks frightened and 
bemused. Ah think tae masel, ah might end up whappin it up the wee cunt's choc—box yit. 

The thought depresses the fuck oot ay us. Still, we are all slags oan hoaliday. 
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BAD BLOOD 


I first meet Alan Venters through the 'HIV and Positive' self-help group, although he wasn't 
part of that group for long. Venters didn't look after himself very well, and soon developed one of the 
many opportunistic infections we're prone to. I always find the term ‘opportunistic infection’ amusing. 
In our culture, it seems to invoke some admirable quality. I think of the ‘opportunism’ of the 
entrepreneur who spots a gap in the market, or that of the striker in the penalty box. Tricky buggers, 
those opportunistic infections. 

The members of the group were in a roughly similar medical condition. We were all anti— 
body positive, but still largely asymptomatic. Paranoia was never far from the surface at our 
meetings; everybody seemed to be furtively checking out everyone else's lymph glands for signs of 
swelling. It was disconcerting to feel people's eyes stray to the side of your face during conversation. 

This type of behaviour added further to the sense of unreality which hung over me at the 
time. I really couldn't conceive of what had happened to me. The test results at first just seemed 
unbelievable, so incongruous with the healthy way I felt and looked. Part of me remained convinced 
that there had to be a mistake, in spite of taking the test three times. My self—delusion should have 
been shattered when Donna refused to see me, but it was always hanging on in the background with a 
grim resolution. We always seem to believe what we want to believe. 

I stopped going to the group meetings after they put Alan Venters in the hospice. It just 
depressed me and, anyway, I wanted to spend my time visiting him. Tom, my key worker and one of 
the group counsellors, reluctantly accepted my decision. 

— Look Dave, I think that you seeing Alan in hospital is really great; for him. I'm more 
concerned about you at the moment, though. You're in great health, and the purpose of the group is to 
encourage us to make the most of things. We don't stop living just because we're HIV positive. . . 

Poor Tom. His first faux Pas of the day. — Is that the royal 'we' Tom? When you're HIV 
positive, tell me aw about it. 

Tom's healthy, pink cheeks flushed. He couldn't help it. Years of intensive interpersonal 
skills practice had taught him to hide the nervy visual and verbal giveaways. No shifty eye contact or 
quavering voice from him in the face of embarrassment. Not old Tom. Unfortunately, Tom cannae 
do a thing about the glowing red smears which rush up the side of his face on such occasions. — I'm 
sorry, Tom apologised assertively. He had the right to make mistakes. He always said that people 
had that right. Try telling that to my damaged immune system. 

— I'm just concerned that you're choosing to spend your time with Alan. Watching him 
wasting away won't be good for you and, besides, Alan was hardly the most positive member of the 
group. 

— He was certainly the most HIV positive member. 

Tom chose to ignore my remark. He had a right not to respond to the negative behaviour of 
others. We all had such a right, he told us. I liked Tom; he ploughed a lonely furrow, always trying to 
be positive. I thought that my job, which involved watching slumbering bodies being opened up by 
the cruel scalpel of Howison, was depressing and alienating. It’s a veritable picnic however, 
compared to watching souls being wrenched apart. That was what Tom had to put up with at the 
group meetings. 

Most members of 'HIV and Positive’ were intravenous drug—users. They picked up HIV 
from the shooting galleries which flourished in the city in the mid-eighties, after the Bread Street 
surgical suppliers was shut down. That stopped the flow of fresh needles and syringes. After that, it 
was large communal syringes and share and share alike. I've got a mate called Tommy who started 
using smack through hanging around with these guys in Leith. One of them I know, a guy called 
Mark Renton, whom I worked with way back in my chippy days. It's ironic that Mark has been 
shooting smack for years, and is, so far as I know, still not infected with HIV, while I've never 
touched the stuff in my life. There were, however, enough smack-heads present in the group to make 
you realise that he could be the exception, rather than the rule. 

Group meetings were generally tense affairs. The junkies resented the two homosexuals in 
the group. They believed that HIV originally spread into the city's drug—using community through an 
exploitative buftie landlord, who fucked his sick junky tenants for the rent. Myself and two women, 
one the non- drug—using partner of a junk addict, resented everyone as we were neither homosexual 
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nor junkies. At first I, like everyone else, believed that I had been ‘innocently’ infected. It was all too 
easy to blame the smack—heads or the buftie—boys at that time. However, I had seen the posters and 
read the leaflets. I remember in the punk era, the Sex Pistols saying that 'no one is innocent’. Too 
true. What also has to be said though, is that some are more guilty than others. This brings me back 
to Venters. 

I gave him a chance; a chance to show repentance. This was a sight more than the bastard 
deserved. At a group session, I told the first of several lies, the trail of which would lead to my grip 
on the soul of Alan Venters. 

I told the group that I had had unprotected, penetrative sex with people, knowing full well 
that I was HIV positive, and that I now regretted it. The room went deathly silent. People shifted 
nervously in their seats. Then a woman called Linda began to cry, shaking her head. Tom asked her 
if she wanted to leave the meeting. She said no, she would wait and hear what people had to say, 
venomously addressing her reply in my direction. I was largely oblivious to her anger though; I never 
took my eyes off Venters. He had that characteristic, perpetually bored expression on his face. I was 
sure a faint smile briefly played across his lips. 

— That was a very brave thing to say, Davie. I'm sure it took a lot of courage, Tom said 
solemnly. 

Not really you doss prick, it was a fucking lie. I shrugged. 


— I'm sure a terrific burden of guilt has been lifted from you, Tom continued, raising his 
brows, inviting me to come in. I accepted the opportunity this time. 

— Yes, Tom. Just to be able to share it with you all. It's terrible . . . I don't expect people to 
forgive... 

The other woman in the group, Marjory, directed a sneering insult towards me, which I 
didn't quite catch, while Linda continued crying. No reaction was forthcoming from the cunt who sat 
in the chair opposite me. His selfishness and lack of morality sickened me. I wanted to take him apart 
with my bare hands, there and then. I fought to control me senses, savouring the richness of my plan 
to destroy him. The disease could have his body; that was its victory, whatever malignant force it 
was. Mine would be a greater one, a more crushing one. I wanted his spirit. I planned to carve 
mortal wounds into his supposedly everlasting soul. Ay—men. 

Tom looked around the circle: — Does anyone empathise with Davie? How do people feel 
about this? 

After a bout of silence, during which my eyes stayed trained on the impassive figure of 
Venters, Wee Goagsie, a junky in the group, started to croak nervously. Then he blurted out, in a 
terrible rant, what I'd been waiting for from Venters. 


— Ah'm gled Davie sais that. . . ah did the same. . . ah did the fuckin same... an 
innocent lassie that nivir did a fuckin thing tae naebody . . . ah jist hated the world . .. ah mean... ah 
thought, how the fuck should ah care? What huv ah goat fae life .. . ah'm twenty-three an ah've hud 
nothin, no even a fuckin joab . . . why should ah care . . . whin ah telt the lassie, she jist freaked . . . he 
sobbed like a child. Then he looked up at us and produced, through his tears, the most beautiful smile 
I have ever seen on any one in my life. —... but it wis awright. She took the test. Three times ower 
six months. Nuthin. Shi wisnae infected .. Marjory, who in the same circumstances was infected, 
hissed at us. Then it happened. That cunt Venters rolled his eyes and smiled at me. That did it. That 
was the moment. The anger was still there, but it was fused with a great calmness, a powerful clarity. 
I smiled back at him, feeling like a semi-submerged crocodile eyeing a soft, furry animal drinking at 
the river's edge. 

— Naw . . . wee Goagsie whined piteously at Marjory, — it wisnae like that . . . waitin fir her 
test results wis worse thin waiting fir ma ain . . yis dinnae understand . . . ah didnae .. . ah mean ah 
dinnae . . . it's no like... 

Tom came to the aid of the quivering, inarticulate mass he had become. 

— Let's not forget the tremendous anger, resentment and bitterness that you all felt when you 
learned that you were anti—body positive. 

This was the cue for one of our customary, on-going series of arguments to shunt into full 
gear. Tom saw it as ‘dealing with our anger’ by ‘confronting reality’. The process was supposed to be 
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therapeutic, and indeed it seemed to be for many of the group, but I found it exhausting and 
depressing. Perhaps this was because, at the time, my personal agenda was different. 

Throughout this debate on personal responsibility, Venters, as was typical on such 
occasions, made his customary helpful and enlightening contribution. — Shite, he exclaimed, 
whenever someone made a point with passion. Tom would ask him, as he always did, why he felt that 
way. 

— Jist do, Venters replied with a shrug. Tom asked if he could explain why. 

— It's jist one person's view against the other's. 

Tom responded by asking Alan what his view was. Alan either said: Ah'm no bothered, or: 
Ah dinnae gie a fuck. I forget his exact words. 

Tom then asked him why he was here. Venters said: — Ah'll go then. He left, and the 
atmosphere instantly improved. It was as if someone who had done a vile and odious fart had 
somehow sucked it back up their arsehole. 

He came back though, as he always did, sporting that sneering, gloating expression. It was 
as if Venters believed that he alone was immortal. He enjoyed watching others trying to be positive, 
then deflating them. Never blatantly enough to get kicked out of the group, but enough to 
significantly lower its morale. The disease which racked his body was a sweetheart compared to the 
more obscure one that possessed his sick mind. 


Ironically, Venters saw me as a kindred spirit, unaware that my sole purpose of attending 
the meetings was to scrutinise him. I never spoke in the group, and perfected a cynical look 
whenever anyone else did. Such behaviour provided the basis on which I was able to pal up with Alan 
Venters. 

It had been easy to befriend this guy. Nobody else wanted to know him; I simply became 
his friend by default. We started drinking together; him recklessly, me carefully. I began to learn 
about his life, accumulating knowledge steadily, thoroughly and systematically. I had done a degree 
in Chemistry at Strathclyde University, but I never approached my studies of that subject with 
anything like the rigour or enthusiasm with which I approached the study of Venters. 

Venters had got HIV infection, like most people in Edinburgh, through the sharing of 
needles while taking heroin. Ironically, prior to being diagnosed HIV positive, he had kicked the junk, 
but was now a hopeless pisshead. The way he drank indiscriminately, occasionally stuffing a pub roll 
or toastie into his face during a marathon drinking bout, meant that his weakened frame was easy prey 
to all sorts of potentially killer infections. During his period of socialising with me, I confidently 
prophesied that he would last no time. 

That was how it turned out; a number of infections were soon coursing through his body. 
This made no difference to him. Venters carried on behaving as he had always done. He started to 
attend the hospice, or the unit, as they called it; first as an outpatient, then with a berth of his very 
own. 

It always seemed to be raining when I made that journey to the hospice; a wet, freezing, 
persistent rain, with winds that cut through your layers of clothing like an X-ray. Chills equal colds 
and colds can equal death, but this meant little to me at the time. Now, of course, I look after myself. 
Then, however, I had an all- consuming mission: there was work to be done. 

The hospice building is not unattractive. They have faced over the grey blocks with some 
nice yellow brickwork. There is no yellow brick approach road to the place, however. 

Every visit to Alan Venters brought my last one, and my final revenge, closer to hand. The 
point soon came when there was no time left to try and illicit heartfelt apologies from him. At one 
stage I thought that I wanted repentance from Venters more than revenge for myself. If I got it, I 
would have died with a belief in the fundamental goodness of the human spirit. 

The shrivelled vessel of skin and bone which contained the life—force of Venters seemed to 
be an inadequate home for a spirit of any sorts, let alone one in which to invest your hopes for 
humanity. However, a weakened, decaying body was supposed to bring the spirit closer to the 
surface, and make it more apparent to we mortals. That was what Gillian from the hospital where I 
worked told me. Gillian is very religious, and it suits her to believe that. We all see what we want to 
see. 

What did I really want? Perhaps it was always revenge, rather than repentance. Venters 
could have babbled for forgiveness like a greetin—-faced bairn. It might not have been enough to stop 
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me from doing what I planned to do. 

This internal discoursing; it's a by-product of all that counselling I got from Tom. He 
emphasised basic truths: you are not dying yet, you have to live your life until you are. Underpinning 
them was the belief that the grim reality. Of impending death can be talked away by trying to invest 
in the present reality of life. I didn't believe that at the time, but now I do. By definition, you have to 
live until you die. Better to make that life as complete and enjoyable an experience as possible, in 
case death is shite, which I suspect it will be. 

The nurse at the hospital looked a bit like Gail, a woman I'd once gone out with, pretty 
disastrously, as it happens. She wore the same cool expression on her face. In her case she had good 
reason, as I recognised it as one of professional concern. In Gail's case, such detachment was, I feel, 
inappropriate. This nurse looked at me in that strained, serious and patronising way. 

— Alan's very weak. Please don't stay too long. 

— I understand, I smiled, benign and sombre. As she was playing the caring professional, I 
thought that I had better play the concerned friend. I seemed to be playing the part quite well. 

— He's very fortunate to have such a good friend, she said, obviously perplexed that such a 
bastard abomination could have any friends. I grunted something noncommittal and moved into the 
small room. Alan looked terrible. I was worried sick; gravely concerned that this bastard might not 
last the week, that he might escape from the terrible destiny I'd carved out for him. The timing had to 
be right. 

It had given me great pleasure, at the start, to witness Venters's great physical agony. I will 
never let myself get into a state like that when I get sick; fuck that. I'll leave that engine running in the 
lock-up garage. Venters, shite that he is, did not have the guts to leave the gig of his own accord. 
He'd hang 'on till the grim end, if only to maximise the inconvenience to everyone. 

— Awright Al? I asked him. A silly question really. Convention always imposes its lunacy 
on us at such inappropriate times. 

— No bad... he wheezed. 

Are you quite sure, Alan, dear boy? Nothing wrong? You look a bit peaky. Probably just 
a touch of this little bug that's doing the rounds. Straight to bed with a couple of disprins and you'll 
be as right as rain tomorrow. 

— Any pain? I ask hopefully. 

— Naw... they goat drugs . . . jist ma breathin . . . I held his hand and felt a twinge of 
amusement as his pathetic, bony fingers squeezed tightly. I thought I was going to laugh in his 
skeletal face as his tired eyes kept shutting. 

Alas poor Alan, I knew him Nurse. He was a wanker, an infinite pest. I watched, stifling 
smirks, as he groped for breath. 

— S awright mate. Ah'm here, I said. 

— You're a good guy, Davie. . . he spluttered. —. . . pity we nivir knew each other 
before this. . . He opened his eyes and shut them again. 

— It was a fuckin pity awright you trash—faced little cunt.. I hissed at his closed eyes. 

— What? . . . what was that . . . he was delirious with fatigue and drugs. 

Lazy cunt. Spends too long in that scratcher. Should get off his hole for a wee bit of 
exercise. A quick jog around the park. Fifty press-ups. Two dozen squat thrusts. 

— I said, it's a shame we had to meet under such circumstances. 

He groaned contentedly and fell into a sleep. I extracted his scrawny fingers from my hand. 
Unpleasant dreams, cunt. 

The nurse came in to check on my man. — Most anti-social. Hardly the way to treat a 
guest, I smiled, looking down on the slumbering near—corpse that was Venters. She forced a nervous 
laugh, probably thinking it's the black humour of the homosexual or the junky, or the haemophiliac or 
whatever she imagines me to be. I don't give a toss about her perception of me. I see myself as the 
avenging angel. 

Killing this shitebag would only do him a big favour. That was the problem, but one which 
I managed to resolve. How do you hurt a man who's going to die soon, knows it, and doesnae give a 
toss? Talking, but more crucially, listening to Venters, I found out how. You hurt them through the 
living. through the people they care for. 

The song says that ‘everybody loves somebody sometime’, but Venters seemed to defy that 
generalisation. The man just did not like people, and they more than reciprocated. With other me'n 
Venters saw himself in an adversarial role. Past acquaintances were described with bitterness: 'a rip— 
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off merchant’, or derision: ‘a fuckin sap'. The description employed depended on who had abused, 
exploited or manipulated whom, on the particular occasion in question. 

Women fell into two indistinct categories. They either had 'a fanny like a fish supper’, or 'a 
fanny like a burst couch’. Venters evidently saw little in a woman beyond 'the furry hole’, as he called 
it. Even some disparaging remarks about their tits or arses would have represented a considerable 
broadening of vision. I got despondent. How could this bastard ever love anybody? I gave it time, 
however, and patience reaped its reward. 

Despicable shite though he was, Venters did care for one person. There was no mistaking 
the change in his conversational tone when he employed the phrase: 'the wee felly'. I discreetly 
pumped him for information about the five-year-old son he had by this woman in Wester Hailes, a 
‘cow' who would not let him see the child, named Kevin. Part of me loved this woman already. 

The child showed me how Venters could be hurt. In contrast to his normal bearing, he was 
stricken with pain and incoherent with sentiment when he talked about how he'd never see his son 
grow up, about how much he loved 'the wee felly'. That was why Venters did not fear death. He 
actually believed that he would live on, in some sense or other, through his son. 

It hadn't been difficult to insinuate myself into the life of Frances,’ Venters's ex—girlfriend. 
She hated Venters with a vitriol which endeared her to me even though I wasn't attracted to her in any 
other way. After checking her out, I cruised her accidentally-on—purpose at a trashy disco, where I 
played the role of charming and attentive suitor. Of course, money was no object. She was soon well 
into it, obviously having never been treated decently by a man in her life, and she wasn't used to cash, 
living on the breadline with a kid to bring up. 

The worst part was when it came to sex. I insisted, of course, on wearing a condom. She 
had, prior to us getting to that stage, told me about Venters. I nobly said that I trusted her and would 
be prepared to make love without a condom, but I wanted to remove the element of uncertainty from 
her mind, and I had to be honest, I had been with a few different people. Given her past experience 
with Venters, such doubts were bound to be present. When she started to cry, I thought I had blown 
it. Her tears were due to gratitude however. 

— You're a really nice person, Davie, dae ye ken that? She said. If she knew what I was 
going to do, she wouldn’t have held such a lofty opinion. It made me feel bad, but whenever I thought 
of Venters, the feeling evaporated. I would go through with it alright. 

I timed my courtship of Frances to coincide with Venter's decline into serious illness and 
his attendant incapacity in the hospice. A number of illnesses were in the frame to finish Venters, the 
leader of the field being pneumonia. Venters, in common with a lot of HIV-infected punters who take 
the junk route, escaped the horrible skin cancers more prevalent amongst gays. The main rival to his 
pneumonia was the prolific thrush which went into his throat and stomach. Thrush was not the first 
thing to want to choke the living shit out of the bastard, but it could be the last unless I moved quickly. 
His decline was very rapid, at one stage too rapid for my liking. I thought that the cunt would cash in 
his chips before I could execute my plan. 

My opportunity came, in the event, at exactly the right time; in the end it was probably 
fifty-fifty luck and planning. Venters was struggling, no more than a wrinkled parcel of skin and 
bone. The doctor had said: any day now. 

I had got Frances to trust me with the babysitting. I encouraged her to get out with her 
friends. She was planning to go out for a curry on the Saturday night, leaving me alone in her flat 
with the kid. I would take the opportunity presented to me. On the Wednesday before the big day, I 
decided to visit my parents. I had thought about telling them of my medical condition, and knew it 
would probably be my last visit. 

My parents’ home was a flat in Oxgangs. The place had always seemed so modern to me 
when I was a kid. Now it looked strange, a shantytown relic of a bygone era. The auld girl answered 
the door. For a second she looked tentative. Then she realised it was me and not my younger brother, 
and therefore the purse could be kept in mothballs. She welcomed me, her enthusiasm generated by 
relief. — Hu—low stranger, she sang, ushering me in with haste. 

I noted the reason for the hurry, Coronation Street was on. Mike Baldwin had apparently 
reached a point where he had to confront live—in—lover Alma Sedgewick and tell her that he was really 
into rich widow Jackie Ingram. Mike couldn't help it. He was a prisoner of love, a force external to 
him, which compelled him to behave the way he did. I could, as Tom would have put it, empathise. I 
was a prisoner of hate, a force which was an equally demanding taskmaster. I sat down on the couch. 

— Hello stranger, ma old man repeated, not looking at me from behind his Evening News. — 
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What have you been up tae then? he asked wearily. 

— Nuthin' much. Nothing really pater. Oh, did I mention I'm antibody positive? It's very 
fashionable now. you know. One simply must have a damaged immune system these days. 

— Two million Chinkies. Two million ay the buggers. That's whit we're gaunnae huv ower 
here whin Hong Kong goes back tae China. He let out a long exhalation of breath. — Two million 
Wee Willie Winkies, he mused. 

I said nothing, refusing to rise to the bait. Ever since I'd gone to university, jacking in what 
my parents habitually described as 'a good trade’, the auld man had cast himself as hard-nosed 
reactionary to my student revolutionary. At first it had been a joke, but with the passing years I grew 
out of my role as he began to embrace his more firmly. 

— You're a fascist. It's all to do with inadequate penis size, I told him cheerfully. 
Coronation Street's vice—like grip on my Ma's psyche was broken briefly as she turned to us with a 
knowing smirk. 

— Dinnae talk bloody nonsense. Ah've proved ma manhood son, he belligerently replied, 
digging at the fact I'd managed to reach the age of twenty-five without obtaining a wife or producing 
children. For a second I even thought that he was going to pull out his cock to try and prove me 
wrong. Instead he shrugged off my remark and returned to his chosen theme. — How'd you like two 
million Chinkies in your street? I thought of the term 'Chinky' and visualised loads of aluminium 
cartons of half—eaten food lying in my road. It was an easy image to call to mind, as it was a scene I 
observed every Sunday morning. 

— It sometimes seems like I already huv, I thought out loud. 


— There ye are then, he said, as if I'd conceded a point. —Another two million ur oan thir 
way. How'd ye like that? 

— Presumably the whole two million won't move into Caledonian Place. I mean, conditions 
are cramped enough in the Dairy ghetto as it is. 

— Laugh if ye like. Whit aboot joabs? Two million on the dole already. Hooses? Aw they 
perr buggers livin in cardboard city. God, was he nipping my heid. Thankfully, the mighty Ma, 
guardian of the soap box, intervened. 

— Shut up, will yis! Ah'm tryin tae watch the telly! 

Sorry mater. I know that it's a trifle self-indulgent of me, your HIV offspring to crave your 
attention when Mike Baldwin is making an important choice which will determine his future. Which 
grotesque auld hing—oot will the shrivelled post-menopausal slag want tae shaft? Stay tuned, 

I decide not to mention my HIV. My parents don't have very progressive views on such 
things. Or maybe they do. Who knows? At any rate, it just did not feel right. Tom always tells us to 
keep in tune with our feelings. My feelings were that my parents married at eighteen and had 
produced four screaming brats by the time they were my age. They think i'm ‘queer’ already. 
Bringing AIDS into the picture will only serve to confirm this suspicion. 

Instead I drank a can of Export and quietly talked fitba with the auld man. He hasn't been 
to a game since 1970. Colour television had gone for his legs. Twenty years later, satellite came 
along and fucked them up completely. Nonetheless, he still regarded himself as an expert on the game. 
The opinions of others were worthless. In any event, it was a waste of time attempting to venture 
them. As with politics, he'd eventually come around to the opposite viewpoint from the one he'd 
previously advocated and express it just as stridently. All you needed to do was put up no hard front 
for him to argue against and he'd gradually talk himself around to your way of thinking. 

I sat for a while, nodding intently. Then I made some banal excuse and left. 

I returned home and checked my toolbox. A former chippie's collection of various sharp 
implements. On Saturday, I took it round to Frances's flat in Wester Hailes. I had a few odd jobs to 
do. One of them she knew nothing about. 

Fran had been looking forward to the meal out with her pals. She talked incessantly as she 
got ready. I tried to respond beyond a series of low groans which sounded like ‘aye’ and 'right', but my 
mind was spinning with thoughts of what I had to do. I sat hunched and tense on the bed, frequently 
rising to the window to peer out, as she put her 'face' on. 

After what seemed like a lifetime, I heard the sound of a motor rolling into the deserted, 
shabby car park. I sprang to the window, cheerfully announcing: — Taxi's here! 

Frances left me in custody of her sleeping child. 
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The whole operation went smoothly enough. Afterwards I felt terrible. Was I any better 
than Venters? Wee Kevin. We had some good times together. I'd taken him to the shows at the 
Meadows festival, to Kirkcaldy for a League Cup tie, and to the Museum of Childhood. While it 
doesn't seem a great deal, it's a sight more than his auld boy ever did for the poor wee bastard. 
Frances said as much to me. 

Bad as I felt then, it was only a foretaste of the horror that hit me when I developed the 
photographs. As the prints formed into clarity, I shook with fear and remorse. I put them on the dryer 
and made myself a coffee, which I used to wash down two Valium. Then I took the prints and went to 
the hospice to visit Venters. 

Physically, there was not a great deal left of him. I feared the worst when I looked into his 
glazed eyes. Some people with AIDS had been developing pre—senile dementia. The disease could 
have his body. If it had also taken his mind, it would deprive me of my revenge. 

Thankfully, Venters soon registered my presence, his initial lack of response probably a 
side-effect of the medication he was on. His eyes soon fixed me in their gaze, acquiring the sneaky, 
furtive look I associated with him. I could feel his contempt for me oozing through his sickly smile. 
He thought he'd found a sappy cunt to indulge him until the end. I sat with him, holding his hand. I 
felt like snapping off his scrawny fingers and sticking them into his orifices. I blamed him for what I 
had to do to Kevin, as well as all the other issues. 

— You're a good guy Davie. Pity we didnae meet in different circumstances, he wheezed, 
repeating that well-worn phrase he used on all my visits. I tightened my grasp on his hand. He 
looked at me uncomprehendingly. Good. The bastard could still feel physical pain. It wasn't going to 
be that kind of pain which would hurt him, but it was a nice extra. I spoke in clear, measured tones. 

—I told you I got infected through shooting up, Al. Well, I lied. I lied tae ye aboot tons ay 
things. 

— What's aw this, Davie? 

— Just listen for a minute, Al. Ah got infected through this bird ah'd been seein. She didnae 
ken thit she wis HIV. She goat infected by a piece ay shite that she met one night in a pub. She was a 
bit pished and a bit naive, this wee bird. Ken? This cunt sais that he had a wee bit ay dope back at his 
gaff. So she went wi the cunt. Back tae his flat. The bastard raped her. Ye ken whit he did, A1? 254 

— Davie . . . whit is this... 

— Ah'll fuckin tell ye. Threatened her wi a fuckin blade. Tied her doon. Fucked her fanny, 
fucked her arse, made her go doon oan him. The lassie wis terrified, as well as being hurt. Does this 
sound familiar then cunt? 

— Ah dinnae . . . ah dinnae ken whit the fuck yir oan aboot Davie... 

— Di-nnae fah-kin start. You remember Donna. You remember the Southern Bar. 

— Ah wis fucked up man . . .— you remember whit you sais . . 

— That wis lies. Bullshit. Ah couldnae huv goat a fuckin root oan if ah knew ah hud that 
shite in ma come. Ah couldnae huv raised a fuckin smile. 

— Wee Goagsie . . . mind ay him? 

— Shut yir fuckin mooth. Wee Goagsie took his fuckin chance. You sat thair like it wis a 
fuckin pantomime whin you hud yours, I rasped, watching drops of my gob disseminate into the film 
of sweat which covered his shrunken coupon. I composed myself, continuing my story. 

— The lassie went through a heavy time. She was strong willed though. It would huv 
fucked up a lot ay women, but Donna tried tae shrug it off Why let one spunk—gobbed cunt ruin your 
life? Easier said than done, but she did it. What she didnae ken wis thit the scumbag in question wis 
HIV positive. Then she meets this other guy. They hit it off. He likes her, but he kens that she's goat 
problems wi men and sex. Nae fuckin wonder, eh? I wanted to strangle the perverse force which 
passed for life out of the cunt's body. Not yet, I told myself. Not yet, you doss fucker. I drew a heavy 
breath, and continued my tale, relivin~ the horror of it. 

— They worked it oot, this lassie and the other guy. Things were barry for a bit. Then she 
discovered that the rapist fuckbag was HIV. Then she discovered that she was. But what was worse 
for this person, a real person, a fuckin moral person, was when she found out that her new felly was. 
All because of you, the rapist cunt. Ah wis the new felly. Me. Big fuckin sap here, I pointed to 
myself. 

— Davie . . . ah'm sorry man... — whit kin ah say? Yiv been a good mate . . . it's that 
disease . . . it's a fuckin horrible disease, Davie. It kills the innocent, Davie .. . it kills the innocent . .. 
— It's too late fir that shite now. Ye hud yir chance at the time. Like Wee Goagsie. 
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He laughed in my face. It was a deep, wheezing sound. 

— So what are ye . . . what are ye gaunnae dae aboot it? . . Kill me? Go ahead .. . ye'd be 
daein us a favour .. . ah dinnae gie a fuck. His wizened death mask seemed to become animated, to 
fill with a strange, ugly energy. This was not a human being. Obviously, it suited me to believe that, 
made it easier to do what I had to do, but in cold light of day I believe it still. It was time to play my 
cards. I calmly produced the photographs from my inside pocket. 

— It's not so much what ah'm gaunnae dae aboot it, mair what ah already have done ahoot it, 
I smiled, drinking the expression of perplexed fear which etched onto his face. 

— Whit's this . . . whit dae ye mean? I felt wonderful. Shock waves tripped over him, his 
scrawny head oscillating as his mind grappled with his greatest fears. He looked at the photographs in 
terror, unable to make them out, wondering what dreadful secrets they held. 

— Think of the worst possible thing I could do to make you pissed off, Al. Then multiply it 
by one thousand . . and you're not even fuckin close. I shook my head mournfully. 

I showed him a photograph of myself and Frances. We were posing confidently, casually 
displaying the arrogance of lovers in their first flush. 

— What the fuck, he spluttered, trying pathetically to pull his scrawny frame up in the bed. I 
thrust my hand to his chest and effortlessly pushed him back home. I did this slowly, savouring my 
power, and his impotence in that one gorgeous motion. 

— Relax, Al, relax. Unwind. Loosen up a little. Take it easy. Remember what the doctors 
and nurses say. You need your rest. I flipped the first photo over, exposing the next picture to him. 

— That wis Kevin thit took the last picture. Takes a good photae fir a wee laddie, eh? There 
he is, the wee felly. The next photograph showed Kevin, dressed in a Scotland football strip, on my 
shoulders. 

— What have you fuckin done. . . It was a sound, rather than a voice It seemed to come 
from an unspecific part of his decaying body rather than his mouth. The unearthliness of it stung me, 
but I made the effort to continue sounding nonchalant. 

— Basically this. I produced the third photo. It showed Kevin, bound to a kitchen chair. 
His head hung heavily to one side, and his eyes were closed. Had Venters looked at the detail, he may 
have noticed a bluish tint to his son’s eyelids and lips, and the almost clownish whiteness of his 
complexion. It's almost certain that all Venters noticed were the dark wounds on his head, chest, and 
knees, and the blood which oozed from them, covering his body, at first making it hard to note that he 
was naked. 

The blood was everywhere. It covered the lino in a dark puddle underneath Kevin's chair. 
Some of it shot outwards across the kitchen floor in squirted trails. An assortment of power tools, 
including a Bosch drill and a Black and Decker sander, in addition to various sharpened knives and 
screwdrivers, were laid out at the feet of the upright body. 

—Naw...naw... Kevin... for god's sake naw . . . he done nuthin . . . he hurt naebody . . 
. naw ... he moaned on, an ugly, whingey sound devoid of hope or humanity. I gripped his thin hair 
crudely, and wrenched his head up from the pillow. I observed in perverse fascination as the bony 
skull seemed to sink to the bottom of the loose skin. I thrust the picture in his face. 

— I thought that young Kev should be just like Daddy. So when I got bored fucking your 
old girlfriend, I decided I'd give wee Kev one up his .. . eh . . . tradesman's entrance. I thought, if 
HIV's good enough for Daddy it's good enough for his brat. 

— Kevin... Kevin... he groaned on. 

— Unfortunately, his arsehole was a bit too tight for me, so I had to extend it a little with the 
masonry drill. Sadly, I got a wee bit carried away and started making holes all over the place. It's just 
that he reminded me so much of you, Al. I'd love to say it was painless, but I cannae. At least it was 
relatively quick. Quicker than rotting away in a bed. It took him about twenty minutes to die. 
Twenty screaming, miserable minutes. Poor Kev. As you sais, Al, it’s a disease which kills the 
innocent. 

Tears rolled down his cheeks. He kept saying 'no' over and over again in low, choking 
sobs. His head jerked in my grip. Worried that the nurse would come, I pulled out one of the pillows 
from behind him. 

— The last word wee Kevin sais wis 'Daddy'. That wis yir bairn's last words, Al. Sorry pal. 
Daddy's away. That wis whit ah telt him. Daddy's away. I looked straight into his eyes, all pupils, 
just a black void of fear and total defeat. 
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I pushed his head back down, and put the pillow over his face stifling the sickening moans. 
I held it firmly down and pressed my head on it, half—gasping, half—singing the paraphrased words of 
an old Boney M song: 'Daddy, Daddy Cool, Daddy, Daddy Cool. . . you been a fuckin fool, bye bye 
Daddy Cool. . .' 

I merrily sang until Venter's feeble resistance subsided. 

Keeping the pillow firmly over his face, I pulled a penthouse magazine off his locker. The 
bastard would have been too weak to even turn the pages, let alone raise a wank. However, his 
homophobia was so strong that he'd probably kept it on prominent display to make some absurd 
statement about his sexuality. Rotting away, and his greatest concern is that nobody thinks he's a 
buftie. I set the magazine on the pillow and thumbed through it in a leisurely manner before taking 
Venters's pulse. Nothing. He'd checked out. More importantly, he'd done it in a state of tortured, 
agonised, misery. 

Taking the pillow off the corpse, I pulled its ugly frail head forward, then let it fall back. 
For a few moments I contemplated what I saw before me. The eyes were open, as was the mouth. It 
looked stupid, a sick caricature of a human being. I suppose that's what corpses are. Mind you, 
Venters always was. 

My searing scorn quickly gave way to a surge of sadness. I couldn't quite determine why 
that should have happened. I looked away from the body. After sitting for another couple of minutes, 
I went to tell the nurse that Venters had left the stadium. 

I attended Venters's funeral at Seafield Crematorium with Frances. It was an emotional 
time for her, and I felt obliged to lend support. It was never an event destined to break any attendance 
records. His mother and sister showed up, as did Tom, with a couple of punters from 'HIV and 
Positive’. 

The minister could find little decent to say about Venters and, to his credit, he didn't 
bullshit. It was a short and sweet performance. Alan had made many mistakes in his life, he said. 
Nobody was contradicting him. Alan would, like all of us, be judged by God, who would grant him 
salvation. It is an interesting notion, but I feel that the gaffer in the sky has a fair bit of graft ahead of 
him if that bastard’s checked in up there. If he has, I think I'll take my chances in the other place, 
thank you very much. 

Outside, I checked out the wreaths. Venters only had one. 'Alan. Love Mum and Sylvia.’ 
To my knowledge they had never visited him in the hospice. Very wise of them. Some people are 
easier to love when you don't have to be around them. I pumped the hands of Tom and the others, 
then took Fran and Kev for some de luxe ice-cream at Lucas in Musselburgh. 

Obviously, I had deceived Venters about the things I did to Kevin. Unlike him, I'm not a 
fuckin animal. I'm far from proud about what I did do. I took great risks with the bairn's well being. 
Working in a hospital operating theatre, I know all about the crucial role of the anaesthetist. They're 
the punters that keep you alive, not sadistic fuck—pigs like Howison. After the jab puts you under, 
you're kept unconscious by the anaesthetic and put onto a life-support system. All your vital signs are 
monitored in highly controlled conditions. They take care. 

Chloroform is much more of a blunt instrument, and very dangerous. I still shudder when I 
think of the risk I took with the wee man. Thankfully, Kevin woke up, with only a sore head and 
some bad dreams as a remnant of his trip to the kitchen. 

The joke shop and Humbrol enamel paints provided the wounds. I worked wonders with 
Fran's makeup and talc for Kev’s death mask. My greatest coup, though, was the three plastic pint 
bags of blood I took from the fridge in the path lab at the hospital. I got paranoid when that fucker 
Howison gave me the evil eye as I walked down the corridor past him. He always does though. I 
think it's because I once addressed him as 'Doctor' instead of ‘Mister’. He's a funny cunt. Most 
surgeons are. You'd have to be to do that job. Like Tom's job, I suppose. 

Putting Kevin under turned out to be easy. The biggest problem I had was setting up and 
dismantling the entire scene inside half an hour. The most difficult part involved cleaning him up 
before getting him back to bed. I had to use turps as well as water. I spent the rest of the night 
cleaning up the kitchen before Frances got back. It was worth the effort however. The pictures 
looked authentic. Authentic enough to fuck up Venters. 

Since I helped Al on his way to the great gig in the sky, life has been pretty good. Frances 
and I have gone our separate ways. We were never really compatible. She only really saw me as a 
babysitter and a wallet. For me, obviously, the relationship became largely superfluous after Venters's

death. I miss Kev more. It makes me wish that I had a kid. Now that'll never be. One thing that Fran 
did say was that I had revived her faith in men after Venters. Ironically, it seems as if I found my role 
in life — cleaning up that prick's emotional garbage. 

My health, touch wood, has been good. I'm still asymptomatic. I fear colds and get 
obsessive from time to time, but I take care of myself. Apart from the odd can of beer, I never bevvy. I 
watch what I eat, and have a daily programme of light exercises. I get regular blood checks and pay 
attention to my T4 count. It's still way over the crucial 800 mark; in fact it's not gone down at all. 

I'm now back with Donna, who inadvertently acted as the conduit for HIV between me and 
Venters. We found something that we probably wouldn't have got from each other in different 
circumstances. Or maybe we would. Anyway, we don't analyse it, not having the luxury of time. 
However, I must give old Tom at the group his due. He said that I'd have to work through my anger, 
and he was right. I took the quick route though, by sending Venters to oblivion. Now all I get is a bit 
of guilt, but I can handle that. 

I eventually told my parents about my being HIV positive. My Ma just cried and held me. 
The auld man said nothing. The colour had drained from his face as he sat and watched A Question of 
sport. When he was pressed by his wailing wife to speak, he just said: — Well, there's nothin tae say. 
He kept repeating that sentence. He never looked me in the eye. 

That night, back at my flat, I heard the buzzer go. Assuming it to be Donna, who had been 
out, I opened the stair and house doors. A few minutes later, my auld man stood in the doorway with 
tears in his eyes. It was the first time he'd ever been to my flat. He moved over to me and held me in 
a crushing grip, sobbing, and repeating: — Ma laddie. It felt a world or two better than: "Well, there's 
nothin tae say.’ 

I cried loudly and unselfconsciously. As with Donna, so with my family. We have found 
an intimacy which may have otherwise eluded us. I wish I hadn't waited so long to become a human 
being. Better late than never though, believe you me. 

There's some kids playing out in the back, the strip of grass luminated an electric green by 
the brilliant sunlight. The sky is a delicious clear blue. Life is beautiful. I'm going to enjoy it, and 
I'm going to have a long life. I'll be what the medical staff call a long-term survivor. I just know that 
I will. 


THERE IS A LIGHT THAT NEVER GOES OUT 


They emerge from the stairdoor into the darkness of the deserted street. Some of them 
move in a jerky, manic way; exuberant and noisy. Others cruise along silently, like ghosts; hurting 
inside, yet fearful of the imminence of even greater pain and discomfort. 

Their destination is a pub which seems to prop up a crumbling tenement set on a side-street 
between Faster Road and Leith Walk. This street has missed out on the stone—-cleaning process its 
neighbours have enjoyed and the building is the sooty—black colour of a forty—a -day man's lungs. 
The night is so dark that it is difficult to establish the outline of the tenement against the sky. It can 
only be defined through an isolated light glaring from a top—floor window, or the luminous street— 
lamp jutting out from its side. 

The pub's facade is painted a thick, glossy dark blue and its sign is the early 1970s design 
favoured by its brewing chain when the paradigm was that every bar had to have a standard look and 
play down any individual character it might have. Like the tenement above and around it, the pub has 
enjoyed nothing other than the most superficial maintenance for almost twenty years. 

It is 5.06 a.m. and the hostelry's yellow lights are on, a haven in the dark, wet and lifeless 
streets. It had been, Spud reflects, a few days since he'd seen the light. They were like vampires, 
living a largely nocturnal existence, completely out of synchronisation with most of the other people 
who inhabited the tenements and lived by a rota of sleep and work. It was good to be different. 

Despite the fact that its doors have only been open for a few minutes, the pub is busy. 
Inside, there is a long formica—topped bar with several pumps and fonts. Battered tables in the same 
formica style stand shakily on dirty lino. Behind the bar towers an incongruously grandiose finely— 
carved wooden gantry. Sickly yellow light from the shadeless bulbs bounces harshly off the nicotine— 
stained walls. 
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The pub contains bona fide shift workers from the brewery and the hospital, and this is as it 
should be, given the avowed purpose of the early licence. There is also a smattering, however, of the 
more desperate: those who are there because they need to be. 

The group entering the pub are also driven by need. The need for more alcohol to maintain 
the high, or to regain it, and fight off the onset of grim, depressive hangovers. They are also drawn by 
a greater need, the need to belong to each other, to hold on to whatever force has fused them together 
during the last few days of partying. 

Their entry to the pub is observed by an indeterminately old drunkard who is propped up 
against the bar. The man’s face has been destroyed by the consumption of cheap spirits and over- 
exposure to the frozen wind blasting cruelly from the North Sea. It seems as if every blood vessel in 
it has ruptured under the skin, leaving it resembling the undercooked square sausages served up in the 
local cafes. His eyes are a contrasting cool blue, although the whites of them are the identical colour 
of the pub walls. His face strains in vague recognition as the noisy group move up to the bar. One of 
the young men, perhaps more than one, he sardonically thinks, is his son. He had been responsible for 
bringing quite a few of them into the world at one time, when a certain type of woman found him 
attractive That was before the drink had destroyed his appearance and distorted the output of his cruel, 
sharp tongue to an incomprehensible growl. He looks at the young man in question and considers 
saying something, before deciding that he has nothing to say to him. He never had. The young man 
doesn't even see him, his attention focused on getting in the drinks. The old drunkard sees that the 
young man enjoys his company and his drink. He remembers when he himself was in that position. 
The enjoyment and the company faded away, but the drink didn't. In fact, it expanded to fill the gap 
left by their departure. 

The last thing Spud wants is another pint. Prior to their departure he had examined his face 
in the bathroom mirror back in Dawsy's flat. It was pale, yet marked with blotches, with heavy, 
hooded eyelids attempting to draw the shutters on reality. This face was topped by sticking—up tufts 
of sandy hair. It might be an idea, he considers, to have a tomato juice for his aching guts, or a fresh 
orange and lemonade to combat his dehydration, before drinking alcohol again. 

The hopelessness of the situation is confirmed when he mildly accepts the pint of lager 
Frank Begbie, first to the bar, had got up. 

— Cheers, Franco. 

— Guinness fir me Franco, Renton requests. He has just returned from London. He feels as 
good to be back as he did to get away in the first place. 

— The Guinness is shite in here, Gav Temperley tells him. 

— Still though. 

Dawsy is raising his eyebrows and singing at the barmaid. — 

Yeah, yeah, yeah, you're a beautiful lover. 

They'd had a crappest song competition, and Dawsy hadn't stopped singing his winning 
entry. 

— Shut the fuck up, Dawsy. Alison nudges him in the ribs. —Ye want tae git us flung oot? 

The barmaid is ignoring him anyway. He turns to sing at Renton instead. Renton just 
smiles wearily. He considers that the trouble with Dawsy is, that if you encourage him, he'll tear the 
arse out ofa situation. It was mildly amusing a couple of days ago, and in any case, he feels, it had not 
been as funny as his own version of Rupert Holmes's 'Escape (The Pina Colada Song)’. 

— Ah kin remember the night that we met down in Rio . . . that Guinness is fuckin loupin. 
Yir mad gittin Guinness in here, Mark. — Telt um, Gav says, triumphantly. 

— Aw the same but, Renton replies, a lazy grin still on his face. He feels drunk. He feels 
Kelly's hand inside his shirt, tweaking his nipple. She'd been doing that to him all night, telling him 
that she really liked flat, hairless chests. It feels good having his nipples touched. By Kelly, it feels 
better than good. 

— Vodka n tonic, she says to Begbie, who gestures to her from the bar. — Gin n lemonade 
for Ali. She's jist away tae the bog. 

Spud and Gav continue talking at the bar while the rest grab some seats in the corner. 

— How's June? Kelly asks Franco Begbie, referring to his girlfriend, suspected to be 
pregnant again after having just recently given birth to a child. 

— Who? Franco shrugs aggressively. End of conversation. 

Renton looks up at the early morning programme on the television. 

— That Anne Diamond. 
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—Eh? Kelly looks at him. 
— Ah'd fuckin shag it, Begbie says. 
Alison and Kelly raise their eyebrows and look to the ceiling. 


— Naw but, her bairn hud that cot death. Same as Lesley's bairn. Wee Dawn. 

— That wis a real shame, Kelly says. 

— Good thing really bit. Wee lassie would've died ay fuckin AIDS if it hudnae died ay cot 
death. Easier fuckin death fir a bairn, Begbie states. 

— Lesley did not have HIV! Dawn was a perfectly healthy baby! Alison hisses at him, 
enraged. Despite being upset himself, Renton cannot not help noting that Alison always speaks posh 
when she is angry. He feels a vague surge of guilt at being so trivial. Begbie is grinning. -— Whae's 
tae say though? Dawsy says sycophantically. Renton looks at him with a hard, challenging stare, 
which he'd never dare do with Begbie. Aggression displaced to where it will not be reciprocated. 

— Aw ah'm sayin is, nae cunt really kens, Dawsy shrugs tamely. 


At the bar, Spud and Gav are slurring a conversation together. 
— Reckon Rents'll shag Kelly? Gav asks. 

— Dunno. She's finished Wi that Des dude, likesay, n Rents isnae seein Hazel now. Free 
agents n that likesay, ken. 

— That cunt Des. Ah hate that wanker. 

—... dunno the cat, likesay . . . ken. 

— Ye fuckin do! He's your fuckin cousin, Spud. Des! Des Feeney! 

—...right man... that Des. Still dinnae really ken the boy. Only likesay run intae the 
gadge a couple ay times since we wir ankle—biters, ken? It's heavy though, Hazel bein at the perty Wi 
that other guy, likes, n Rents Wi Kelly, ken. . . heavy. 

— That Hazel's a torn—faced cow anywey. Ah've nivir seen that lassie Wi a smile oan her 
face. Nae wonder, mind you, gaun oot Wi Rents. Cannie be much fun hingin aroond Wi some cunt 
thit's eywis bombed ootay his box. 

— Yeah, likesay . . . it's too heavy . . . Spud briefly Wonders whether or not Gav is having 
an indirect dig at him, by going on about people who are always bombed, before deciding that it's an 
innocent remark. Gav was alright. 

Spud's muddled brain turns to sex. Everyone seemed to bag off at the party, everyone 
except him. He really fancies a ride. His problem is that he is too shy when straight or sober, and too 
incoherent when stoned or drunk, to make an impression on women. He currently has a thing about 
Nicola Hanlon, whom he thinks looks a bit like Kylie Minogue. 

A few months ago, Nicola had been talking to him as they walked from a party at Sighthill 
to one at Wester Hailes. They had been having a good crack, becoming detached from the rest of the 
group. She had been very responsive, and Spud had chatted freely, high on speed. In fact, she seemed 
to be hanging on his every word. Spud wanted to never get to that party, wishing that they could just 
go on walking and talking. They went down into the underpass and Spud thought that he should try to 
put his arm around Nicola.

— Eh yeah, that sounds . . . barry, eh likesay, eh right . . 

He knew that Sick Boy, Renton, and Matty had all been with 
Laura, who tended to attach herself to a company, fuck every guy in it, and then move on. The thing 
was, they had never done what he was about to do. 


However, Laura wanted to do some things with Spud first. She bound his wrists, then his 
ankles together with sellotape. 

— I'm daein this because ah don't want you to hurt me. Dae ye understand? We do it from 
the side. The minute ah start tae feel pain it's fuckin over. Right? Because nobody hurts me. No 
fuckin guy ever hurts me.

— Yeah .. . sound likesay, sound . . . Spud said. He didn't want to hurt anyone. He was 
shocked at the imputation.

Noting, and savouring, the ill-disguised trepidation and concern on Spud's face, Gav 
continues, gleeful inside, but talking in a stiff, brisk, businesslike manner. — Aw aye. Ah've poked it 
a few times. No a bad wee ride, likes. Sick Boy's been thair. Rents n aw. Ah think Tommy tae. 
He wis certainly sniffin roond it fir a bit. 

— Aye? . . . eh, right . . . Spud feels deflated, and optimistic at the same time. He'll have to 
try to stay straighter, he resolves, thinking that he seems to miss everything that is going on under his 
nose. 

Over at the table, Begbie indicates that he is in need of more solid nourishment: — Ah'm 
fuckin Lee Marvin. Lit's git some scran, then hit a decent fuckin boozer. He looks bitterly around the 
cavernous, nicotine—stained bar, like an arrogant aristocrat finding himself in reduced circumstances. 
In fact, he has just seen the old drunkard at the bar. 

It is still dark when they leave the pub, and go to a cafe in Portland Street. 

— Fill breakfasts aw roond, Begbie enthusiastically looks at the others. 

They all nod approvingly, except Renton. 

— Naw. Ah'm no wantin meat, he says. 

— Ah'll huv your fuckin bacon n sausage n fuckin black puddin then, Begbie suggests. 

— Aye, sure, Renton says sarcastically. 

— Ah'll fuckin swap ye ma fuckin egg n beans n tomatay then ya cunt! 

— Awright, begins Renton, then he turns to the waitress. —Dae ye use vegetable oil whin ye 
fry, or fat? 

— Naw, fat, the waitress says, looking at him as if he is an imbecile. 

— Moantae fuck, Rents. Makes nae difference, Gav says. 

— S up tae Mark what he eats, Kelly says supportively. Alison nods. Renton feels like a 
smug pimp. 

— Fuckin well spoilin it fir ivray cunt, Rents, Begbie growls. 


— How am ah spoilin it? Cheese salad roll, he turns to the waitress. 

— We aw fuckin agreed. Fill fuckin breakfasts aw roond, Begbie states. 

Renton cannot believe this. He wants to tell Begbie to fuck off. Instead he fights the 
instinct and slowly shakes his head. — Ah dinnae eat meat, Franco. 

— Fuckin vegetarianism. Fuckin loaday shite. Ye need meat. A fuckin junky fuckin 
worryin aboot what he pits in his boady! That's a fuckin laugh! 

— Jist dinnae like meat, Renton says, feelin silly as they all snigger. 

— Dinnae fuckin tell us ye hate killin fuckin animals. Remember they fuckin dugs n cats we 
used tae fuckin shoot Wi the air rifles! N the fuckin pigeons we used tae set oan fire. Used tae fuckin 
tape bangers — fireworks likes — tae white mice, this cunt. 

— No bothered aboot killin animals. Jist dinnae like eatin thum, Renton shrugs, 
embarrassed that his adolescent cruelties have been exposed to Kelly. 

— Fuckin cruel bastards. Dinnae ken how anybody could shoot a dug, Alison sneers, 
shaking her head. 

— Well, ah dinnae ken now anybody could kill and eat a pig, Renton points to the bacon and 
sausage on her plate. 

— S no the same. 

Spud looks around: It's eh, likesay . . . Rents is daein the right thing, but it's kinday the 
wrong reasons. We'll nivir likesay, learn tae love oorsels, until we kin look eftir weaker things, 
likesay animals n that . . . but it's good thit Rents is vegetarian . . . likesay, if ye kin keep it up... 
likesay... 

Begbie vibrates his body in a floppy way and gives the peace sign to Spud. The others 
laugh. Renton, appreciative at Spud's attempt to back him up, cuts in to deflect the slagging away 
from his ally. — Keepin it up's nae problem. Ah jist hate meat. It makes us puke. Endy story. 

— Well, ah still fuckin say yir fuckin spoilin it fir ivray cunt else. 

— How? 

— Cause ah fuckin sais, that's fuckin how! Begbie hisses, pointing to himself 
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Renton shrugs again. There was little sense in arguing further. 

They hurry the meal down, all except Kelly, who plays with her food, oblivious to the 
ravenous stares of the others.

When Gav staggers off to the toilet, Alison turns to Spud. -Spu .. . Danny. Let's get ootay 
here. Ah want tae go hame. 


Eh...aye... likesay. 

— Ah dinnae want tae go hame oan ma ain Danny. Come Wi us. 

—Eh, yeah... hame, right...eh... right. 

They slink out of the smoke-filled bar as surreptitiously as their wasted bodies allow. 

— Come hame an stey Wi us fir a while Danny. Nae drugs or anything. Ah dinnae want tae 
be oan ma ain just now, Danny. Ken what ah'm sayin? Alison looks at him tensely, tearfully, as they 
lurch along the street. 

Spud nods. He thinks he knows what she is saying, because he doesn't want to be alone 
either. He can never be sure though, never, ever quite sure.

He isnae what you need right now. 

Ali's being protective because ah got fucked ahout wi Des, and the abortion and aw that. 
It's such a pain in the arse though. She should hear herself. Tryin tae kick heroin, n she feels she's in 
a position tae tell everybody else how tae live thir lives. 

— Aw aye, n Simon's what you need? 

— Ah'm no sayin that Kelly. That's nothing tae dae wi it. Simon's at least tryin tae keep off 
the smack, Mark doesnae gie a toss. 

— Mark isnae a junky, he jist uses sometimes. 

— Aye sure. What fuckin planet are you oan Kelly? That’s how that Hazel lassie tore up 
his caird. He cannae leave the gear alane. You're even talkin like a junky yirsel. Keep thinkin like 
that, n you'll be oan it as well, soon enough. 

Ah'm no gaunnae argue wi her. It's time for her appointment at the Housing Department 
anywey. 

Ali's doon tae see aboot her rent arrears. She's pretty mad, like, screwed—up and tense; but 
the guy behind the desk's awright. Ali explains that she's oaf the gear n she’s been for a few job 
interviews. It goes quite well. She gits given a set amount tae pay back each week.

— If aw guys wir as repulsive as you, ah'd be fuckin proudtae be a lesbian, son! ah shouts 
back. Did ah really say that? Too mad!

— That's terrible. Lassies talkin like that tae the laddies, one sais. 

— It's no terrible at aw. Thir bloody pests. It's good tae see young lassies stickin up for 
thirsels.

— The language though, Hilda, the language. The first wifie puckers her lips and shudders. 

— Aye, well what aboot their language? ah sais tae her. The guys are looking embarrassed, 
really shit up by the crowd that's developed. It's sortay like, feeding off itself. Crazy! Then this 
foreman, playin at being fuckin Rambo, comes along. 

— Can't you control these animals? one ay the Aussie women sais. — Haven't they got any 
work to do instead of harassing people?

Long fuckin time no see, ya cunt thit ye are, Franco smiled at Nelly, who 
looked incongruous in a suit, with a tattooed snake coiling up his neck and a palm-treed desert island 
with the sea lapping up drilled onto his forehead. 

— Pity it hus tae be under they circumstances likes, Nelly replied soberly. Renton, who was 
talking to Spud, Alison and Stevie, allowed himself a smile, upon hearing the first funeral cliche of the 
day. 

Taking up the cue, Spud said: — Perr Matty. Fuckin bad news, likesay, ken. 

— That's it for me. Ah'm steyin clean, Alison said, shudder-—ing, despite having her arms 
wrapped around herself. 

— Wir aw gaunnae be wiped oot if we dinnac git it thegither. That's as sure as fuck, Renton 
acknowledged. — You taken the test yit Spud? he asked.

— Ye really should, Danny, ye really should, Alison implored. 

— Mibbe yir better no tae ken. Ah mean, likesay, whit sortay life did Matty huv whin he 
kent he wis HIV? 

— That wis Matty. Whit sortay life did he huv before he kent he wis HIV? Alison said. 
Spud and Renton nodded acquiescence at this point. 

Inside the small chapel attached to the crematorium, the minister gave a short spiel about 
Matty. He had a lot of burnings to fit in that morning and couldn't afford to fuck about. A few quick 
comments, a couple of hymns, one or two prayers and a click of a switch to send the corpse down into 
the incinerator. just a few more of these, and that was his shift finished. 

— To those of us gathered here today, Matthew Connell filled a number of different roles in 
our lives. Matthew was a son, a brother, a father and a friend. Matthew's last day in his young life 
were bleak, suffering ones.

The heat, the insects, and all 
these dull suburban places that you see on Neighbours and Home and Away. It seemed like there 
were no real pubs in Australia, and that the place was like a warm version of Baberton Mains, 
Buckstone or East Craigs. It just seemed so boring, so shite. He wondered what it was like in the 
older parts of Melbourne and Sydney and whether they had tenements there, like in Edinburgh, or 
Glasgow or even New York, and if so, why they never showed them on the telly. He also wondered 
why he thought of Australia in connection with Matty. Probably because whenever they called round, 
he was lying junked on his mattress, watching an Aussie soap opera. 

Alison remembered the time when she had sex with Matty. That was ages ago now, before 
she was using. She would have been eighteen. She tried to remember Matty's cock, the dimensions of 
it, but couldn't visualise it. Matty's body came to mind though. It was lean and firm, though not 
particularly muscular. He had skinny good looks and busy, penetrating eyes, which gave away the 
restlessness of his character. What she remembered most however was what Matty said to her as they 
got into bed that time. He told her: — I'm gaunnae fuck you like you've never been fucked in your life. 
He was right. She'd never been fucked that badly, either before or since. Matty came in seconds, 
depositing his load into her and rolling off her, gasping breathlessly.

It was almost as intense as the one he'd 
received from Deek Sutherland himself, as he watched his old adversary almost casually overwhelm 
and kick the shite out of his brother. matty had let him down there.

— Hi Franco. Renton grabbed Begbie's shoulder, realising the danger, and trying to move 
him quickly into a less aggressive frame of mind. — Mind yon time when you, me n Matty went doon 
tae Aintree fir the National? 

— Aye! Ah fuckin minday that! Ah fuckin telt that cunt thit's oan the fuckin telly tae goan 
fuck hissel — Whit wis the cunt's name? 

— Keith Chegwin. Cheggers. 

— That's the cunt. Cheggers. 

— The guy oan the telly likes? Cheggers Play's Pop? Mind that? Gav asked. 

— The very same cunt, Renton said, as Franco smirked indulgently at him, encouraging him 
to continue the story. —wi wir at the National, right?

Ah'll just run wi it for a 
wee bit. For a wee bit. 


EATING OUT 


Oh god, you can tell; it's just going tae be one ay these nights. Ah prefer it when it's busy, 
but when it's deid like this, time drags. No chance ay tips either. Shite! 


There's hardly anybody in the bar. Andy's sitting looking bored, reading the Evening 
News. Graham's in the kitchen, preparing food that he hopes will be eaten. Ah'm leaning against the 
bar, feeling really tired. I've got an essay tae hand in the morn, for the philosophy class. it's on 
morality: whether it's relative or absolute, and in which circumstances, etcetera, etcetera. It depresses 
me tae think aboot it. Once ah finish this shift ah'll be up all night writing it up. It's too mad. 

Ah don't miss London, but ah do miss Mark ... a wee bit. Well, maybe a bit more than jist a 
wee bit, but no as much as ah thought. He said if ah wanted tae go tae University, ah could dae it in 
London jist as easy as back hame. When ah told him it wisnae easy living on a grant anywhere, but in 
London, it was impossible, jist arithmetically impossible, he said that he was making good money, 
and that we'd manage awright.

Ah remember Mark telling me aboot the time he worked at the Horse Of The Year Show at 
Wembley, doing catering wi Sick Boy, one summer years ago. He always said that waiters have 
power; never mess wi a waiter. He's right, of course. It's now time tae use that power. 

Ah'm smack—bang in the middle ay a heavy period, and ah'm feeling that scraped out, 
drained way. Ah go' tae the toilet and change tampons, wrapping the used one, which is saturated wi 
discharge, intae some toilet paper.

Tommy looks well. It's terrifying. He's gaunny die. Sometime between the next few weeks 
and next fifteen years, Tommy will be no more. The chances are that ah'll be exactly the same. The 
difference is, we ken this wi Tommy. 

— Awright Tommy, ah sais. He looks so well. 

— Aye, he sais. 

Tommy's sitting in a battered armchair. The air smells ay damp, and rubbish that should 
have been pit oot ages ago. 

— How ye feelin? 

— No bad. 

— Want tae talk aboot it? Ah huv tae ask. 

— No really, he sais, like he does. 

Ah sit down awkwardly, in an identical chair. It feels hard, and has springs coming 
through. Many years ago, this wis some rich cunt's chair. It's hud at least a couple ay decades in poor 
homes though. Now it's -inded up wi Tommy. 

Now ah see that Tommy doesnae look so wel . Thir’s something missin, some part ay him;

There's nae votes for the 
Government doon here, so why bother daein anything fir people whae urnae gaunnae support ye? 
Morally, it's another thing. What's morality goat tae dae wi politics, but? It's aw aboot poppy. 

— How's London? he asks. 

— No bad Tommy. Really jist the same as up here, ken. 

— Aye, ah bet, he sais, sarcastically. 

PLAGUER wis painted on the heavy plywood-enforced door in big, black letters. Also 
HIVER and JUNKY. Draftpak kids will harass anybody. Naebody's said anything tae Tommy's face 
yet. Tommy's a tidy bastard’, he believes in what Begbie caws the discipline ay the baseball bat. He's 
also goat hard mates, like Beggars, and no—sae—hard mates, like me. In spite ay this, Tommy will 
become mair vulnerable tae persecution. His friends will decline in their numbers as his needs 
increase. The inverse, or perverse, mathematics ay life. 

— You took the test, he sais. 

— Aye. 

— Clear? 

Aye. 

Tommy looks at us. it's like he's angry and pleading, baith at the same time. 

— You used mair thin me. And ye shared works. Sick Boy's, Keezbo's, Raymie's, Spud's 
Swanney's ... ye used Matty’s fir fuck sake. Tell us ye nivir used Matty's works! 

— Ah nivir shared, Tommy. Every cunt sais that, but ah nivir shared, no in the galleries, 
anyway, ah telt um, Funny, ah'd forgotten aw aboot Keezbo. He'd been inside now fir a couple ay 
year. Been meanin tae go and visit the cunt fir donks. Ah ken thit ahlll nivir git roond tae it though. 

— Bullshit! Cunt! You fuckin shared! Tommy leans forward. He's startin tae greet. Ah 
remember thinking that if he did, ah might n aw. Aw ah feel though, is an ugly, choking anger. 

— Ah nivir shared, ah shake ma heid. 

He sits back and smiles tae himself; no even looking at us as he talks reflectively, now 
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without any bitterness. 

— Funny how it aw works oot, eh? It wis you n Spud n Sick Boy n Swanney n that, thit goat 
us intae the H. Ah used tae sit n huv a bevvy wi Second Prize n Franco an laugh at yis, call yis aw the 
daft cunts under the sun. Then ah split fae Lizzy mind? Went tae your bit. Ah asked ye fir a bit. Ah 
thoat, fuck it, ah'll try anythin once. Been tryin it once ivir since. 

Ah remember that. Christ, it wis only a few months ago. Some poor bastards are just so 
much more predisposed tae addiction wi certain drugs than others. Like Second Prize wi pish. 
Tommy took tae. the skag wi a vengeance. Nae cunt kin really control it, but ah've known some 
fuckers, like myself, tae accommodate it. Ah've kicked a few times now. Kicking and using again is 
like gaun tae prison. Everytime ye go to jail, the probability ay ye ever becoming free fae that kind ay 
life decreases. It's the same every time ye go back tae smack. Ye decrease yir chances ay ever bein 
able tae dae withoot it. Wis it me thit encouraged Tommy tae take that first shot, jist by having the 
gear thair? Possibly. Probably. How guilty did that make us? Guilty enough. 

— Ah'm really sorry, Tommy. 

— Ah dinnae ken whit tae fuckin dae, Mark. Whit ah'm ah gaunnae dae? 

Ah just sit there, heid slightly bowed. Ah wanted tae tell Tommy: Git oan wi yir life. It's 
aw ye can dae. Look eftir yirsel. Ye might no git bad. Look at Davie Mitchell. Davie's one ay 
Tommy's best mates. He's HIV and he’s nivir used skag in his puff. Davie's okay though. He leads a 
normal life, well as normal a life as any cunt ah ken leads. 

But ah know that Tommy cannae afford tae heat this gaff. He isnae Davie Mitchell, never 
mind Derek Jarman. Tommy cannae put hissel in a bubble, live in the warm, eat good fresh food, 
keep his mind stimulated wi new challenges. He willnae live five, or ten, or fifteen years before he's 
crushed by pneumonia or cancer. 

Tommy will not survive winter in West Granton. 

— Ah'm sorry mate. Ah'm really sorry, ah just repeat. 

Goat any gear? he asks, raising his heid and looking straight at me. 

— Ah'm clean now Tommy. Whin ah tell him, he doesnae even sneer. 

— Sub us then mate. Ah'm expectin a rent cheque. 

Ah dig intae ma poakits and produce two crumpled fivers. Ah'm thinkin aboot Matty's 
funeral. It's odds on Tommy's next and there's fuck all anybody kin dae aboot it. Especially me. 

He takes the money. Oor eyes meet, and something flashes between us. It's something ah 
cannae define, but it's something really good. It's thair jist fir a second; then it's gone. 


A SCOTTISH SOLDIER 


Johnny Swan examines his close-shaven head in the bathroom mirror. His long, filthy hair 
had been shorn off a few weeks back. Now he had to get rid of this growth on his chin. Shaving was a 
drag when you only had one leg, and Johnny still hadn't quite got his balance sorted out. However, 
after a few scares, he managed what is a passable attempt. He was determined that he'd never go back 
into that wheelchair again, that was for sure. 

— Back oan the mooch, he says to himself, as he studies his face in the mirror. johnny 
looked clean. It was not a nice feeling and the process had caused him a great deal of discomfort. but 
people expect standards from an old soldier. He starts whistling the tune A Scottish Soldier; indulging 
himself further he gives his reflection a stiff, regimental salute. 

The bandage on his stump gives Johnny some cause for concern. It looks filthy. Mrs 
Harvey, the community nurse, is coming today to change it, doubtless with a few accompanying 
choice words on personal hygiene. 

He examines his remaining leg. It was never the best Of the two. That knee was dodgy; 
the remnant of a footballing incident many moons ago. It'll get dodgier still as the sole bearer of his 
weight.

HELP. 


A junky called Silver, Johnny doesn't know his real name, approaches him in freeze—frame 
movements. 

— Any skag Swanney? he asks. 

— Nothin happenin mate. Raymie's oan fir Setirday, or so ah hear. — Setirday's nae good, 
Silver wheezes. — Thir's a fuckin ape oan ma back wants feedin. 

— The White Swan here's a businessman Silver, johnny points at himself. — If he hud 
merchandise tae punt, he'd dae jist that. 


Silver looks downcast, A filthy, black overcoat hangs loosely on his grey, emaciated flesh. 
— Blootered oaf aw ma methy script, he states, neither looking for sympathy nor expecting it. Then a 
slight glint comes into his dead eyes. - Hey Swanney, dae ye make any poppy oot ay that? 

— As one door shuts, another opens, johnny smiles, his teeth a rotting mass in his mouth. — 
Ah make mair hireys daein this thin ah do oan the punt. Now if yill excuse us Silver, ah've goat a 
fuckin livin tae earn here. An upright soldier like masel cannae be seen talkin tae junkies. See ye 
aroond. 

Silver barely registers his comments, let alone takes offence. 

— Ahlll jist head doon tae the clinic then. Some cunt might sell us a jelly. 

— Au revoir, johnny shouts at his back. 

He does steady business. some people furtively drop coins into his hat. Others, resentful at 
the intrusion of misery into their lives, turn away or resolutely look ahead. Women give more than 
men; young people more than their elders; people who appear to be of the most modest means seem 
more generous than the affluent looking. 

A fiver lands in the hat. 

— God bless ye sir, johnny acknowledges. 

— Not at all, a middle-aged man says, — we owe you lads. It must be terrible to suffer that 
loss so young. 

— Ah've nae regrets. Ye cannae allow yersel tae be bitter, pal. That's ma philosophy 
anywey. Ah love ma country; ah'd dae it aw again. Besides, ah regard masel is one ay the lucky yins; 
ah came back. Ah loast some good mates in that swedge at Goose Green, ah kin tell ye. johnny let his 
eyes take on a glazed, faraway look; he almost believed himself. He turned back to the man. — Still, 
meetin people like yirsel, whae remember, whae care; that makes it aw worthwhile. 

— Good luck, the man sayss softly, before turning and mounting the steps up to Market 
Street. 

— Fackin radge cunt, johnny mutters to himself, shaking his bowed head, as spasms of light 
laughter ripple up his sides. 

He makes 026.78 after a couple of hours. It's not bad going and it's easy work. Johnny's 
good at waiting; even British Rail on a bad day couldn't fuck up his junky karma. However, 
withdrawal gives advance notice of its cruel intentions with an icy burn which causes his pulse to kick 
up a gear and his pores to excrete a rich, toxic sweat. He is about to pack up and leave when a thin, 
frail woman approaches him. 

— Wir Ye a Royal Scot son? Ma Brian wis a Royal Scot, Brian Laidlaw. 

— Eh, Marines, missis. johnny shrugs. 

— Brian nivir came back, god love um. Twinty—one he wis. Ma laddie. A fine laddie n aw. 
The woman's eyes are welling up with tears. Her voice lowers to a concentrated hiss, which is all the 
more pitiful for its impotence. — Ye know son, ah'll hate that Thatcher till ma dyin day. Thir isnae a 
day goes by whin ah dinnae curse her. 

She takes out her purse and, producing a twenty—pound note, crushes it into Johnny's hand. 
— Here son, here. It’s aw ah've goat, bit ah want you tae huv it. She breaks into a sob and almost 
stagg ers away from him; it was like she'd been stabbed. 
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God bless ye, Johnny Swan shouts after her. — God bless the Royal Jocks. Then he thrashes 
his hands together at the prospect of adding some cyclozine to the methadone he already has. Psycho— 
methy cocktail: his ticket to better times, that wee private heaven the uninitiated pour scorn on, but 
they could never conceive of its bliss. Albo has a stack of cyclozine, prescribed for his cancer. johnny 
will visit his sick friend this afternoon. Albo needs johnny's jellies as much as johnny needs his 
psychos. A mutual coincidence of wants. Yes, god bless the Royal Jocks, and god bless the NHS. 


EXIT 


STATION TO STATION 


it is a foul and dreich night. Filthy clouds hang overhead; waiting to spew their dark load 
on the shuffling citizens below, for the umpteenth time since the break of dawn. The bus station 
concours is like a Social Security office turned inside out and doused with oil. A lot of young people 
living on big dreams and small budgets stand sombrely in line at the London rank. The only cheaper 
way down is by thumb. 

The bus has come from Aberdeen with a stop at Dundee, Begbie stoically checks the seat 
reservation tickets, then fixes a malevolent glare at the people already on the bus. Turning away, he 
looks back at the Adidas holdall at his feet. 

Renton, out of Begbie's earshot, turns to Spud and nods towards their uptight friend, — The 
cunt's jist hopin some fucker's grabbed oor seats; gie um an excuse tae cause hassle. 

Spud smiles, and raises his eyebrows. Looking at him, Renton reflects, you'd never guess 
how high the stakes are. This is the big one, no doubt about it. He needed that shot, to keep nerves 
straight. it had been his first one in months. 

Begbie turns around , his nerves jangling, ad shoots them an angry grimace, almost as if he 
can sense their irreverence. — Whair the fuck's Sick Boy? 

Eh, ah'm scoobied, likesay Spud shrugs. 

He'll be here, Renton says, nodding at the Adidas bag. That's twinty percent ay his gear yir 
haudin. 

This shot off an attack of paranoia — Keep yir fuckin Voice doon ya fuckin radge! Begbie 
hisses at Renton. He looks around, staring at the other passengers, feeling a desperate need for one, 
just one, to make eye—contact, to give him a target to unleash the fury within him which threatens to 
overwhelm him, and fuck the consequences. 

No. He had to stay in control, There was too much at stake. There was everything at stake. 

There is nobody looking at Begbie though. Those who are not oblivious to him, can feel 
the vibes he is giving out. They employ that special talent people have: Pretending nutters are 
invisible. Even his companions ivon't meet his gaze. Renton has pulled his green baseball cap down 
over his eyes. Spud, wearing a Republic of Ireland football strip, is eyeing a backpacker who has 
blonde hair, and has just moved her pack to give him a view of her tight—arsed jeans. Sreecond Prize, 
who stands a bit apart from the others, is just drinking steadily; protective of the sizeable carry—out 
which sits at his feet in two white plastic bags. 

Over the concourse, behind the pillbox which calls itself a pub, Sick Boy is talking to a girl 
named Molly. She is a prostitute and is HIV positive. She sometimes hangs around the station at 
night, looking for punters. Molly had been in love with Sick Boy since he necked with her in a seedy 
disco—bar in Leith a few weeks ago. Sick Boy had made a drunken point about HIV transmission and 
to illustrate it had spent most of the night french—kissing her. Later, he had a bad attack of nerves and 
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brushed his teeth half—a—dozen times before turning in for a sleepless, anxiety—filled night. 

Sick Boy has been peeking out at his friends from behind the pub. He'd keep the bastards 
waiting. He wants to make sure that no labdicks pounce before they get on the bus. If that happens, 
these cunts can go down alone. 

— Sub us a ten-spot doll, he asks Molly, not forgetting that he has a three—and—a—half grand 
stake in the contents of the Adidas bag. These are assets, however. This is cash-flow, which is 
always a problem. 

— Here ye are. The unquestioning way Molly goes for her purse almost touches Sick Boy. 
Then, with some bitterness, he notes the health of her wad, and curses inwardly for not making it 
twenty. 

— Cheers babes . . . well, ah'd better leave ye tae yir punters. The Smoke beckons. He 
tousles her curly hair and kisses her; this time though, a derisory brush on the cheek. 

— Phone us whin ye git back Simon, she shouts after him, watching his lean but sturdy body 
bounce away from her. He turns around. 

— You jist try stoapin us babes, you jist try stoapin us. Look eftir yirsel how. He winks at 
her and flashes an open, heart— warming smile before turning away. 

— Fucked-up wee hoor, he mutters under his breath, his face freezing in a contemptuous 
scowl. Molly was an amateur, nowhere near cynical enough for the game she was in. A total victim, 
he thinks,, with an odd mixture of compassion and scorn. He turns the corner and bounds over to the 
others, head swishing from side to side, trying to detect the presence of the police. 

He is not amused at what he sees as they prepare to board the bus. Begbie curses him for 
his lateness. You always had to watch that radge, but with the stakes as high as they were, that meant 
he'd be even more uptight than usual. He remembered the bizarre contingency plans of violence that 
Begbie had hatched at the impromptu party they'd had last night. His temper could send them all to 
prison for life. 

Second Prize was in an advanced state of inebriation; to be expected. On the other hand, 
what loose—mouthed drunkard's talk had the cunt been coming out with, prior to being here? If he 
can't remember where he is, how the fuck can he be expected to remember what he says? This is such 
a fuckin dodgy scam, he reflects, allowing a shiver of anxiety to convulse through him. 

What chews Sick Boy up the most, however, is the state of Spud and Renton. They were 
obviously smacked out of their eyeballs. It was just like these bastards to fuck up. Renton, who has 
now been clean for ages, since long before he packed in his London job and came back up, could not 
resist that uncut Colombian brown Seeker had supplied them with. It was the real thing, he had 
argued, a once—in—a-lifetime hit for an Edinburgh junky used to cheap Pakistani heroin. Spud, as 
always, had gone along for the ride. 

That was Spud. His effortless ability to transform the most innocent of pastimes into 
criminality always amazed Sick Boy. Even in his Ma's womb, you would have had to define Spud 
less as a foetus, more as a set of dormant drug and personality pr'oblems. He'd probably draw the 
polis onto them through knocking a salt- cellar out of the Little Chef. Forget Begbie, he bitterly 
reflects, if one cunt is going to mess up the gig, it'll be Spud. 

Sick Boy looks harshly at Second Prize; this nickname resulting from his drink—fuelled 
fantasy that he could fight, and the attendant disastrous results. Second Prize’s sport had not been 
boxing, but football. He was a Scotland schoolboy international star of remarkable ability, who went 
south to Manchester United at the age of sixteen. By then, he already had an embryonic drink 
problem. One of soccer's unsung miracles was how Second Prize had managed to wring two years 
horn the club before being kicked back to Scotland. The conventional wisdom was that Second Prize 
had wasted a great talent. Sick Boy understood the harsher truth, however. Second Prize was a mass 
of despair; in terms of his life as a whole, footballing ability was a frivolous deviation rather than 
alcoholism a cruel curse. 

They file onto the bus, Renton and Spud moving in the smack—head's freeze—frame manner. 
They are as disorientated by the sequence of events as they are by the junk. There they were, pulling 
off the big one, and heading for a break in Paris. All they had to do was to convert the smack into 
hard cash, which had all been set up by Andreas in London. Sick Boy, though, had greeted them like 
a sinkful of dirty dishes. He was obviously in a bad mood and Sick Boy believed that the nasty things 
in life should be shared. 

As he climbs onto the bus, Sick Boy hears a voice call his name. 

— Simon. 
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— No that hoor again, he curses under his breath, before noting a younger girl. He shouts: 
Git ma seat Franco, ah'll just be a minute. 

Taking his seat, Begbie feels hatred, fused with more than a twinge of jealousy, as he 
watches a young girl in a blue cagoul hold hands with Sick Boy. 

— That cunt n his fuckin aboot wi fanny'll fuck us aw up! He snarls at Renton, who looks 
bemused. 

Begbie tries to define the girl's shape through the cagoul. He'd admired her before. He 
fantasises what he'd like to do with her. He notes her face is even prettier when understated without 
make-up. It is hard to focus on Sick Boy, but Begbie sees his mouth turned down and his eyes 
opened wide in contrived sincerity. Begbie gets more and more anxious until he is ready to just get up 
and drag Sick Boy onto the bus. As he goes to haul himself out off the seat, he sees Sick Boy is 
coming back onto the vehicle, staring balefully out of the windows. 

They are sitting at the back of the bus, beside the chemical toilet which already smells of 
spilled pish. Second Prize has cornered the back seat for himself and his carry—out. Spud and Renton 
sit in front of him, with Begbie and Sick Boy ahead of them. 

— That wis Tam McGregor's wee lassie, Sick Boy, eh? Renton's face grins idiotically at 
him through the gap between the seat's headrests. 

— Aye. 

— He still fuckin hasslin ye? Begbie asks. 

— The cunt's goat a lam oan because ah've been pokin his wee slut ay a daughter. 
Meanwhile, he's playing stoat-the-baw wi every wee hairy that drinks in his shitey club. Fuckin 
hypocrite. 

— Pulled ye up ootside the fuckin Fiddlers, ah heard. They fuckin telt us ye shat yir fuckin 
load, Begbie mocks. 

— Like fuck ah did! Whae telt ye that? The cunt says tae us: if you lay a finger oan her. . . 
Ah jist goes: Lay a finger oan her? Ah've been pimpin it oot fir fuckin months, ya cunt! 

Renton smirks softly at this, and Second Prize, who didn't really hear it, laughs loudly. He 
is not, as yet, pickled enough to feel completely comfortable forgoing the bare bones of social contact. 
Spud says nothing, but grimaces as the vice—like grip of junk withdrawal squeezes harder on his brittle 
bones. 

Begbie is unconvinced that Sick Boy would have the bottle to stand up to McGregor. — 
Shite. You wouldnae fuckin mess wi that cunt. 

— Fuck off. Jimmy Busby wis wi us. That cunt McGregor shites it fae the Buzz—Bomb. 
He's shit-scared ay aw the Cashies. The last thing he wants is a squad ay the Family swedgin in his 
club. 

— Jimmy Busby . he's no a fuckin hard cunt. A fuckin shitein cunt. Ah stoated that radge 
in the Dean. You minday that time, Rents, eh? Rents! Mind the time ah panelled that Busby cunt? 
Begbie glances over the seat for support but Renton is starting to feel like Spud. A shudder twists 
through his body and a grim nausea hits him. He can only nod unconvincingly, rather than provide 
the elaboration Begbie is looking for. 

— That wis years ago. Ye widnae dae it now, Sick Boy contended. 

— Whae fuckin widnae! Eh? Think ah fuckin widnae? Ya fuckin radge! Begbie 
challenges aggressively. 

— It's aw a loaday shite anywey, Sick Boy meekly counters, using one of his classic tactics. 
If you can't win the fine detail of the argument, then rubbish its context. 

— That cunt kens no tae fuckin mess, Begbie says, in a low growl. Sick Boy does not 
respond, knowing that this was a warning by proxy, directcd at him, through the absent Busby. He 
realises that he's been pushing his luck. 

Spud Murphy's face is smeared against the glass window. He sits in silent misery, lashing 
sweat and feeling like his bones are grinding against each other. Sick Boy turns to Begbie, seizing the 
opportunity to make a common cause. 

These cunts, Franco, he nods backwards, — sais they wid stey clean. Lyin bastards. Fuck 
us aw up. His tone is a mixture of disgust and self—pity, as if he is resigned to the fact that his lot in 
life is to have all his moves sabotaged by the weak fools he was unfortunate enough to have to call his 
friends. 

Nonetheless, Sick Boy fails to strike an empathetic chord with Begbie, who dislikes his 
attitude even more than he disapproves of Renton and Spud's behaviour. 
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— Stoap fuckin moanin. You've fuckin been thair often enough. 

—No fir ages. These nondy cunts never grow up. 

— So ye'll no be wantin any fuckin speed then? Begbie teased, dabbing at some salty 
granules in silver foil. 

Sick Boy really wants some Billy Whizz, to cut down the hideous travelling time. He is 
fucked if he's going to plead with Begbie however. He sits staring ahead, gently shaking his head and 
muttering under his breath, a wrenching anxiety in his guts forcing his mind to flip through unresolved 
grievance after unresolved grievance. He then springs up and goes to grab a can of McEwan's Export 
from Second Prize's pile. 

— Ah telt ye thit ye should've goat yir ain cairry—-oot! Second Prize's face resembled that of 
an ugly bird whose eggs are under threat from a stalking predator. 

— One can then, ya tight cunt! Fuck sakes! Sick Boy slaps his forehead with his palm in 
exasperation. Second Prize reluctantly hands a can over, which, in the event, Sick Boy cannot drink. 
He has not eaten for a while and the fluid feels heavy and sickly in his raw guts. 

Behind him, Renton's slide into the misery of withdrawal continues apace. He knows he 
has to act. This means holding out on Spud. However, there was no sympathy in business, and much 
less in this particular one than in any other. Turning to his partner he says: — Man, ah've goat a fuckin 
bad rock in ma erse. Ah've goat tae spend a bit ay time in the bog. 

Spud shoots to life for a second. — Yir no haudin, ur ye? 

— Away tae fuck, Renton convincingly snaps. Spud turns and melts miserably back into the 
window. 

Renton goes into the toilet and secures the door. He wipes the pish off the rim of the 
aluminium pan. It is not hygiene that concerns him, merely the avoidance of a wet sensation on his 
creeping skin. 

On the tiny sink he places his cooking spoon, syringe, needle and cotton balls. Producing a 
small packet of browny—white powder from his pocket, he tips the contents diligently into his prized 
piece of cutlery. Sucking 5 mls of water into the syringe and squirting it slowly into the spoon, 
Renton takes care to avoid flushing away the grains. His trembling hand firms up with the 
concentration only junk preparation can facilitate. Passing the flame from the Benidorm plastic 
lighter under the spoon, he stirs at the stubborn dregs with the needle tip until he has produced an 
injectable solution. 

The bus lurches violently, but he moves with it; his junky's vestibular sense tuned in, like 
radar, to every bump and bend of the Al. Not a precious drop is spilled as he lowers the cotton ball 
onto the cooking spoon. 332 

Sticking the needle into the ball, he sucks the rusty liquid into the chamber. He pulls off his 
belt, cursing as the studs catch in the tabs of his jeans. He violently jerks it free, feeling as if his 
insides are folding in on themselves. Tightening the belt around his arm just below a puny bicep, he 
clamps yellowing teeth onto the leather to hold it fast. The sinew in his neck strains as he maintains 
the position; teasing up through patient, probing taps, a reluctant healthy vein. 

A brief flicker of hesitancy glows in the corner of his mind, only to be snuffed cruelly by a 
twisting spasm which convulses his sick body. He zeros in, watching the tender flesh give way to the 
penetrating steel. He pushes the plunger part of the way home, for a split-second, before sucking 
back to fill the chamber with blood. He then releases the tension in the belt and flushes everything 
into his vein. He raises his head, and savours the hit. He sits for a period which could be minutes or 
hours, before standing up and looking at himself in the mirror. 

— You're fuckin gorgeous, he observes, kissing the reflection; feeling the cold glass against 
his hot lips. He turns and puts his cheek on the glass, then licks at it with his tongue. Then he stands 
back and adjusts his features into a forced mask of misery. Spud's eyes would be on him as soon as 
he opened the door. He must contrive to act sick, which is not going to be easy. 

Second Prize has drunk off a crippling hangover and is having what would have been 
described a second wind, had his constant state of inebriation and withdrawal not rendered such a term 
superfluous. Begbie, realising that they are well on their way and have not been intercepted by the 
Lothian and Borders Constabulary, the labdicks, is more relaxed. Victory was in sight. Spud takes a 
troubled junky sleep. Renton feels a little more animated. Even Sick Boy senses that things are going 
well, and unwinds. 

The fragile unity is shattered when Sick Boy and Renton have an argument about the merits 
of the pre and post Velvet Underground achievements of Lou Reed. Sick Boy is uncharacteristically

tongue-tied under an onslaught from Renton. 

— Naw, naw. . he weakly shakes his head and turns away, devoid of inspiration to counter 
Renton's arguments. Renton had stolen the cloak of indignation that Sick Boy likes to wear on such 
occasions. 

Savouring his adversary's capitulation, Renton pulls his head back sharply and smugly; 
folding his arms in a gesture of triumphant belligerence, the way he'd once seen Mussolini do in an 
old newsreel. 

Sick Boy contents himself with checking out the other passengers. There are two auld 
wifies in front of him, who have been intermittently looking around with disapproving expressions 
and making clucking references to 'the language’. 

They have, he notes, the auld wifie smell of pish and sweat, partially obscured by layers of 
stale talcum. 

Opposite him sits an overweight couple in shell—suits. Shell—suited bastards are another 
breed apart, he caustically thinks. They should be fuckin exterminated. It surprised Sick Boy that the 
Beggar did not have a shell—suit in his wardrobe. Once they coined in the dough, he thinks he'll treat 
the bastard to one, just for the crack. Additionally, he resolves to present Begbie with an American 
Pit—Bull pup. Even if Begbie neglected it, it wouldn't go hungry with the bairn in the house. 

There was one rose amongst thorns on the bus, however. Sick Boy's eyes cease their 
critical scrutiny of his fellow passengers when they focus on the streaked—blonde backpacker. She sits 
all by herself, in front of the shell—suited couple. 

Renton feels full of mischief and pulls out the Benidorm lighter and starts burning Sick 
Boy's ponytail. Hair crackles, and yet another unpleasant smell mingles with the rest at the back of 
the bus. Sick Boy, realising what is happening, springs round in his seat. — Fuck ofP. he snarls, 
thrashing at Renton's now raised wrists. — Immature cunts! He hisses as the laughter of Begbie, 
Second Prize and Renton mocks him, ricocheting around the bus. 

Renton's intervention though, gives Sick Boy the excuse he scarcely needs to leave them 
and join the backpacker. He pulls off his Italians Do it Better t-shirt, exposing a wiry, tanned torso. 
Sick Boy's mother is Italian, but he wears the t-shirt less to show pride in his origins, as to wind up 
the others at his pretension. He pulls down his bag and rummages through its contents. There is a 
Mandela Day shirt, which was politically sound and rock enough, but too mainstream, too sloganistic. 
Worse, it was dated. He felt that Mandela would prove to be just another tedious old cunt once 
everyone got used to him being out of the jail. He only gave Hibernian F.C. — European Campaigners 
a cursory glance before rejecting it out of hand. The Sandinistas were also passe' now. He settled for 
a Fall t-shirt which at least had the virtue of being white and would show off his Corsican tan to its 
best effect. Pulling it on, he moved over and slid into the seat beside the woman. 

— Excuse me. Sorry, I'm going to have to join you. My travelling companions’ behaviour is 
a touch immature for my taste. 

Renton observes, with a mixture of admiration and distaste, the metamorphosis of Sick Boy 
from waster into this woman's ideal man. Voice modulation and accent subtly change. An interested, 
earnest expression comes over his face as he fires seductively interrogative questions at his new 
companion. Renton winces as he hears Sick Boy say: — Yeah, I'm more of a jazz purist myself. 

— Sick Boy's cracked it, he observes, turning to Begbie. 

— Ah'm fuckin pleased fir the cunt, Begbie says bitterly. —At least it fuckin keeps the 
moosey-—faced cunt away fae us. Fuckin nondy cunt's done fuck all but fuckin moan since we saw um 
... the cunt. 

— Every cunt's a wee bit tense, Franco. Thir's a loat at stake. We did aw that speed the 
other night thair. Everybody's bound tae be a wee bit para. 

— Dinnae keep fuckin stickin up fir that cunt. Needs a fuckin lesson in manners that fuckin 
wide—o. Might soon be fuckin well gittin yin n aw. Disnae fuckin cost nowt tae huv manners. 

Renton, realising that the discussion cannot be fruitfully advanced, settles down into his 
seat, letting the gear massage him; unravel the knots, and smooth out the creases. It was quality stuff 
alright. 

Begbie's bitterness towards Sick Boy is not so much fuelled by jealousy but resentment at 
his departure; he is missing sitting beside someone. He now has a big speed kick on. His mind 
flashes with insight after insight, which Begbie thinks are just too good not to share. He needs 
someone to talk at. Renton notes the danger signs. Behind him, Second Prize is snoring loudly. 
Begbie would get little from him. 
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Renton pulls the baseball cap down over his eyes, while simultaneously nudging Spud 


awake. 

— Ye sleepin Rents? Begbie asks. 

—Mmmmm... Renton murmurs. 

— Spud? 

— What? says Spud irritably. It was a mistake. Begbie turns in the seat; resting on his 
knees, he overhangs Spud and starts to repeat an oft-told story. —. . so ah'm oan toap ay it, ken, 


cowpin it likes, gaun fuckin radge n it's fuckin screamin likes n ah thinks fuck me, this dirty cow's 
right fuckin intae it, likes but it pushes us oaf, ken n she's bleedin ootay her fanny ken, like it’s fuckin 
rag week, n ah'm aboot tae say, that disnae bother me, specially no wi a fuckin root oan like ah hud, 
ah'm fuckin tellin ye. Anywey, it turns oot thit the cunt's huvin a fuckin miscarriage thair n then. 

— Yeah. 

— Aye, n ah'll fuckin tell ye something else n aw; did ah tell ye aboot the time whin me n 
Shaun picked up they two fuckin hounds in the Oblomov? 

— Yeah . . . Spud moans weakly, his face feeling like a cathode-ray tube which is imploding 
in slow motion. 

The coach swings into the service station. While it provides Spud with some much-needed 
respite, Second Prize is not happy. Sleep had only just taken him, but the harsh lights of the bus are 
switched on, cruelly ripping him from his comforting oblivion. He wakes disorientated, in an 
alcoholic stupor; bemused eyes unable to focus, ringing ears assaulted by a cacophony of 
indistinguishable voices, flapping dried—up mouth unable to shut. He instinctively reaches for a 
purple can of Tennent's Super Lager, letting the sickly drink act as surrogate saliva. 

They slouch across the motorway's fly—over bridge, persecuted by the cold, as well as the 
tiredness and drugs in their bodies. The exception is Sick Boy, who waltzes confidently ahead of 
them with the backpacker. 

In the garish Trust House Forte cafeteria, Begbie grabs Sick Boy by an arm and extracts 
him from the queue. 

— Dinnae you fuckin rip oaf that burd. Wir no wantin the fuckin polis swarmin aw ower us 
for a few hundred quid ay some fuckin student's holiday poppy. No whin wuv goat eighteen fuckin 
grand's worth ay skag oan us. 

— Ye think ah'm fuckin daft? Sick Boy snaps, outraged, but at the same time confessing to 
himself that Begbie has provided him with a timely reminder. He had been necking with the woman, 
but his bulging chameleon eyes were always frantically scanning; trying to work out where her money 
was stashed. The visit to the cafe had been his opportunity. Begbie was right however, this was no 
time for a move like that. You couldn't always trust your instincts, Sick Boy reflected. 

He tears himself away from Begbie with an injured pout, and rejoins his new girlfriend in 
the queue. 

Sick Boy starts to lose interest in the woman after this. He is finding it hard to maintain an 
acceptable level of concentration on her excited tales of going to Spain for eight months, before taking 
up a place on a law degree course at Southampton University. He gets the address of the hotel in 
London she is staying at, noting with some distaste that it seems to be a cheap Kings Cross job, rather 
than a more salubrious place in the West End, which he'd enjoy hanging out in for a day or two. He 
was supremely confident that he'd get a shag out of this woman once they got the business with 
Andreas settled. 

The bus eventually starts to roll through north London's brickwork suburbs. Sick Boy 
looks out nostalgically as they pass the Swiss Cottage, wondering whether a woman he knew still 
worked behind the bar. Doubtlessly not, he reasons. Six months is a quite a while behind the bar of a 
London pub. Even so early in the morning, the bus is reduced to a crawl as it reaches central London, 
and it takes a depressingly long time to wind down to Victoria Bus station. 

They disembark like pieces of broken crockery being poured out of a packing case. A 
debate develops about whether they should go down to the railway station and get a Victoria Line tube 
up to Finsbury Park, or jump a taxi. They decide that a taxi is a better bet than messing about through 
London with a load of smack. 

They squeeze into the Hackney cab, telling the talkative driver that they are down for the 
Pogues gig, which will take place in a tent in Finsbury Park. It provided ideal cover, as they all 
planned to go to the concert, combining pleasure with business, before heading to Paris for a break. 
The cab almost backtracks the way the bus had come in, prior to stopping at Andreas's hotel, which 
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overlooks the park. 

Andreas, who came from a London—Greek family, had inherited the hotel on the death of 
his father. Under the old man, the hotel had predominantly housed emergency homeless families. 
Local councils had the responsibility to find short-stay accommodation for people in such 
circumstances, and as the Finsbury Park district was sliced up between three London Boroughs, 
Hackney, Harringey and Islington, business had been good. On taking over the hotel, however, 
Andreas saw that it could be even more lucrative as a knocking—shop for London businessmen. While 
he never really hit the top end of the market he aimed at, he provided a safe haven for a small number 
of prostitutes. Mid—ranking city punters admired his discretion and the ~leanliness and safety of his 
establishment. 

Sick Boy and Andreas had got to know each other through going out with the same woman, 
who had been mesmerised by the both of them. They hit it off instantly, and worked a few scams 
together, mainly petty insurance fiddles and bank—card frauds. On taking over the hotel, Andreas had 
started to distance himself from Sick Boy, deciding that he was now in a bigger league. However, 
Sick Boy had approached him about a batch of quality heroin he had got a hold of. Andreas was 
cursed with a dangerous fantasy, and a timeless one: namely that he could hang around with villains to 
boost his ego, without paying an attendant price. The price Andreas paid was getting Pete Gilbert 
together with the Edinburgh consortium. 

Gilbert was a professional who had worked in drug—dealing for a long time. He'd buy and 
sell anything. For him, it was strictly business, and he refused to differentiate it from any other 
entrepreneurial activity. State intervention in the form of police and courts merely constituted another 
business risk. It was however, a risk worth taking, considering the supernormal profits. A classic 
middle—man, Gilbert was, by nature of his contacts and his venture capital, able to procure drugs, hold 
them, cut them and sell them to smaller distributors. 

Straight away, Gilbert clocks the Scottish guys as small-time wasters who have stumbled 
on a big deal. He is impressed however, — the quality of their gear. He offers them ce 15,000, prepared 
to go as high as œ17,000. They want œ20,000, prepared to go as low as œ18,000. The deal is 
clinched at œ16,000. Gilbert will make œ60,000 minimum once the gear is cut and distributed. 

He finds it tiresome negotiating with a bunch of fucked—up losers from the wrong side of 
the border. He'd rather be dealing with the person who sold it to them. If their supplier was desperate 
enough to punt such good gear to this squad of fuck- ups, then he didn't really understand the 
business. Gilbert could have turned him onto some real money. 

More than tiresome, it was dangerous. Despite their assurances to the contrary, it would be 
impossible, he decided, for this bunch of wasted Jocks to ever be discreet. It was more than possible 
that the D.S. had stuck a tail on them. For that reason, he has two experienced punters outside in the 
car with their eyes peeled. Despite his reservations, he cultivated his new business associates. 
Anyone desperate enough to punt them this gear once, could be daft enough to do it again. 

The deal concluded, Spud and Second Prize hit Soho to celebrate. They are typical new 
boys in town, attracted to that famous square mile like kids to a toy shop. Sick Boy and Begbie go to 
shoot what proves to be a competitive game of pool in the Sir George Robey with two Irish guys they 
team up with. London old stagers, they are contemptous of their friends’ fascination for Soho. 

— Aw thill git thair is plastic polisman's hats, union jacks, Carnaby Street signs and 
overpriced pints ay pish, Sick Boy scoffed. 

— They'd git a cheaper fuckin ride back it yir mate's hotel, what the fuck d'ye call um, the 
Greek cunt? 

— Andreas. But that's the last thing these cunts want, says Sick Boy, racking up the balls, — 
and that fucker Rents. That's the umpteenth time he's tried tae kick. Doss cunt chucked in a good 
joab n barry flat doon here n aw. Ah think me n him 'll go oor separate weys eftir this. 

— It's a good joab he's fuckin back thair though. Some cunt's goat tae watch the fuckin loot. 
Ah widnae trust Second Prize or Spud tae look eftir it. 

— Aye, Sick Boy says, wondering how he can ditch Begbie and get off in search of women's 
company. He wonders who he will call up, or whether he'll check out the backpacker. Whatever he 
decided, he'd move soon. 

Back at Andreas's place, Renton is sick, but not quite as sick as he'd led them to believe. 
He looks out onto the back garden and sees Andreas cavorting with Sarah, his girlfriend. 

He looks back at the Adidas bag, stuffed full of cash, the first time Begbie has let it out of 
his sight. He turfs its contents out onto the bed. Renton has never seen so much money. Almost 
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without thinking, he empties the contents of Begbie's Head bag; putting them into the empty Adidas 
bag. Then stuffs the cash into the Head bag, and puts his own clothes in, on top of the money. 

Briefly, he glimpses out of the window. Andreas has his hand inside Sarah's purple bikini 
pants and she is laughing and shrieking: - Dahnt Endreas. . . dahnt. . . Gripping the Head bag 
firmly, Renton turns and stealthily scuttles out of the room, down the stairs and along the hallway. He 
looks back briefly before striding out the door. If he bumped into Begbie now, he was finished. As 
soon as he lets that thought form consciously in his head, he almost collapses with fear. There is 
nobody in the street, however. He crosses the road. 

He hears chanting noises and freezes. A group of young guys in Celtic football tops, 
obviously down for the Pogues gig in the afternoon, are staggering towards him, out of their heads on 
alcohol. He walks tensely past them, although they ignore him; and to his relief, he sees a 253 bus 
coming. He jumps on, and away from Finsbury Park. 

Renton is on automatic pilot as he alights in Hackney to get a bus to Liverpool Street. 
Nonetheless, he feels paranoid and self— conscious with the bag full of money. Every person looks 
like a potential mugger or bag—snatcher to him. Whenever he sees a black leather jacket similar to 
Begbie's, his blood turns to ice. He even considers going back when he is on the bus to Liverpool 
Street, but he sticks his hand in the bag and feels the bundles of notes. At his destination, he walks 
into an Abbey National branch and adds 9,000 in cash to the 027.32 already in his account. The 
cashier does not even blink. This is the City, after all. 

Feeling better with only 7,000 on him, Renton goes down to Liverpool Street station and 
buys a return ticket to Amsterdam, only intending to go one way. He watches the county of Essex 
transmute from concrete and brick into lush green as they rumble out towards Harwich. He has an 
hour's wait at Parkston Quay, before the boat sails to the Hook of Holland. This is no problem. 
Junkies are good at waiting. A few years back, he worked on this ferry, as a steward. He hopes that 
nobody recognises him from those days. 

Renton's paranoia subsides on the boat, but it is replaced by his first real feelings of guilt. 
He thinks about Sick Boy, and all the things they went through together. They had shared some good 
times, some awful times, but they had shared them. Sick Boy would recoup the cash; he was a born 
exploiter. It was the betrayal. He could see Sick Boy's more—hurt-than—angry expression already. 
However, they had been drifting apart for years now. Their mutual antagonism, once a joke, a 
performance for the benefit of others, had slowly become, through being ritualised in that way, a 
mundane reality. It was better this way, Renton thought. In a way, Sick Boy would understand, even 
have a grudging admiration for his actions. His main anger would be directed at himself for not 
having had the bottle to do it first. 

It didn't take much effort to rationalise that he had done Second Prize a favour. He felt pity 
when he thought of Second Prize using his criminal injuries compensation board cash to front his 
stake. However, Second Prize was so busy destroying himself, he'd scarcely notice anyone giving 
him a hand. You would be as well giving him a bottle of paraquat to drink, as three grand to spend. It 
would be a quicker and ultimately more painless way of killing him. Some, he considered, would 
argue that it was Second Prize's choice, but did not the nature of his disease destroy his capacity to 
make a meaningfull choice? He smirks at the irony of him, a junky who has just ripped off his best 
mates, pontificating in such a manner. But was he a junky? True, he had just used again, but the gaps 
between his using were growing. However, he couldn't really answer this question now. Only time 
could do that. 

Renton's real guilt was centred around Spud. He loved Spud. Spud had never hurt 
anybody, with the exception perhaps of a bit of mental distress caused by his tendency to liberate the 
contents of people's pockets, purses and homes. People got too het up about things though. They 
invested too much emotion in objects. Spud could not be held responsible for society's materialism 
and commodity fetishism. Nothing had gone right for Spud. The world had shat on him, and now his 
mate had joined it. If there was one person whom Renton would try to compensate, it was Spud. 

That left Begbie. He could find no sympathy for that fucker. A psycho who used 
sharpened knitting needles when he went to sort some poor cunt out. Less chance of hitting the rib 
cage than with a knife, he'd boast. Renton recalled the time when Begbie had glassed Roy Sneddon, 
in The Vine, for fuck all. Nothing other than the guy had an irritating voice and Begbie was hungover. 
It was ugly, sickening and pointless. Even uglier than the act itself, was the way that they all, 
including Renton, had colluded with it, even to the extent of creating fictitious scenarios to justify it. 
It was just another way of building Begbie's status as somebody not to mess with, and their own 
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indirectly, through their association with him. He saw it for the extreme moral cowardice it was. 
Alongside this, his crime in ripping off Begbie was almost virtuous. 


Ironically, it was Begbie who was the key. Ripping off your mates was the highest offence 
in his book, and he would demand the severest penalty. Renton had used Begbie, used him to burn his 
boats completely and utterly. It was Begbie who ensured he could never return. He had done what he 
wanted to do. He could now never go back to Leith, to Edinburgh, even to Scotland, ever again. 
There, he could not be anything other than he was. Now, free from them all, for good, he could be 


what he wanted to be. He'd stand or fall alone. This thought both terrified and excited him as he 
contemplated life in Amsterdam.
